Mr. Oates moved to strike out from the resolution offered by 
himself this morning, the words “half pass 10-o’clock,” and in- 
sert “10 o'clock," so that said resolution may be in accordance 
with the message just received from the Senate;-which motion 
prevailed. 

The discussion of Mr. Oates’ motion to table the amendment 
to the 11th rule, was resumed. 

Mr. Billingsley moved a postponement of the subject; and 
that the House take a recess of 15 minutes, which motion pre- 

vailed, and the House. took a recess for 15 minutes, at the end 
“of which time the House came to order. 

Mr. Speaker instructed the clerk to inform the Senate that 
the House of Representatives were now ready to receive them 
within their hall, for the purpose of receiving the message of 
his excellency, Governor Conway. 

The Senate, preceded by’ their officers, appeared within the 
hall of the House of Representatives, and took their seats. 

Mr. President announced the object of the present conven- 
tion to be to receive the message of his excellency, Governor 
Conway. 

R. H. Johnson, esq., private secretary to the Governor, 
now entered and read the following message from his excel- 
lency: 
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Fillow-citizens of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives: 


In giving to you information of the condition of the govern- 
ment, and Tecommending to your consideration such mersures 
as are deemed expedient, the executive with pleasure points to 
the increasing prosperity of the State; and with the fullest con- 
fidence in your wisdon, integrity and patriotism, looks to you 
for a hearty co-operation: in every thing which the executive 
and legizlative departments can accomplish to secure and guard 
the interests of the State, develop its resources, diffure the op- 
portunities and advantages of education through the various 
parts of the State; protect and promote a policy which will 
gradually insure the cxtinguishment of the public debt, and re- 
store the tarnished honor cf the State to its original brightness 
and lustre. 

From whiatever interested sources, e elements of opposition to 
the intersts of the State may arise, to hinder or prevent the 
achicyement of any of these objects, the executive feels conti- 
dent that, by your intelligence, you will so ERR such oppo- 
sition, however cunningly devis r whatever deceptive 
pretext it may be arrayed, and that you will not permit it to in- 
terfere with your united and harmonious action in accomplish- 
ing for the State all such desirable objects. 

The executive will have laid before you printed copies of the 
reporta of officers, and other information, adopted as accompa- 
nying documents to this message; and to these you are EAD OG 
fully re ferred for official intelligence in detail. 

By the report of the auditor “and treasurer , you will see that 
there remained in the state treasury, on the ‘first day of Octo- 
ber, 1858, subject to be used for ordinary expenses of the State, 
the sum of one hundred and forty-tvro thousand, one hundred 
and fiity-four dollars and twenty-two cents, in gold and silver; 
and that all the Arkansas treasury warrants ever issued had 
been redeemed, except one hundred and ninety-eizht dollars, 
not presented for payment. 

The whole amount of the interna! improvement fund, distri- 
buted to and drawn EA the several counties before the first day 
of October, 1856, was $300,615 55; and on that day a balance 


of this fund remained in the treasu: ry, in specie, amounting to 
$24,043 35. 


The entire amount of the seminary fund, distributed to and 
drawn by the several counties, before the first day of October, 
1856, was $48,224 90; and on that day a balance of this fund 
in specie remained in the treasury, amounting to $6,411 74. 

The whole amount of the saline fund distributed to and 
drawn by the several counties, before the first day of October, 
1856, was $1,727 17; anda balance of this fund, in specie, re- 
mained in the treasury on that day, amounting to $3,520 93. 


^ 
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The seminary und saline funds are appropriated by law for 
the benefit of common schools. The sum of $646 24, in specie, 
should be appropriated by law, to pay $504 10 to the internal 
improvement fund; $18 14 to counties for balances of county 
taxes due them, and $124 to the common school fund under sec- 
tion 135 ofyrevenue law. These amounts are due from the 
State to the funds stated, in Arkansas bank paper; but since the 
affairs of the bank are in process of liquidation, all the notes 
of the bank in the treasury, on the 1st October; 1856, amount- 
ing to about $16,490, should be registered and burned, and 
hereafter, should notes of the bank of the State of Arkansas 
be paid into the treasury, provision should be made by law 
for registering and burning them; so that we may get rid of 
them as speedily as possible, and have nothing in the treasury, 
called money, but the constitutional currency of gold and 
gilver. 

The amount of redeemed Arkansas treasury warrants, in the 
State treasury, on the first of October, 1856, was $997,643 12, 
and the amount of old State scrip $30. These should be reg- 
istered and burned; and in enacting a law providing for regis- 
tering and burning the notes of the State bank, these treasury 
warrants and the old State scrip should be embraced. 

The amount of redeemed swamp landserip in the state treas- 
ury, on the 1st October, 1856, was $1,579,708 22, which should 
also be registered and burned. 

You will see by the reports of the auditor and treasurer, that 
during the two years ending with the 30th September, 1856, 
there were canceled and filed with the State treasurer, 183 
bonds of this State, which had béen issued to and sold by *The 
Bank of the State of Arkansas," amounting, with interest, to 
$333,146 28; and that during the same period, there were can- 
celed and filed with the State treasurer 370 bonds of this State, 
and many coupons for interest on such bonds, which had been 
issued to and sold by “ The Real Estate Bank of the State of 
Arkansas,” making for the bonds and: the interest $755,507, 10; 
showing that one million, eighty-eight thousand, six hundred 
and fifty-three dollars and thirty-nine cents of the debt of the 
State of Arkansas, on account of the two banks, were canceled 
and filed with the State treasurer (as fully paid of) during the 
two years ending with the 30th September, 1856. 

On the 26th day of January, 1855, Alexander George and 
John Robins, in accordance with the provisions of “ Au aet -to 
provide for the building of a work-shop within the walis of the 
penitentiary, and for other purposes," approved 12th January, 
1855, became the contractors to do all the work designated and 
required by that act; and to safely keep, clothe and ‘subsist the 
convicts for and during two years from the date of their contrat 
for the sum of eighteen thousand dollars. The law prescribed 
the tollowing description and dimentions of the work-shop, to- 
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wit: * The wall of said shop to be built of brick, upon a founda- 

tion of stone two feet in depth, at the highest point of ground; 
the said foundation to be brought to a level, and two feet thick, 
one hundred and fifty feet long, by forty feet deep, with two 
stories, each of which is to be twelve feet high; the walls of the 
lower story to be twenty-two, and those of the upper story eigh- 
teen inches thick; the floor of the second story to be supported 
by brick pillars, and three cross ties at equal distance, made of 
two by three-fourth inch bar iron; and leid with tongued and 
grooved planks, not less than one and a quarter by seven inches 
broad; the joist of the second floorto be three by twelve inches, 
“two feet from center to center, securely fastened to a girder in 


^^... the center of the main building; said building is to have a brick 


cornice all around it, and a self-supporting hip roof covered 
with heavy slate; and said building is to have two out-side doors 
with good.deuble shutters and locks, suitable every way for 
such a building; and sixty-four windows, twenty-fetir lights 
ten by twelve, and a stair-way In or near the centre of said 
building. 

In adition to the construction of this building, the contrac- 
tors required to make certain repairs, designated in the 
` Jaw,/upon the penitentiary house, “remove the rubbish from the 
prison yard and bring it to a regular grade.” 

The executive appointed J ohn Hutt inspector; and by his re- 
port you will learn that Alexander George and John Robins 
finished all the work required by their contract, and that the 
State completed payment to them for it, in September last. 
The contractors not only finished the work a month earlier than 
Y equired by the law, but with that fidelity which characterized 
them in building the stone wall around the penitentiary house, 
performed the “whole work in a manner highly credible to 
themselves, and beneficial to the State.. 

Yourattention is invited to the report of the keepers of the 
penitentiary, and to the suggestions therein made. By the re- 
port you wil learn that on the first day of October, 1856, there 
were confined in the penitentiary eighty-six convicts and, also, 
four slaves, subject to be retrieved by their owners from whom 
they had escaped—making in all ninety prisoners, and that 
there are but eighty-four cells in the penitentiary house. 

The executive recommends that the policy adopted by the act 
of 10th January, 1853, and pursued by the act of 12th January, 
1855, for keeping the convicts and making the necessary im- 
provements, be adhered to during the next two years after the 
expiration of the present contract; and that ample provision be 
made by law for constructing another work-shop of the kind 
indicated in the report of the keepers; a warden’s house and a 
room for a hospital, and that all the additional cells which can 
be constructed in the present penitentiary house be built as 
early as practicable, and that this building be placed in com- 
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plete repair, built up so as to have windows to admit sufficient 
air to ventilate the cells in the üpper tier, and thus avoid inhu- 
manly injuring. the health of the convicts, if not suffocating 
them, when confined in these cells in hot weather. 

This building and the new ones recommended should be 
covered with heavy slate. The executive recommends that the 
wall around the penitentiary house be built up so as to be of 
uniform heighth on the inside, and the whole of it then extend- 
ed up at least five feet higher, and finished with stone coping. 
This would add greatly to. the security of the prison, make - 
the wall more durable, and, give it the appearance of a finished 
and permanent public structure. 

All the -work suggested could be done during the next two 
years, and then the institution might be made a source of reve- 
` nue, instead of a regular tax upon the treasury. The State . 
will have ‘ample means to pay for all these improvements, and 
since they are necessary, and the penitentiary without them will 
remain as heretofore a tax upon the treasury, good policy and 
true economy seem to requize that provision be made by law 
for constructing all the improvements recommended. 

The Bank of the State of Arkansas, to obtain banking capi- 
tal, sold 1,169: bonds of the State, each for $1,000. One thou- 
sand were six per cent., and one hundred and sixty-nine were 
five per cent. bonds. Two hundred and sixty-nine of the six 
per cent., and one hundred and forty-four of the five per cent. 
bonds were canceled and filed with the state treasurer, as fully | 
paid off, before the 1st October, 1856, leaving on that day, twen- 
ty-five 5 percent. and seven hundr ed and thirty-one 6 per cent. 
bonds uneanceled; but two of these 6 per cent. bonds, paid by: 
the securities of the late Samuel Adams, on liabilities incurred 
by him, as state treasurer, remain uncanceled in the state 
treasury, and two taken up by, the receiver of the State Bank 
were in his possession uncanceled, on the 30th September, 1856. 
There were; therefore, twenty-five 5 per cent., and seven hun- 
dred and twenty-seven 6 per cent. bonds, unredeemed on the 
first day of October, 1856; making in all 752 bonds, amounting 
to $752,000, upon which the interest, unpaid by the paii on that 
day, amounted to $664,763 41. 

The secretary of the United States treasury holds in oe for 
the benefit of the Smithsonian’ Institute, thirty-eight, and the 
treasurer of the United States, in trust fos the benefit of the 
Chickasaw Indians, 90 of the unredeemed six per cent. bonds 
issued to and sold by the Bank of the State of Arkansas. "The 
secretary of the United States treasury.also holds in trust for 
the benefit of the Smithsonian Institute, 500 six per cent. bonds 
issued to and gold by the Real Estate Bank of the State of Ar- 
kansas. 

The act of Congress to appropriate the ctos of the sales 
of the public lands, approved 4th September, 1841, was modi- 
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fied, and the distribution of this fund to the several States sus- 
pended, by the tariff act of 30th August, 1842. But the sum of 
$5,012 16 had accrued to the State of Arkansas under the act 
of 4th September, 1841, before its modification, and under sec- 
tion four of the act, was retained at the United States treasury, 
and $4,658 15 of it applied towards the payment of interest on 
the 590 bonds issued to the Real Estate Bank; and the residue, 
$354.01, towards interest on the 128 bonds issued to the Bank of 
the State of Arkansas. 

The whold amount of the five per cent. of the net proceeds of 

. the sales of the public lands which accrued to the State of Ar- 
kansas, under the compact between the United States and this 
State, from the 1st day of January, 1841, to the 1st day of Jan- 
uary, 1855, was $60,424 96. Under the joint resolution of Con- 
. gress, approved 3d March, 1845, this money was retained at the 
United States treasury, and $54,484 16 of it applied towards 
the payment of interest on the 500 bonds of the State issued to 
“The Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas,” and the resi- . 
due, $5,940 80, towards the payment of interest on the 128 
bonds issued to ** The Bank of the State of Arkansas." There- 
fore, fróm the $664,763 41 interest, unpaid by the Bank of the 
State of Arkansas, on the 1st October, 1856, the sum of $6,294 
81, applied at the United States treasury, towards the payment 
of interest on bonds issued to this bank, should be deducted; and 
then the amount of interest which remained due and unpaid on 
the 752 bonds will be shown to be $658,468 60. "The 727 six 
per cent. bonds, amounting to $727,000, will not be due until 
the first day of January, 1868; and the 25 five per cent. bonds 
will not be due until the 1st day of January, 1887. , 

Then the principal, not due, was $752,000, and the interest, 
due and unpaid, $658,468 60, making together a debt of $1,410,- 
468 60,0n account of the Bank of the Stateof Arkansas, on the 
1st day of October, 1856. | 

The Bank of the State of Arkansas belongs wholly to the 
State, and there never were individual stockholders concerned 
in it. From the beginning to the present time, it has been con- 
trolled and managed by officers elected by the General Assem- 
bly of the State. | 

By the sale of State bonds, the capital of the bank was ob- 
tained. By the terms of the charter, the bank was bound to 
pay the interest on the bonds sold, and also to pay the bonds 
when due. To meet these liabilities, the assets of the bank 
were appropriated by law. No other fund was appropriated, 
for the State hád none; but the faith and credit of the State 
were pledged for the payment of the interest and the bonds 
when due. To this extent the honor of the State was confided 
to the keeping of the Bank of the State of Arkansas. The 
bank soon failed and tarnished the honor of the State, by leav- 
ing the interest due upon the bonds unpaid. In January, 1843, 
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the General Assembly passed an act to place the bank in liqui- 
dation. Since then, more than thirteen years have elapsed, 
and itis represented that the affairs of the bank are now so 
complicated that they cannot be understood, and the whole of 
the assets ascertained, without. much labor and a thorough in- 
vestigation. On the 31st August, 1854, John M. Ross, who had 
been financial receiver of the bank for several years, died; and 
seems to have left the business in great confusion, and the 
books of the bank without the necessary entries to show his 
official transactions. -For such information as the present 
receiver was able to give about the condition of the bank, and. 
embracing his own transactions, your attention is invited to his 
report. É 

Deeming it essential to the interest of the State that the af- 
fairs of the Bank pf the State of Arkansas should be thoroughly 
investigated, its true condition ascertained and reported, and 
all the assets that may be discovered, appliod towards the pay- 
ment of the debt brought upon the State by the bank, the ex- 
ecutive, a short time since, caused John H. Crease to commence 
the work of examination. 

By a communication from him, dated 21st October, 1856, to 
which your attention is called, it is believed you will be fully 
impressed with the public necessity of having the true condition 
of the bank ascertained, and the interests of the State connect- 
ed with it secured as far as possible. Until recently the execu- 
tive had supposed that two good accountants, well experienced 
in, and familiar with such business, could ascertain and report 
the true condition and the assets of the bank iri two or three 
weeks. So believing, the executive contemplated being able 
to lay before you such a report, at an early period after the 
commencement of this session of the General Assembly; for he 
expected to have had two accountants instead of one, engaged 
in the investigation. The policy of the executive is to have 
the true condition and means of the Bank of the State of Ar- 
kansas ascertained and reported, and the assets collected as 
far as possible, and every dollar faithfully applied towards pay- 
ing the debt of the bank. To accomplish this, the investigation 
of the bank is absolutely necessary; and he has directed that it 
be prosecuted until completed. | 

After ascertaining the true condition of the bank, it is recom- 
mended that all the assets be placed in charge of the state 
treasurer, and that he be vested with proper discretionary pow- 
ers for collecting the debts and settling the affairs of the bank, 
as early as practicable. This could be so arranged that the 
auditor would be a check upon the treasurer, as in other mo- 
nied transactions, and the land attorney and state collector 
might be required to attend to the collection of the debts, and 
all legal business necessary to protect the interests, and finally 
settle the affairs of the Bank of the State of Arkansas. 
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The State never owned any stock in * The Real Estate Bank ~ 
of the State of Arkansas.” One hundred and eighty individual 
stockholders mortgaged to the State 141,980 acres of land, val- 
ued by commissioners, under oath, at $2,603,932 32; and upon 
this indemnity 1,530 six per cent. bonds of the State were issued 
to, and sold by the bank, to obtain money to bank upon. The 
charter provided, “that both the capital and interest of said 
bonds shall be paid by said bank as the same shall become due 
and payable." 

It is stated that the bank paid the interest on the 1,530 bonds 
up to the first day of July, 1841, and that no interest has been 
paid by the bank since that time. Under “an act to authorize 
the stockholders of the Real Estate Bank of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to establish a branch in the western part of the State," 
approved February 24, 1838, one hundred individuals became ` 
stockholders, and mortgaged to the State of Arkansas 65,121 
acres of land, valued by commissioners, under oath, at $776,- 
840 06; and there were 500 more six per cent. bonds issued to 
“The Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas." This bank, 
in violation of law, hypothecated these 500 bonds to the “ North 
American Trust and Banking Company," of New York, on 
the 7th day of September, 1840, and obtained as a loan $121,- 
386 59. | 

« The North American Trust and Banking Company,” after- 
wards, in bad faith, passed off these 500 hypothecated bonds, 
amounting to five hundred thousand dollars, to Holford & Co., 
bankers of London. In this manner these bonds were placed 
beyond the control of the State. | 

It is evident that it was never intended that the people of the 
State should be taxed to pay any liabilities on acconnt of the 
Real Estate Bank; for the 280 stockholders mortgaged to the 
State of Arkansas two hundred and seven thousand, one hun- 
dred and one acres of land, valued by commissioners, under 
oath, at three millions, three hundred and eighty thousand, 
seven huridred and seventy-two dollars and thirty-eight cents, 
. as an indemnity to the State and the holders of the bonds for : 
the payment of the capital and interest of the bonds. In addi- 
tion, the act of incorporation, which was approved 26th Octo- 
ber, 1836, provided that the capital and profits arising from its 
use should remain with the bank and branches, “until the full 
and final payment of the bonds of the State, and all the rcspousi- . 
bilities of said Real Estate Bank are fully and finally paid off and 
discharged, when a dividend shall be made lo the stockholders of 
all the remaining funds, to each in proportion to his share of stock, 
to bc paid in such instalments as the funds of, and debts duc to the 
bank, will justify being made, from time to time, after the twenty- 
second year of this charter” The mortgaged lands, and the 
assets of the bank appropriated by law were, doubtless, in good 
faith, deemed amply sufficient to protect the State from any 
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loss. And it is now believed that if properly managed, the re- 
maining assets and the mortgaged lands will be more than suf- 
` ficient to pay every dollar of the debt on account of the Real 
Estate Dank. . 

On the first day of October, 1856, there were 1,160 six per 
cent. bonds which had been issued to and sold by this bank, re- 
maining unredeemed. These bonds will not be due until the 
26th day of October, 1861. The interest unpaid by the bank, on 
the first day of October, 1856, amounted to $987,930 00, but 
from this should be deducted $59,142 31, funds of the State, 
retained and applied at the United States treasury towards 
the payment of interest on the 560 bonds of the State, issued 
to, and sold by, the Real Estate Bank, and which are held by 
the secretary of the treasury, in trust, for the benefit of the 
Smithsonian Institute. After making this deduction, the inter- 
est remaining due and unpaid, on the Ist October, 1856; was 
$928,787 69; and when added to the amount of the 1,160 bonds, 
l which will not be due till the 26th October, 1861, will .show 
that the debt of the State for bonds sold by the Real Estate 
Bank, and interest due on them, was $2,088,787 69, on the Ist 
day of October, 1856. 

But the liabilities of the bank were $234,179 .60 greater, on 
account of the $121,336 59, borrowed upon the 500 hypothe- 
cated bonds, 7th September, 1840, and the interest cn the mo- 
ney, to the Ist of October, 1856. . "For thes 1,160 bonds and in- 
terest, and the borrowed money and interest, the Real Estate 
Bank owed $2,399,967 99, on the 1st day of October, 1856. 

By the report of the receiver in ‘chancery, you will see that 
he states the whole amount of the assets of the Real Estate 
Bank to be $1,488,665 13; but of the bills and notes due the 
bank, he classes as worthless, $420,876 59; and as doubtful, 
$99,630 23; and the balance of the assets, amounting to $968,- 
158 31, as good. By subtracting the amount of assets classed 

as good, from the $2,822,967 29, for which the bank was indebt- 
«ed on the Ist October, 1856, there will be left a debt amounting 
to $1,354,808 98. But to protect the State from loss; and se- 
cure the payment of any deficiency in the assets of the bank, 
the mortgaged lands are liable. There were 180 stockholders 
in the original bank and branches. ‘These stockholders mort- 
gaged 141,980 acres of land, valued by commissioners, under 
oath, at $2,603,039 32. Under the act to establish the western 
branch, 100 persons became stockholders in the Real Estate 
' Bank; and they mortgaged 65,121 acres of land, valued by com- 
missioners, under oath, at $776, 840 06; making i in all 207,101 
acres of land, valued at $3,380,772 38. 

The executive repeats what he stated in a former message: 
It is a mattér of such great interest to the State, that it is recom- 
mended that no legislation whatever be had, whereby these . 
mortgaged lands might, by any possibility, be released, or the 
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security to the State and bondholders ir in any manner Josse: 
ized. 

The existing policy has produced such beneficial and flatter- 
ing results, that, itis hoped, no efforts will be made to over- 
throw it, and thus defeat the ultimate extinguishment of every 
dollar of the debt, by its gradual but sure attainment of that 
object. 

By the progress in the chancery suit now pending, and in the 
collection of the debts due the bank, it is believed that, in two 
more years, sufficient data could be obtained to ascertain, very 
nearly, what will be the pro rata liability of the land of each 
. stockholder, in proportion to the amount of his stock in the bank. 
Such a policy, if pursued, would extend justice to every stock- 
holder; and he would then the more willingly and certainly use 
efforts to pay the encumbrance upon his lands, without waiting 
to be forced by a chancery suit. | 

Notwithstanding the apparently ample security to the State, 
it will require great eaution and strict attention, under a sound 
and just policy, to extinguish the debt by the proceeds of the 
mortgaged lands, forced into market, without unnecessarily .op- 
pressing the stockholders by sacrificing, for the benefit of spec- 
ulators, the mortgaged lands for less than the pro rata liability 
of the stockholders who mortgaged them. To protect the in- 
terests of the State, the bondholders and the stockholders, not a 
single mortgage should be foreclosed, whether the mortgaged 
land be held by individuals or the Real Estate Bank, until the 
State is prepared with a fund amply sufficient; and placed un- 
der the control of some discreet and prudent authority, to be 
used to prevent the lands, when sold,from being sacrificed; 
the stockholders from being robbed of the means of paying 
what the lands would more than satisfy; and to avoid the ne- 
cessity of a tax upon the people to pay a debt brought upon the 
State by rashly, and without common prudence, forcing the 
lands into market, and by their inevitable sacrifice, losing all 
the security which the State has, and leaving the debt unpaid. 
It is recommended that the present revenue law be permitted 
- to remain as it is, so that, in two years, the State may have a 
fund for the purpose indicated, and not suffer these valuable 
lands, when sold at public sale, to be sacrificed, and the State 
left in debt without any means, except from heavy taxation, to 
pay it. Without such provision, speculators will reap a rich 
harvest, the stockholders will suffer great loss, and the State 
will most certainly continue to bear the burden and stigma of 
a debt which will be left unpaid. 

It is recommended that a suitable law be enacted, making 
the state treasurer, by virtue of his office, a trustee, and requir- 
ing him, in his capacity as such trustee, to receive and safely 
hold in trust any of the bonds of this State, issued to and sold 
by the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas, which may, 
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from time to time, be so deposited with him, to protect any 
lands mortgaged for stock in said bank, whether by the depos- 
itor or any one else. The bonds when so deposited should con- 
tinue to draw interest as other unredeemed bonds, and the prin- 
cipal and interest of the bonds should remain secure from be- 
ing, withdrawn, or, in any manner, made liable for any other 
debt until the amount of the liability, of the mortgaged lands 
intended to be protected, shall have been finally ascertained; 
and then the bonds and interest, or so much as shall be found 
necessary to pay off the encumbrance upon the mortgaged 
. lands, should be applied by the treasurer to the payment of the 
debt; and any excess of such funds so deposited should then be 
refunded to the depositor. The treasurer, in his capacity as 
such trustee, should grant triplicate certificates of every such 
deposit, particularly designating the bonds by their numbers 
and otherwise, and stating the amount of the interest due on 
the bonds when deposited; designating the mortgaged lands in- 
tended to be protected by such deposit, by the proper numbers 
and areas, and showing by whom the lands had been mortgag- 
ed for stock in the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas, 
and at what value they were appraised when so mortgaged. 
One of the certificates so granted should be deposited with the 
auditor, another with the receiver in chancery of the Real Es- . 
tate Bank, and the third held by the depositor. 

The time for the presentation and allowance of claims against 
estates of deceased persons should be extended, by amending 
the present law, and making provisions adapted to the peculiar 
condition of the affairs of the Real Estate Bank; so that liabili- 
ties chargeable to estates of deceased persons, not ascertained, 
presented and allowed within two years from The date of the 
letters of administration, may not be barred and lost. Should 
this suggestion not be adopted, it is very evident that hundreds. 
of thousands of dollars will be wholly lost. 

At the suit of the State, the trustees under the deed of assign- 
ment of the assets of the Real Estate Bank, of the 2d of April, 
1842, were, by decree rendered by the chancery court, on the 
20th day of April, 1855, divested of the assets of the bank, and 
a receiver in chancery of the assets was appointed by the court. 
Before this was done, it appears that the trustees, in collecting 
debts due the bank, had purchased lands that remained encum- 
bered, and which had been valued and mortgaged for stock, at 
an aggregate sum of nine hundred and sixty-four thousand, seven 
hundred and fifty-seven dollars. Should these lands, when sold, 
not produce. more than the amount for which they were already 
liable for stock, when purchased by the trustees, the whole 
amount paid for them out of the assets of the bank by the trus- 
tees, will prove to be a total loss to the bank, and an additional 
liability thus thrown upon the other stockholders. With regard 
to the lands mortgaged for stock, the executive has already

recommended, that not one mortgage be foreclosed, whether 
the lands be held by individuals or by the Real Estate Bank, 
until the State is prepared with a sufficient fund to prevent the 
otherwise inevitable sacrifice of the lands when forced to sale. 
“Should the policy recommended be adopted, to authorize the 
deposit of bonds, with the state treasurer, to protect from sale 
lands mortgaged for stock, individuals desiri ing to acquire any 
such of these lands as are held by the bank, and to insure the 
payment of the amount for whish the lands are liable to the 
State and bondholders, might purchase the interest of the bank 
“in the lands and could then deposit bonds with the state trea- 
surer'to protect the lands from being sold, until the ultimate 
pro rata liability against their lands so acquired, could be as- 
certained and fully paid out of the principal and interest of the 
state bonds deposited with the state treasurer for that purpose. 
Then satisfaction of the stock mortgage could be entered and 
full title to the [lands acquired. The state bonds deposited 
with the treasurer would continue to draw interest, at the rate 
of six: per cent. per annum, for the benefit of the depositor, 
until the ascertainment of the ultimate liability of the lands; 
and after paying that, the state treasurer would then pay to 
the depositor any excess of his deposit which might remain. 
Under the act to aid in bringing to light the true condition of 
the Real Estate Bank, the accountants, William M. Gouge and 
Wm. R. Miller, have made a very able report relative to. the 
' affairs of the bank. This report embraces much valuable in- 
formation collected together by great labor and research. Be- 
7 sides the abstracts which will be printed with the report, and 
laid before you as early as the printers can perform the work, 
the accountants have prepared many other abstracts of ac- 
counts, but as these dre to be used in the chancery suit now 
pending, it has not been deemed proper to have them printed. 
The General Assembly, at the last session, passed an act en- 
titled “an act to establish a separate court of chhneery at the 
seat of government, so that the causes of the State, including 
that against the trustees and officers of the Real Estate Bank, 
and those of individuals, may be determined as early as prac- 
ticable," approved 15th J anuary,1855. ltisrecommended that 
a suitable law be enacted, vesting in the chancery court .estab- 
lished by this act at the seat of government, all necessary juris- 
diction and authority, after two years, to adjudicate and deter- 
mine all matters in chancery, connected with foreclosing the 
stock mortgages given by stockholders of the Real Estate Bank 
of the State of Arkansas upon such of the lands as may then 
be hell by that bank, under purchases made by the trustees who 
administered the affairs of the bank before the appointment of 
the receiver in chancery, and that all sales of such lands be 
made at the seat of government, and the funds arising from 
them be paid directly to the state treasurer, unless the lands 
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should bring more than the amounts.for which they were re- 
spectively mortgaged as indemnity to the State and holders of 
the bonds for the payment.of the bonds of the State and inter- 
est. 
When any of the lands Samed by the bank, subject to these 
stock mortgages, shall be sold for more-than the amount for 

which they were so mortgaged, the excess should be paid to the 
bank. 

The lands of this class now held by the bank, when mort- 
gaged to- secure the State and bond-holders against loss, were 
valued by commissioners, under oath, at the aggregate sum of 
nine hundred aud sixty-four thousand, seven hundred and fifty-seven 
dollars; and it'is considered that it would not be good poli 
force the sale of all of them at once, but that they ion be 
gradually, and in limited quantities, from time to time, a 
into market. “Otherwise, for the want of bidders, who would 
pay fair prices, most of the lands might be sold at great sacri- 
fice. i 

You will find in the report of the accountants, to which I 
have before referred, descriptions of all these lands by the pro- 
per numbers. The lands, by this publication, will be brought 
into notice, and persons, who may wish'tosecure valuable plan- 
tations, will find in the report'of the accountants, sufficient in- 
formation to enable them to examine the lands and prepare to 
purchase them when sold at public sale; or to buy them from 
` the bank at private sale, before the stock-mortgages are fore-' 
closed, subject to the liabilities under these mortgages, and de- 
posit state bonds with the state treasurer, to protect the lands 
from being sold at all, should this policy of depositing bonds be 
adopted by law. 

It is gratifying to know that. the State of Arkansas is rapidly 
increasing in population and wealth. The whole value of tax- 
able property in the State, for the. year 1852, was $42,900,080, 
as shown by table “J,” in the auditor's report of Ist October, 
1854.: The official returns from fifty counties for the year 1856, 
and like information from the remaining four counties, for the 
year 1855, (without allowing anything for the i increase in these 
four counties since the 25th March, 1855,) show that the taxable 
property in the whole State, for the year 1856, amounted in 
value to $70,758 045—demonstr ating that the taxable property 
of the State has increased, during the last four years, $27,857,- 
965. - 

. Although the State has succeeded in establishing add acting 
upon the sound and commendable policy of receiving for reve- 
nue, and paying out for expenditures nothing but the constitu- 
tional currency of gold and silver, she is still encumbered with 
a large part of the debt brought upon her by the bad manage- 
ment of the banks. But with prudence, skill and economy in 
protecting the interests, and in administering the affairs of the 
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State, aided by increasing population and wealth, we shall be 
fully able, by the time our'state bonds fall due, to pay every 
dollar of the debt, without oppressing the people by taxation. 

Although, by a constitutional amendment, the establishment 
of banks in this State is prohibited, and we have succeeded in 
driving out of our circulation depreciated paper, and have now 
a sound currency, composed principally of gold and silver, it is 
deemed necessary for the public good, that stringent laws, im- 
posing heavy penalties, should be enacted to effectively prevent 
any company or companies incorporated by this State, from is- 
suing théir paper of whatever kind, name, form or description, 
intended to be used and circulated instead of money. The Lit- 
tle Rock and Cincinnati Slate Company, incorporated by this 
State, for the purpose of quarrying slate, established in Little 
Rock, what they called: a bank, and undertook to supply a paper 
currency to our citizens. The executive of this'State had pro- 
ceedings instituted against the company, as an intimation that 
they were infringing our laws, and that the people of this State 
greatly preferred money coined at the United States mint, te 
such paper pretexts for money as the Little Rock and Cincinnati 
Slate Company could manufacture and attempt to get into cir- 
culation. But before the suit, in this State, against the compa- 
ny was decided, some of the chief managers of this bank were 
so unfortunate as to be arraigned before a court in Memphis, 
Tennessee, where they resided; and by the published testimony 
of witnesses, much valuable information for the public, was di- : 
vulged, by which the reputation and bright prospects of the bank 
were, at an early period in its career, wholly blasted. Although 
this bank. seems to have passed out of existence; yet, without 
more stringent laws than we now have, similar efforts might 
hereafter be made to establish such institutions in this State, 
and greatly prejudice the interests of our citizens by driving 
from the State the gold and silver circulation, and placing in its 
stead their paper issues, depreciated, if not worthless. 

Preparatory to complying with section nine, of article seven, 
. of the constitution of this State, it will devolve upon the Gene- 
ral Assembly, at this session, to make proper and suitable pro- 
vision, by law, for revising, digesting, arranging and promulgat- 
ing the laws, civil and criminal. Your attention is therefore 
respectfully invited to the subject. 

In order that the acts and journals may be published as soon 
as possible after the adjournmentof the General Assembly, it is 
recommended that a law be passed, at an early period, fixing 
the prices to be paid for public printing, and providing for the 
election of public printer to the General Assembly, to print the 
acts and journals, and such other matter as the General Assem- 
bly may order for their own use during the session. . 

The executive, in his message of the 7th November, 1854, ad- 
vised the General Assembly that a suit had been commenced, 
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by an attorney whom he had employed for the State, to secure 
the rights of the State in the south-east. quarter of section three, 
in township one north, in range twelve west, embracing a por- 
tion of the south-west part of the city of Little Rock. The at- 
torney, so employed for the State, had agreed with the execu- 
tive to receive such compensation, for his services in the case, 
as the General Assembly might allow him, and to resort to no | 
other mode of obtaining what he might think himself entitled to. 
The great value of the property induced the executive to have 
the suit brought for the State, and to recommend at the last ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, that provision be made for pay- 
ing, from time to time, suitable compensation to the attorney to 
enable him to give his strict attention to the suit during its pro- 
gress, and when determined, to receive fullpayment. The Gen- 
eral Assembly failed to make any provision whatever for-com- 
pensating the attorney, and he afterwards withdrew the bill 
which he had filed, and abandoned the case. Some months after 
this, the executive employed Thomas Johnson and Napoleon B. 
Burrow, attorneys at law, to bring and prosecute a suit to re- 
cover for the State the west-half of the south-east quarter of 
section three in township one north,in range twelve west, con- 
taining eighty acres; the east-half of this quarter section having 
been adjudged to a pre-emptor. They agreed with the execu- 
tive upon the same terms that the former attorney had under- 
taken the same business. They. prepared and filed a bill, and 
the suit is now pending in the chancery court, at the seat of 
government. Your attention is respectfully invited to the letter 
of Thomas Johnson, [hereto annexed,] advising the executive 
tffat, as he had been elected and qualified as attorney general, 
he would, in that capacity, instead of as.a special attorney for 
the State, hereafter assist Napoleon B. Burrow in the prosecu- 
tion of the suit. p 
' The claim of the State to this land originated more than 23 
years since, under an act of Congress granting to thelate terri- 
tory of Arkansas, 1,000 acres of land, contiguous to, and adjoin- 
ing the then town of Little Rock, to build a jail and court-house 
at Little Rock. It is recommended that provision be made for 
paying to Thomas Johnson, suitable compensation for his ser- 
vices rendered the State in the suit, before he qualified as attor- 
ney general; and also for compensating Napoleon B. Burrow in 
like manner up to the same period. 
. By the report of the swamp land commissioners, it appears 
that from the 2d April, 1855, to the 24th September, 1856, they - 
received 1,243,068 76-100 cubic yards of levee work, and grant- 
ed certificates for payment, to the auditor, amounting to $300,- 
358 89; and that they received 49,812 38-100 cubic yards of 
ditching, at twenty cents per cubic yard, and gave certificates 
upon the auditor, for payment out of the swamp land fund. 
Under the first swamp land law of this State, the swamp land 
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commissioners were authorized to issue swamp land scrip in 
payment for levee work and for other expenses. But that au- 
thority by a subsequent law; was taken from them and vested 
in the state treasurer, who' alone issues swamp land scrip; but 
only upon warrants of the auditor. The whole amount of 
swamp land serip ever issued by the-commissioners, as stated 
in the report of the commissioners, was £370,760. The whole 
amount of swamp land scrip ever issued by the state treasurer, 
before the first October, 1856, is shown by his report to be $1,- 
426,268 41, making, when added to that issued by the commis- 
sioners, $1, 797 ,026 41; of which, there had been redeemed, be- 
"fore the first day of October, 1856, one million, five hundred and 
seventy-nine thousand, seven hundred and eight dollars and 
twenty-two cents—showing that the whole amount of swamp 
land serip which remained “unredeemed on the first day of Oet., 
1856, was two hundred and seventeen thousand, three hundred 
and eighteen dollars and nineteen cents. Thissum is composed 
of three thousand, five hundred and sixty dollars, issued by the 
swamp land commissioners; and two hundred and thirteen 
thousand, seven hundred and fifty-eight dollars and nineteen 
cents issued by the state treasurer. 
There have been confirmed by the secretary of the interior, 
and certified by the commissioner of the general land office 
of the United States to this State, five millions, nine hundred 


and seventy thousand, seven hundred and seventy-one and 


twenty-nine one-hundredth acres of swamp and overflowed 
lands; and for two millions, two hundred and forty-six thousand, 
three hundred and eighty-five and forty-four one-hundredth acres 
of the lands so confirmed, the State has received patents from 
the United States. By statement marked “Q,” in the auditor's 
report, it appears that the whole amount of swamp and over- 
flowed lands disposed of by the State, before the Ist of October, 
1856, was two millions, nine hundred and ninety-eight thousand, 

seven hundred and eighty-two and twenty-three one-hundredth 
acres. To satisfy the amountof scrip that remained unredeemed. 
on the Ist October, 1856, would require four hundred and thirty- 
four thousand, six hundred and thirty-six and thirty-eight one- 
hundredth acres of swamp land of the second class, at the es- 
tablished price of fifty cents an acre. The number of acres thus 
appropriated, added to the number of acres sold, would make 
three millions, four hundred and thirty-three thousand, four hun- 
dred and eighteen and sixty-one one-hundredth acres of sold and 
appr 'opitated swamp lands; which deducted from the five millions, 

nine hundred andseventy thousand, s seven hundred and seventy- 
one and twenty-nine one-hu ndredth acres confirmed to the State ; 
will leave two millions, five hundred and thirty-seven thousand, 

three hundred and fifty-two and sixty-eight one-hundredth acres 
of lands more than neeessary to satisfy all the unredeemed 
swamp land serip issued before the 1st Oct., 1856. The swamp 
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land commissioners state, in their report, that there have been 
gelected, asswamp and overflowed lands, nine millions, five hun- . 
dred and fourteen thousand, six hundred and eighteen and six- . 
ty-three one-hundredth acres. By subtracting the nu:nber of | 
acres confirmed to the State from the nümber selected, there would 
remain three millions, five hundred and forty three thousand, 
eight hundred and forty-seven and thirty-four one-nundr edth 
acres, selected, but not yet confirmed to the State. This num- 
ber, added to the two millions, five hundred and thirty-seven 
thousand, three hundred and fifty-two and sixty-eight one-hun- 
dredth acres of the confirmed lands not disposed of, or requisite 
to satisfy unredeemed scrip, would indicate that six millions, 
eighty-one thousand, two hundred and two one-hundredth acres 
of swamp and overflowed lands yet remained to the State. But 
the executive considers that it would not be safe to estimate 
that the State will obtain in all, under the grant, over eizht mil- 
lions, five hundred thousand acres, if quite so much. If we sub- 
tract from this estimated amount the three millions, four hundred 
and thirty-three thousand, four hundred and eighteen and sixty- 
one one-hundredth acres already sold, or necessary to saiisfy all 
the unredeemed swamp land serip, the balance of the grant re- 
maining to the State, unexhausted, will be shown to be five mil- 
lions, sixty-six thousand, five hundred and eighty-one and thir- 
ty-nine one-hundredth acres. 

The swamp and overflowed lands were granted by the Uni- 
ted States to this State, for the wise and noble purposes of levee- 
ing our rivers, draining our swamps and reclaiming and ren- 
dering these lands fit for cultivation and habitation. There is 
yet much to be done to accomplish in good faith these desirable 
objects. "This great work should be pressed forward as speedily 
as possible to completion. While seeking to guard and protect 
this magnificent grant of lands from being squandered and lost, 
we should never for get our obligations to accomplish with it all 
“that the act of Congress contemplated. 

To aid in the construction of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, 
Congress, by an aet approved February 9th, 1853, granted to ` 
the State alternate sections of the public lands. But the grant 
is conditional, and can only be rendered absolute by the con- 
struction of the road within ten years from the 9th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1853, the date of the approval of the act of Congress. 
After the expiration of this period, allof the conditionally grant- 
ed lands, which may not have been secured in accordance with 
the terms of the act, will revert to the United States. It is 
therefore evident, if the State should.fail to make the lands 
available so as to secure the construction of the road, that not 
only will the lands be lost, but a great public work defeated, 
and our citizens deprived of tlie facilities which it would afford, 


and the wealth and prosperity which it would create and pro- 
mote. 
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Your attention is respectfully invited to the communication 

of the president of the Cairo and Fulton railroad company. 
The act passed at the last session of the General Assembly. to 
aid in the constrnction of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, from 
the northern boundary of this State to the Texas line near Ful- 
ton, in Arkansas, was not accepted by the company. . For, in- 
stead of granting the lands appropriated by Congress, to aid in 
the construction of the road, the act, if accepted by the company, 
would have prohibited the sale of any of the landstoraise funds 
to aid in building the road. That the granted lands may be ren- 
dered available to construct the road as soon as possible, it is | 
recommended that an act be passed, at an early period, trans- 
ferring them to “the Cairo and Fulton railroad company,” 
without any restrictions, except such as are provided by the act 
of Congress making the grant, and such as will protect actual 
settlers who may have purchased from authorities of the State, 
lands sold as swamp and overflowed lands, but which may be 
ascertained to belong to the grant made to aid in building the 
railroad. 
. The General Assembly, at its last session, granted to the 
Memphis and Little Rock railroad company, the lands appro- 
priated by Congress to aid in building the eastern branch of the 
Cairo and Fulton railroad; and granted the lands intended for 
the western branch, to the company of the Little Rock and Fort 
Smith branch of the Cairo and Fulton railroad. The executive 
regrets that he has received no report orintelligence from either 
of these companies relative to their progress towards construct- 
. ing these important works. ` 

Without any aid from the State or federal governments, en- 
ergetic and enterprising citizens have undertaken to construet 
the “ Mississippi, Ouachita and Red river railroad," and the 
Little Rock and Napoleon railroad. For information relative 
to what has been done towards the construction of these impor- 
tant roads you are respectfully referred to the reports of the 
presidents of the companies engaged in building them. When 
practical business men devote their time, labor and money, to 
establish great works of internal improvement like these, they 
evince a patriotic publie spirit which entitles them to encourage- 
ment in their laudable undertakings. 

It is believed that a geological survey ofthe State, if proper- 
ly made by an experienced and scientific geologist of high 
character and known ability, would tend greatly to develop 
many of the resources of the State, and prove highly beneficial. 
It is therefore recommended that provision be made by law, for 
commencing and prosecuting to completion, a geological survey 
of the State; and that compensation sufliciently liberal be al- 
lowed and appropriated to secure the services of a geologist of 
the very first ability and character. * 

The executive has no official information on the subject of 
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our common schools, by which he can form any idea whether 
the existing laws insure the faithful application of the common 
school funds, in the several counties, to the purpose for which 
they are intended or not. But the subject is one of such deep 
interest that your attention is invited to it. From your own 
observation and information you may determine whether or not, 
additional legislation on the subject is necessary. The execu- 
tive is anxious that the opportunities and advantages of educa- 
tion should be disseminated into all parts of the State; and to 
effect this object our school funds must be guarded with vigi- 
Iance, and sacredly applied to the cause of education. These ' 
funds are annually increasing, and, if taken care of, will, in a 
few years, it is hoped, be sufficiently large to induce our citi- 
zens to be willing to: ‘augment them, so that we may have a 
system of free schools. It is highly desirable that colleges'and 
universities of learning should be encouraged, and education 
promoted as far as possible. 

In compliance with * An act in relation to the publie arms," 
approved 16th January, 1855, and with the forty-sixth provision 
of the appropriation act of 20th J anuary, 1855, the- Governor 
had removed from Tulip, Dallas county,.such of the public ord- 
nance, arms, and equipments as remained there, and caused 
them to be deposited at the United States Arsenal, at Little 
Rock, for safe keeping. He has also had them cleaned and 
placed i in proper order. 

It is recommended. that such additional legislation be had as 
may be necessary to organize the militia of the State, and to 
cause them to be periodically trained. . 

During the recess of the General Assembly, David Walker 
resigned the office of Judge of the Supreme Court, and to fill the 
vacancy, the executive appointed Thomas B. Hanly. It will 
devolve upon the General Assembly, at this session, to elect a 
judge of the supreme court. 

We have abundant cause ot be thankful to the Great and 
Omnipotent Governor of the Universe, that he has preserved to 
us our civil liberty and religious freedom, blessed our State with 
increasing prosperity, caused the earth to yield an abundance 
for our sustenance, support and comfort, and good health gen- 
erally to prevail. 

Fully confiding in your wisdom, integrity, firmness and patri- 
otism, I can but anticipate that the results of your session will 
conduce to the welfare of our constituents and the prosperity of 
the State.

Sir: In view of the fact that the legislature will soon be in 
session, and also of the further fact that my connection with the 
“case of the State against Beebe, Ashley's heirs and others, under 
your special appointment, will terminate in a few days, I have 
thought it might be proper to communicate the progress of the 
suit, in order that you may be enabled to submit such sugges- 
tions in your message to that body as may be deemed requisite 
to put them in possession of the facts upon which to base their 
action in making an appropriation to compensate us for our 
services in that behalf. Col. N. B. Burrow and myself, as you 
will recollect, were appointed by your excellency special solic- 
, itors, to institute a suit in m chancery court of Pulaski county 
for the recovery of the W. 4 of the S. E. 1 of section 3, in T. 1, 
N. of 12 W., and with the express understanding that we were 
to receive for our services such compensation as the legislature 


of the State should, from time to time, appropriate for that pur- . 


pose. After much labor and extensive research we prepared 
and filed the bill, to which several of the defendants interposed 
their demurrers, and all of which upon full consideration were 
overruled by the chancellor, and they required to answer on or 
at the next term of said chancery court.

To his Excellency, Exras N. Conway— 

Sir: In pursuance of your direction, I have been engaged in 
the duty assigned—to examine the books of the State Bank and 
its branches, with a view to their final adjustment, and for the 
more immediate purpose of exhibiting to the legislature (at the 
session to commence on the 3d proximo) a statement of the as- 
sets yet remaining to be collected from the effects of that insti- 
tution, which were assigned into the hands of receivers appoint- 
ed by the General Assembly in January, 1843, under the act 
placing said bank in liquidation. 

From the very full and apparently satisfactory exhibit made

by the receiver, Mr. Ross, at the session of 1850, I had flattered 
myself that the books of the institution were in perfect conform- 
ity to that exhibit, and rotwithstanding his report of 1852 gave 
but few details to the legislature, I should nevertheless find the 
entries in his general and individual accounits so clear upon the 
books as to trace and exhibit his subsequent transactions with- 
out much difficulty. 

it becomes my duty, however, to report that besides the bill 
and note account being unsettled, and some of the entries very 
imperfect, he has long since closed and abandoned the keeping 
of a separate account for “specie and for bonds"— and also dis- - 
continued the “state bond account” and the “bank note account” 
—throwing the whole into a general * omniüm gatherum,” call- 
ed cash account. 

This so-styled “ cash account” was balancedin the ledger on 
the Ist October, 1852, to conform to his report of that date, 
with the sum of $385,899 75, but the books do not show—and 
so far as I am yet able to ascertain—there is no detail exhibit of 
the so-styled cash account, to sustain the showing of what kind 
of funds the said balance did, or ought to have consisted. 

“Again, upon the transfer of the books and effects of the 
branches at Arkansas, Batesville and Fayetteville, made to Mr. 
Ross under act of the, legislature, there were no entries (other 
than actual cash received) made upon the books of the princi- 
‘pal bank at Little Rock, of the assets so transferred, neither 
were the payments subsequently made by individual debtors post- 
ed to credit of their several accounts upon the books-ef the branch 
whéreon they were shown to be debtors, or to any account cre- 
ated for them on the books of the principal bank. 

it appears that the notes and other evidences of debt due by 
said individuals, were left or placed in hands of attorneys ap- 
pointed for the several, branches—that said attorneys occasion- 
ally rendered to Mr. Ross a perorr of the collections made by 

them, and I presume (for I have not yet seen one of these re- 
ports) gave date, and name of the debtor from whom such col- 
lections were mado; whereupon Mr. Ross debited the attorney for 
the amount so reported as collected by him, but nothing what- | 
ever has credit for the same. And when payments were made 
to receiver Ross on account of such collections, à credit was 
posted to account of attorney, and also to “assets of the bank 
for which he was acting," but no credit whatever is given to 
tho individval debtor who paid the attorney, and hence you will 
perceive that the exidence of such payment is to be derived 
solely from the attorney's report of collections, which is said to 
be on file, bat is not on Qu 

There are divers other discrepancies of entry, gi difficulties 
to surmount, which I am not at present pr epared to detail to 
your excellency; and when I add that there is not an entry of 
the transactions of Mr. Ross or of his successors in office, posted 
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in the books of the bank since October, 1853, I think you will 
admit the impossibility of exhibiting, at the approaching ses- 
sion of the legislature, any reliable statement of the assets of 
“the State Bank, yet remaining uncollected and available, and 
that the duties assigned by you will, of necessity, be a work of 
time. 

I am at present engaged in making entry, and carrying tothe 
proper accounts in ledger of the bank the result of all the tran- 
sactions made by the receivers since October, 1853—the record 
of which has been made, and continued on a memo. record book 
that Mr. Ross considered private property, but which the execu- 

‘| trix has given up, in order to have her husband's account fairly 

‘stated and closed, and except which book there is no other re- 
cord of the bank transactions since the period before mentioned. 

I have deemed this work to be indispensable, under every 
view of the subject, and shall continue therein until the sameis 
completed, or that your excellency should see proper to give me 
other direction. |

The question then recurred on the adoption of the amend- 
ment to the amendment; which did not prevail. 

The question then recurred upon the adoption of the amend- . 
ment proposed by Mr. Williams of Pulaski; and a division was 
called for, and upon a count 31 voted in the affirmative, and 
20-in the negative. 

So the amendment was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Gibson, the bill as amended, was then re- 
ferred to the standing committee on the judiciary, « with instruc- 
tions to examine into the propriety and constitutionality of 
passing a general law, vesting the power in the county courts 
of this State, of authorizing all persons who are blind, or other- 
wis disabled, to sell goods, wares or merchandise under free 
license; and to report by bill or otherwise.’ 

House bill No. 45, to be entitled “an act to call in the scrip 
of Polk county," was taken up and read the second time. 

Mr. Pettigrew moved a suspension of the rules; and that the 
bill be read | the third time; and there-being no objeetion made, 
the rules were suspended, and the bill was read the third time. 

Mr. Speaker stated the question to be on the final paspse 
of the bill. 

Considerable discussion ensued, participated in by several mem- 
bers, on the constitutionality of the provisons of the bill, when Mr. 
James offered-the followiug amendment, by way of rider, to-wit: 

To refer the bill to the committee on the judiciary, with in- 
structions to inquire into the expediency of repealing existing 
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laws on the subject, if found defective; and report a bill forthe 
enactment of a-general law, providing for the calling in and 
cancellation of county scrip by the several counties in this 
State respectively, whenever the county court may deem it ne- 
cessary to do so, without impairing the obligation of contracts." 

Upon which amendment the vote was taken, and a division 
called for; and on a count 44 voted in the affirmative, and 5 in 
the negative. 

So the amendment was adopted, and the bill with the instruc- 
tions referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

On motion of Mr. Bobo, the House then adjourned until 
Monday morning at 9 o'clock.

The House committee on internal improvements, hav- 
ing in charge, by special reference, the subject of transferring 
to the Cairo and Fulton railroad company, the lands donated 
by Congress to aid in the construction of its line of railroad, beg 
o report— 

That they find in existence for,the prosecution of this work, 
a corporation, composed of citizens of Arkansas, of practicable 
ability, enjoying the public confidence in a high degree. 

That they find a practicable railroad route surveyed through 
the most desirable agricultural region of the State, feasible in 
all respects, and imperatively demanded, not only by the wants 
of the State, but by the entire country, connecting, as it will, 
the Atlantic and Pacific States, by conjunction with works 
already operating, or in process of construction, reaching from 
our extreme limit on either hand to either ocean. 

That they find at the disposal of the General Assembly, a 


donation of lands by the general government, sufficient in value, 


in connection with other available resources, to insure success 
to their enterprise. 

That they find in the legislative history of Arkansas, the re- 
cord of an attempt to apply those lands to the accomplishment 
of the trust implied in the grant, embodied in an act of the last 
General Assembly, proposing a transfer to the company refer- 
red to upon @ertain conditions. 

That they find, with profound eect a refusal upon the 
part of the proper authorities of that company to accept the 
transfer, by reason of impossible requirements, and fatal disa- 
bilities imposed in that law. 

That they find public sentiment acting strongly on this sub- 


ject, and demanding in unmistakable language, that the terms 


of that trust be fulfilled by the General Assembly, which senti- 
ment has found fit expression in the message of the executive, 
recently read in the hearing of this body, and to which the com- 
mittee again refer. 

That they find Texas pushing her line of railroad up to our 
southern border, demanding connection with us, and seeking 
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transit across our State, to meet the long and grand lines of: 
communication which Illinois and Missouri are bringing down 
to our northern confines. . l 

That they find other States, ànd even infant territories, all 
around us,-taking quick advantage of the liberality of Congress, 
and the advances of capitalists, and threading their almost wild 
regions of forest and prairie with railroad and telegraph lines, 
while the State of Arkansas has not at this day, a rod of either. 

That they find grants of land elsewhere similar to ours, turn- 
ed to immediate account, as security, for large loans, to be ex- 
pended in works of. public utility, while the grant of lands to 
Arkansas is made the source of strife and the subject of injudi- 
cious legislation, until we are almost ready to restore them to 
the general government from inability to agree among our 
selves how to dispose of them. | 

That they find from all experience, wherever attempted, that 
States cannot carry on with economy or success, great improve- 
ments, involving professional skill, honest perseverance, and 
the disbursements of large sums of money; but must of neces- - 
sity rely upon associations of men, clothed with proper corpo- 
rate powers. | 7 

That they deem the Cairo and Fulton railroad-company the < 
proper depository of the lands in question, for reasons before 
given, and because the lands pertain to its located line and to 
no other. 

Your committee, rejecting the act of the 12th of January, 
1855, as entirely inadequate to any good result, and by its 
terms destructive of all hope, all confidence, all possibility, with 
regard to the use of those lands according to its provisions, now 
recommend to the General Assembly to transfer to that com- 
» pany, in the shortest time and most simple way, the lands thus 
bestowed, with no restriction on the part of the State, except 
such as Congress has wisely provided, with no condition, ex- 
cept sufficient to: secure good faith, and no reservation, except 
for the securing the rights of way settlers on the lands which 
are obvious and equitable. o 

Your committee submit that these lands were given to be used 
“in aid of the construction" of this road. To sell them now 
would be to waste them. To forbid their sale for a quarter of 
a century, as unfortunately provided in that nugatory act which - 
has been referred to, would place them beyond the reach of 
practicable application to their legitimate use, be an abuse of 
the gift of Congress in a double sense, a clog upon the growth 
of Arkansas, a blot upon her fame, and an imputation upon 
the wisdom of her statesmen. 

The committee would warn the House that to make these 
lands available to the company, as a basis of credit, they must 
pass from the hands of the State without a cloud upon them, or 
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a reservation that can carry with it à doubt. Without the use 
of the lands as security, collateral to mortgage bonds of the 
company, money cannot be had and the work fails. As well 
may.the General Assembly refuse to grant them at all. 

Without an effort now wisely directed, this great improve- 
ment goes no farther. Others, instead of rising upon its ruin 
will share its fate. For a State that thus thrusts away the cup - 
of her prosperity, must sink in the scale, and the leprosy that 
wastes her will infect every enterprize that bears her name.. 

In obedience to an earnest and just publie sentiment, as well 
as the resolution of the House, demanding early attention at 
the hands of the committee, a bill for the purpose indicated, is 
herewith respectfully submitted.

Wuerras, The swamp and overflowed lands donated to this 
State by act of Congress, approved 28th September, 1850, have 
been mismanaged and squandered to a very considerable ex- 
tent; which mismanagement and squandering of said donation, 
has been brought about, and is attributable, in a very great de- 
gree, to past unwise legislation, and, to some extent, to the un- 
faithfulness and incapacity of some of the officers who have 
had the immediate charge of the same. And, 

Wuereas, By such unwise legislation, and improper carrying 
out of the same, a few of the counties of this State have been 
benefited to the great detriment and injury of other counties 
“of this State, and to the State at large. . And, 

Wuereas, It is a well known fact, that all, or very nearly all, 
of the work for the reclamation of the swamp and overflowed 
lands, has been done on the Mississippi and Arkansas rivers, 
amounting to a very large sum of money, which large sum has 
been brought about, in part, by over estimates of work, and, 
other frauds practiced upon the State. And, 

Wuerrzas, The large amount thus awarded has been paid in 
swamp land scrip; a very considerable portion of which scrip 
has been thrown upon the market, and bought up by specula- 
tors, at a discount, and laid upon the most valuable swamp and 
overflowed lands of varicus counties in this State, not at all 
benefited by the improvements for which said scrip was issued, 
and within which counties not a lick of work has been done to- 
wards the reclamation of improvement of the swamp and over- 
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‘flowed lands within their limits, and in all probability, never 
will be under the present system. And, 

Wuereas, The grant, instead of proving a blessing to the 
State at large, as was doubtless intended, it has, in consequence 
of the unwise, (and I might say unjust) policy pursued, proved 
rather a curse; and instead of proving a source of revenue to 
the State, will, in all próbability, under the present system of 
management, prove a drain upon the treasury; and furthermore, 
it occupies a considerable portion of the time of each and every 
legislature, at great cost to the State, and delay of other impor- 
tant business. For all of these, and many other just and valid 
considerations, it is deemed proper to adopt a different system 
of management for the remaining swamp and over flowed 
lands belonging to the State. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, "That the committee on swamp and overflowed 
lands be instructed to: inquire into the practicability and expe- 
diency of giving the swamp and overilowed lands remaining 
to the State, to the counties, respectively, in which the same 
lie, and placing the same under the control of the county courta 
and clerks thereof, with suitable laws for the regulation, man- 
agement and sale of thesame, having in view, at all times, our 
faith to the general government, aríd the rights of scrip holders 
and others; and that said committee report by bill or otherwise 
at their earliest convenience.

and vested in the Cairo and Fulton railroad company, together 
with all the right, privileges and immunities, the said State of 
Arkansas has, or may- have, in and- to the lands granted, by 
virtue of said act of Congress; and to which said State may 
hereafter be entitled, under the provisions’ of any act of Con- 
gress which may hereafter ‘be passed, extending the time in 
which said railroad shall be built. 

Sec. 2. It is hereby declared, that by this act that said Cairo 
and Fulton Railroad Company is substituted to all intents and 
purposes, in lieu of said State of Arkansas, in respect to said 
erant of land, for the construction of said main. trunk line of 
railroad from Cairo to the Texas boundary: 

Sec. 8. That said Cairo and Fulton Railroad Company shall,- 
before receiving any of the privileges or benefits designed to be 
conferred by this act upon said company, give written hotice 
under the seal of the company to the Governor of this State, of 
the acceptance and ratification by said company, of the terms, 
conditions and provisions of this act, as a contract binding 
equally upon said company as upon said State of Arkansas; 
and shall enter into bond with security, to be approved by the 
Governor, in the sum of $500,000; conditioned for the faithful 
execution of the trust hereby created, and-for the speedy com- 
pletion of said railroad; and that said company will, prior to the 
first day of November, A. D. 1858, build and equip, and have in 
running condition, not less than 10 consecutive miles of said 
railroad, or have in lieu of said 10 miles, 20 miles of said road 
graded, embanked and ready for the cross ties. 

Sec. 4. If said railroad company shall fail to execute the 
work specified in the preceding section, within the time therein 
specified, it may be deemed and declared to be a forfeiture by. 
said company of all the rights and privileges granted, or intend- 
ed to be assigned and tr ansfer red by the State of Arkansas to 
said company.by this act, by the next General-Assembly, upon 
satisfactory evidence; and the acceptance of the provisions of 
this act by said railroad company, shall be deemed and taken 
as a waiver of all judicial proceedings üpon the subject of such 
forfeiture. 


Sec. 5. It is hereby declared to be a part of the stipulations 
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of the parties hereto, that all the rights, privileges and immunities 
which could rightfully and lawfully be extended by said State of 
Arkansas, to any and all actual settlers upon any of the lands, 
embraced within the limits of said grant, under and by virtue 
of the provisions of the act of Congress making said grant, shall 
be guaranteed to such person or person, as, may have become 
bona fide, actual residents upon any of said lands prior to the 
day of January, 1855; and said company shall, in all cases, 
respect the private claims, interest and rights. of all citizens re- 
siding within the limits of said grant."

Your 
committee believes that the above clause includes all free men, 
and that the framers of the constitution intended to embrace all 
free men of whatever color. 

9d. Your committee cannot consent to a policy which would 
expatriate, banish, imprison, and enslove any human being, 
without any cause whatever, as the bill under consideration 
does. Your committee is of the opinion that the legislature 
possesses no power under the constitution, to deprive any hu- 
man being of his life, liberty, or property, unless he forfeits his 
rights by committing crime. 

3d. Your committee believe that suitable laws can be made 
concerning free negroes, whereby the wicked, mischievous, and 
troublesome may be made to suffer punishment, and the indus-

Said bill differs from existing laws on the subject of dower, 
only in this: That the title to property, which, by existing laws 
is, upon the death of the husband, vested in the widow, as trus- 
tee for life, is, by said. bill, sought to be vested in her in abso- 
lute fee simple. This would do the widow very little good, as 
it does not affect the amount of her dower, or the value there- 
of, but only tends to perfect her title to the same; and we sub- 
mit if it might not often work great hardships, by vesting the 
same in the. brothers or sisters, nephews or neices of a widow 
lady, when ie equity and good conscience, the same ought to 
descend to the sons and daughters of her deceased husband. 
We also deem the frequent changes in the laws to which “we 
are inured, as un wise and impolitic, as tending to disseminate 
ignorance rather than intelligence, thereby confounding the 
minds of the masses, as to what the law really is, and render- 
ing a compliance therewith ten fold more difficult. And we are 
of opinion, that no innovation ought to be made in our laws, un- 
less the end to' be attained is a desideratum of some moment. 
We consider, also, that existing law makes provision for the 
widow amply sufficient and untrasímeled if we would protect her 
best interest. Vest in her absolutely, the title to the property 
of whieh she is endowed, thereby putting itin her power to 
convcy the samé in fee simple, and designing brothers and fond- 
ling mothers-in-law, will soon own all the dowers in the State.

To the honorable, the Senate nnd House of Representatives of the 
United States, in Congaess assembled. 

Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Ar- 

kansas; would respectfully represent to your honorable body, 

that the establishment of a branch of the United States” court 
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at Paraclifta, in Sevier county, in the State of Arkansas, having 
jurisdiction over the following distriets of country, to-wit: The 
counties of Polk, Pike and Sevier, in the State of Arkansas, 
and the districts of A-puch-shee-nubbee, and Push-ma-ta-ha, in 
the Choctaw Nation of Indians, would be of great convenience 
to the people living in the same, and a considerable saving to 
the United States. y 

That the above districts include the valley of Red river, are 
subject to the jurisdiction of the United States’ court at Van 
Buren, and are divided from the rest of the country; subject to 
the jurisdiction of that court, by a range of mountains dividing 
the waters of Arkansas from Red river. i 

“That persons residing in said districts in 'attending court at 
Van Buren, have to tr avel a distance of 159 and 250 miles over 
a mountainous road in the month of May and Novembér—the 
most valuable months to farmers—and are paid in scrip which: 
they are frequently obliged to sell at a discount, to raise money 
to pay their expenses. 

That Paraclifta is situated near the Indian country included 
in the above districts of A-puch-shee-nubbee, and Push-na-ta- 
ha, shortening the travel considerably, and thereby making a, 
great saving to the United States. 

That the repugnance of the people is such to attending court 
at Van Buren, as witnesses, that’ prosecutions are sometimes 
compelled to be abandoned, for want of the witnesses on the 
part of the United States, after having put the United States to 
great expense—crime permitted to go unpunished—and it fre- 
quently happens that innocence is dragged to this court'to grat- 
ify private malace, the informer well knowing that an acquittal 
is ruinous to a person in common ‘circumstances, and a heavy 
charge upon the wealthy; therefore, 

Resolved, That our Senators in Céngr ess be instructed, and 
our Representatives be requested to procure, if practicable, the 
passage of a law by Congress, establishing a branch of the 
United States’ court at Paraclifta, in Sevier county, Arkansas, 
with jurisdiction over the country above mentioned; and that 
_the Governor of this State be requested to forward to them a 

copy of this memorial and resolution.

Wuerzas, The general government of the United States has 
made liberal grants of lands, to aid in the construction of a rail- 
road from the northern boundary of the State of Arkansas, via. 
Little Rock, to the Texas boundary, at or near Fulton, in Ar- 
kansas, and for branches of said road, from Little Rock to the 
Mississippi river, and from Little Rock to Fort Smith, in Arkan- 
sas, thus traversing the State from north to south, and from east 
to west, with projected lines of railway, whereby, should they

be constructed, and of which there is now no doubt—these por- 
tions of the State lying along, and bordering upon said railwa 
lines, will be greatly benefited, not only in the enhancement of 
private and public landed property, but also in increased facil- 
ities for transportation—import and export—and affording re- 
liable inducements for a speedy and dense population, by im- 
_ migration, and a consequent rapid development of the agricul- 
tural, mechanical and manufacturing resources of the country 
traversed by said roads, and upon which the well being, social, 
moral and religious of the inhabitants, advancement in which 
respects mainly depends upon the contemplated artificial aids, 
to be thus thrown around them, is well predicated. And, 

Wuereas, Itis held to be sound and reliable doctrine in the 
moral and political economy of the general government, that its 
fostering care should be extended to all sections of the country 
alike, and its sole aim to be to protect the interests, and pro- 
mote the welfare, and conduce to the prosperity of all, without 
respect to age, population or geographical distinctions of terri- 
tory. And, 

Whereas, The entire south-wéstern counties of Sevier, Polk, 
Scott, Montgomery and Pike, and portions of Hempstead, Clark, 
Saline and Hot Spring, are so geographically situated as to be, 
in a great measure, deprived of any of the benefits to be derived 
from the construction of said projected lines of railway; and are 
moreover entirely devoid of navigable streams as mediums of 
transportation and trade. And, 

Wuereas, We are satisfied that these counties are possessed 
of largely undeveloped resources in mechanical, agricultural 
and manufacturing interests, and susceptible of a high degree 
of improvement in these respects, and of receiving.and main- 
taining a much denser population than they now contain. And, 
.. Wuznzas, We have learned, with pleasure, of the enterprise 

of private citizens, unaided by the general government, projeet- 
ing and actually putting in way of successful completion, rail- 
ways from Gaine's Landing, on the Mississippi river, to Cam- 
den, on the Ouachita river, and thence to be extended to Red 
river; and from Napoleon to Pine Bluff, to be thence extended 
to Little Rock, whereby the south-eastern portion of the State 
will be put into possession of all the advantages derivable from 
such works of internal improvement. Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, 
That our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Repre- 
sentatives be requested to employ their best efforts to porcure 
the passage of a law, by the Congress of the United States, 
granting a donation in land, by alternate sections or otherwise 
to aid in the construction of a railroad from Camden, on the 
Ouachita river, thence up the valley of the Little Missouri river, 
to its longest and most northern source, and thence to Fort 
Smith, passing through the counties of Ouachita, Hempstead, 
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Pike, Polk, Scott, and Sebastian; and that our said Senators and 
Representatives be requested to urge upon Congress the pro- 
priety of continuing said line of railway on through the Indian 
nation into Texas, and there form a connection with the El Pas- 
so and Pacific railroad, or other projected railway to the Pacific. 

Which was read the first time. o 

Mr. Turner presented the following joint resolution: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas,

of the Union, and voted for Buchanan and Breckenridge; and 
tothe gallant *old line whigs" of the south who added their 
votes to the democratic strength, and aided in the election of 
the democratic nominees, the gratitude of patriots everywhere 
is due, and the thanks of the people of Arkansas are hereby 
tendered. 

Be it further resolved, That the people of the State of Arkan- . 
sas, and of our sister States of the south gre especially indebted 
to the supporters of the national democratic nominees in the 
States of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Illinois and Indiana, by

In consideration of the subject, from the native of which, it 
may be justly inferred, but few persons in or out of this body 
have investigated it, your committee beg leave to submit some 
of the reasons, upon which their report is predicated. _ 

The land, which the national legislature is requested to do- 
nate, is that on which the garrison of Fort Smith is situated, 
lying contiguous to and adjoing the congressional township, to 
whose citizens it is proposed the denation shall be made, for the 
all important purpose of education. It is extremely eligible as

a site for a college; situated in a remarkable healthy locality, 
removed entirely from the region of the epidemies that annu- 
ally scourge the lower portion of the Mississippi valley, and ac- 
cessible to a large portion of the most densely inhabited part of 
the State, which is but poorly provided with the higher order of 
institutions of learning, not to speak of that vast scope of coun- 
try, sufficient for an empire, lying to the north and west of it, 
which must, in the onward march of Anglo-Saxon emigration ere 
long, contain an immense population to be educated. Itis second 
to no institution now occupying the attention of the friends of 
education west of the Mississippi river. 


Another consideration which impels your committee to re- 
commend the adoption of the resolution, arises from the fact, 
that the causes that led to the establishment of the garrison 
have passed away. The purpose of its establishment was no 
doubt wise. There were located on the western border of our 
State many powerful tribes of Indians, most of them removed 
from their homes east of the Mississippi against their will, might 
well be supposed to entertain no very kind feelings for our peo- 
ple, while others were in the highest degree exasperated, and 
required the constant presence of a military force (which must 
of course have a proper place for the protection of their supplies, 
munitions of war, etc.) to keep them in subjection, and protect 
our otherwise unprotected frontier from savage incursion; but 
this is no longer the case. Savage incursions are no longer 
dreaded by our people; under the influence of religion and her 
hand-maid, education, the children of the forest have laid down 
their implements of war and of the chase, and applied them- 
selves to the pursuit of agriculture, science and literature, and 
are rapidly becoming a civilized and happy people. "They are 
no longer regarded as dangerous neighbors, against whom we 
need the’ protection of the military arm of the general govern- 
ment; but as friends and co-laborers in the great cause of edu- 

cation and moral advancement. 


Thus in the opinion of your committee, the continuance of 
the garrison involves not only a useless expenditure of national 
treasure, but the frequent occurrence of collisions between the - 
soldiery and citizens—an evil that invariably attends the pres- 
ence of a military force in the midst of our people, render its 
longer continuance unnecessary and unwise, accomplishing no 
good whatever; but productive of much evil. 


As long as the garrison is kept up, it involves, annually, the 
expenditure of large sums of money; besides the people's money 
which has been expended in erecting buildings which would be 
useful for the purpose of education, is a dead investment, and 
must continue so, until the government appropriates them to 
some other purpose. And your committee can imagine no pur- 
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pose to which they can be appropriated, that can be productive 
of as much good as that of education.

PROTEST. 


The undersigned, members of the House of Representatives, 
feeling that private individuals have been most seriously ag- 
grieved, and the true interest of the entire State wholly disre- 
garded in the passage of House hill No. 146, entitled “an act 
to arrest in part the operations of the present laws upon the 
subject of the swamp and overflowed lands,” having, as it does, 
the effect and bearing to stop the system of reclamation now 
in operation by virtue of the laws of the land; and believing, 
as we do, that the passage of said bill is an act of bad faith, 
and a violation of the plighted honor of the State, we hereby 
solemnly protest against the action of the House in the pas- 
sage of the same, and for Said protest assign the following rea- 
sons: 

1. Because, in the passage of said bill by the House, without 
any provision for continuing the system of reclamation already 
commenced, or any other, in any part of the State, and espe- 
cially upon the Mississippi and Arkansas rivers, it will, and in 
the natural course of things, must have the effect to leave, for 
the next two years, and perhaps forever, the people along said 
rivers in a condition to have their farms and their houses inun- 
dated by an overflow, their property in many places destroyed, 
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and their health, and hence their lives. seriously endangered, 
and that too, without any hope of relief from the munificent ` 
grant of lands made by Congress to the State, in part; at least, 
for their use and benefit. 

2. Because, the State did, by her former General Assembly, 


“adopt and put in operation a system, having for its object the 


reclamation of ‘the swamp and overflowed lands, by and under 
which system, levees along the Mississippi and Arkansas rivers, 
in sub-divisions, have been let to contract, and in part construct- 
ed at an expense to the State, as will appear from the auditor’s 
report, of $1,829,484 94,leaving gapsin the same which should, 
and indeed, must be filled up, or else in high water, the coun- 
try along said streams will be overflowed, and from the nature 
of the soil out of which said levees have been constructed, the 
same will, and necessarily must go to waste and destruction, 
and the State thereby lose the benefit of the work; and indeed, 
the work itself which she has already done atthe expense above 
named, and the operation and bearing of said bill is, and will 
be to expressly prohibit the filling up of such gaps, unless the 
same be done at private expense. ne . 

Because, further, we believe that when the State accepted 
the grant of the swamp and overflowed lands, upon the terms 
and specifications contained in the same, and adopted and put 
in operation. a system for the reclamation of said lands, she be- 
came in honor and in duty bound to reclaim the same, or to ex- 
haust the fund granted for that purpose in a prudent and wise 
effort to do so; and to stop the operation of the system of recla-- 
mation heretofore adopted, and to refuse the adoption of any 
other, when we have the information through the Governor's 
message, that the fund in her hands for that purpose is not half 
exhausted, and especially to do so when she has sold many of 
the lands embraced under the grant, and with the express un- 
derstanding that she would, in good faith, continue to carry 
on the work of relamation to the extent of the swamp and 
overflowed land fund in her hands for that purpose, is, in our 
opinion, un wise in the State, unjust at least to a portion if not 
to all of her citizens, and at variance with her own best inter- 
ests. = 

4. Because, in the letting of the contracts along said rivers, 
by the commissioners appointed by the State for that purpose, 


‘private individuals along said rivers were induced to subscribe 


large sums of money to assist in the construction of said levees, 
as a bonus to the State for doing the same, upon the settled un; 
derstanding and belief of all the parties concerned, that the 
same would be in good faith completed, and no gaps left un- 
closed, and said private citizens having paid said sums of mo- 
ney so subscribed, and the same having been expended under 
the authority of this State, we hold and believe, that, unless the 
State does act in good faith and fill up such gaps, that she will 
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perpetrate a grevious wrong upon those individuals—such a one 
asis inconsistent with her honor and dignity as a Sovereign 


| State and incompatible with her plighted faith. 


5. Because, when the State commenced her system of re- 
claiming the swamp and overflowed lands, she issued, for the 
work which she had done, as well as for the payment of the 
necessary expenses of operating the system, what is known and 


. designated as swamp land scrip, and by act of her General As- 


sembly, she obligated herself to redeem the same in swamp and 
overflowed lands, and by! refusing. to make any provision in said 
bill for that purpose, she has abandoned the reclamation of said 
lands for the next two years at least; and that too, before any 
of said lands are reclaimed, owing to the gaps in said levees 
referred to before, being as yet unclosed; in doing which, in our 
convietions of right, justice and honor, she acts in bad faith to 
the present holders of the scrip, as well as to those individuals 
who have located the same upon lands which are yet unre- 
claimed, and in our judgments such an act is a blot upon her 
honor which time may never wipe out. | 

6. Because, when the system of reclaiming said lands is aban- 
doned and our citizens along these river subject to overflow, 
learn, as they must and will, by the passage of said bill, that 
they are to be left to the mercy of the floods, with only such ad- 
ditional protection as they can afford themselves, they will as 
certainly as the man will follow his own best interest, take their 
property, their families, and their all, and seek a home in some 
other State, thereby reducing our population and taxable pro- 
perty, and leaving what, if reclaimed, would in time be the 
Eden of the West, but which, without such reclamation, must 
and will remain asit now is, an uncultivated wilderness, the 
home of neither property or people. 

Without impugning the motives or honesty of purpose of any 


“who have supported said bill, our honest convictions prompt us 


'to make and record this protest as a duty which we owe our- 


selves, our immediate constituency, and the State at large.

I therefore, recommend the passage of an act to authorize 
some officer of the State to take charge of the premises when 
vacated by me, and to sell the property, and to cause the mo- 
ney to be paid into the state treasury, but if unable to sell, to 
rent the same till sold at some future time.

- Genttemen—I have the honor to present in this paper, an-» 
swers to the interrogatories propounded to me in writing, by 
your chairman. M 

To the 1st,no very definite answer can be given, though 
where the levee is completed the highest land which is imme- 


( 
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diately in front of the river, and which is from one half mile to 
two miles wide, is sécure in time of ordinary inundations. 
Without any levees, the greater part of this strip of land could 
not be cultivated at all, though the overflow would never be 
deep upon it. There is probably from the mouth of the Arkan- 
sas to the boundary line between this State and Louisiana, be- 
tween 50,000 and 100,000 acres of land reclaimed by the exist- 
ing levees. i 

To the 2d, I answer that building more levee would reclaim 
more land, and morein proportion than that previously built, as 
closing the last mile might do more towards the reclamation of 
all the land in a particular district subject to overflow, than any 
ten miles which had been built before, since the water running 
out of a gap in a low bend would probably flood, in long con- 
tinued high water, all the low country lying behind the levee 
on the river below. l 

To the 3d, I respond, that if all the gaps are closed, all the 
land subject to overflow by water running through those gaps, 
are in a great measure reclaimed. Closing the openings which 
now exist in Jefferson, Arkansas, Desha and Chicot counties, 
would complete a line of levee that would prevent from inun- 
dation, as nearly as I can judge, from the data in my possession, 
about 47 townships or over 1,000,000 acres. It is true that the 
whole of this may have never been under water, but that which 
was not is generally uninhabitable, from being isolated and sur- 
rounded by water during the spring season. 

In answer to the 4th question, I define the term “gap” the 
opening between the ends of two adjacent pieces of levee, 
through which water passes into the country back from the 
main stream, in time of overflows, whether it be over the river 
bank or through the channel of a bayou. All creeks or bayous 
from Pine Bluff, to the line between Arkansas and Louisiana, 
emptying into the Arkansas from the south side, and into the 
Mississippi from the west side, can be levied across, all commu- 
nication between them and the rivers cut off, the overflow pre- 
vented from passing back, and the rain water which would flow 
down them in time of low water in the rivers, be turned back 
into other channels, which are sufficiently low and capacious to 
carry off all rain water whieh may find its way into them. 

All the inlets in low water in the portions of the river above 
referred to, are outlets in high water, whether there may have 
been heavy rains over thé county which they drain or not, which 
proves that the rain water cannot flow down them in such a 
quantity as to counteract the back water from the river, for if 
the bayou could maintain a current into the river at all times, 
_ 1t could not be levied across at all. . | 

The 5th and 6th questions you will find answered in my report 
to the board of swamp land commissioners. 

In answeriny the 7th, I would remark, that to suspend filling 
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the gaps would perhaps not materially injure thelevees already 
built, if proper care were taken of the ends; but such suspen- 
sion would render them comparatively useless in the reclama- 
tion of the land which needs it most, and which the State ac. 
quired by the swamp land grant. Nearly all the land which is 
benefited by the existing levees was sold by the general gov- 
ernment, prior to the 28th September, 1850, while the swamp 
and overflowed land which we hold in trust for reclamation, is, 
generally, still unfit for cultivation, and will be so until the 
levees are completed. 

8th, you request me to state how the gaps came to exist, and 


-ask if the contractors were allowed to select their work? Ican 


find no official information in regard to the subject inquired af- 
ter, but as the swamp land law provided for the payment of 
levees built by individuals, for their own protection, upon their 
being rebuilt or made to conform to the ordinances of the board 
of swamp land commissioners, probably such work was the first 
to be built and paid for, and was the lightest part, though most 
important part to the citizéns, while along unsettled portions of 
the river bank, contractors would not take the work, either be- 
cause they were not interested, or because it was of a forbid- 
ding character, and such is nearly all the gaps now remaining 
to be filled. Some of them may have been let out, but upon 
the depreciation of scrip, were forfeited‘ | 

In the 9th, and last place, you ask me to furnish the commit- 
tee any information in my possession touching the subject of 
reclaiming the swamp and overflowed land—the effects of a 
“ cut-off” and especially the proposed cut-off at Belle Point, on 
the Mississippi river, in Chicot county. I wish for the sake of 
the greatest interest we now possess, this request had been 
made of one whose experience and information upon the sub- 
ject were commensurate with its importance, for certainly no 
knowledge would be so profitable at this time, tothe citizens gen- 
erally, as that concerning the proper and most efficint modes of 
reclaiming our swamp land, as no land is so worthless withont 
it, and none so valuable with it. 

The system which has been beguu, and in part carried out, 
in order to effect the object of Congress in making the grant, is 
simply the building embankments to prevent the rivers overflow- 
ing, draining the country back by ditching, and thereby render- 
ing it fit for cultivation. This is the same which has been adopt- 
ed in Louisiana and Mississippi, where, so far, it has worked 
well, though perhaps, as is argued by some, it may not be the 
best for all time, yet if there are evils in the levee system, no 
doubt they will be remedied, when they begin to effect the in- 
terests of a dense and wealthy population. At present no plan 
has been proposed that possesses advantages over the simple 


- continuous line of earthen embankment. Even in this, there 


-— 


is room for the exercise of good judgment and skill, in both the 


Pd 
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lecations and dimensions—in the location, since it should not 
be placed too near a bank subject to cave-in, but at a safe dis- 
tance from the river, giving to the country behind it a security 
that would invite planters to settle and cultivate it, anf in the 
dimensions, as it all should be of the same proportions, in no 
place unnecessarily large, or what is worse, dangerously small. 
It should be of a uniform height above the highest flood, gradu- 
ally descending with the high-water mark. What that height 
‘should be, I am not prepared to say, though 30 inches has been 
required heretofore. Could it be, after settling and having been 
well carpeted with grass, uniformly that much above the high- 
est freshet, it would probably be sufficient, but we have ‘very. 
little levee that is so built. The levees on that portion of the 
Mississippi river, with which I am acquainted, are generally 
well located, though deficient in height. If the shrinkage were 
added to the desired height, and the levee when new, set with 
Bermuda grass, which prevents the washing by rains, and the 
removal of the dirt by hogs, cattle and other stock, we would 
have a levee sufficiently serviceable and permanent, though 
there can be no such thing as absolute permanence in a work 
built near a stream, the banks of which are subject to cave-in. 
There are already some openings on the Arkansas made by 
caving, and to close which, the board of commissioners were 
solicited to give contracts, which they refused to do, and very 
justly so too, because the building of more than one levee in a 
bend with the general swamp land fund, would be taking away 
from other streams the means by which their land is to be re- 
claimed. For this reason there should be some provision made 
to keep the levees always in good condition, by a tax on the 
land benefited by them, or otherwise, as the people may con- 
sider just and expedient, since it would be very impolitic indeed, 
to repair them out of the fund with which they were originally 
built, and it would be equally wrong not to repair them at all. 
. When we have all the levees completed, and a system in op- 
eration keeping them in good order, then will our river valleys 
be populated; the spirit of emigration will pour thousands into 
a My heretofore, and now almost valueless and uninhab- 
ited. ] | 
In regard to the consequences of cut-offs, there are differences 
of opinion, though it i$ agreed by all, I believe; that the systems 
of cut-offs and leveeing cannot be carried on at the same time, 
as they have contrary effects; the levees in the neighborhood of 
à cut-off are lost by the increased caving caused by the additional 
current which the light materal composing the river banks, is 
not capable of resisting. "The straight line distance from the 
mouth of the Ohio tothe gulf of Mexico, is about 550 miles, and 
the descent of the river valley is about 7 inches per mile, but the 
Ississippi in its sinuosities measures 1,200 miles between the 
same points, thus making the descent by the river, only 3 inches 
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per mile, which gives a velocity of about 3 miles per hour; and 
the banks are found capable of resisting this current and no 
more, or rather the river lengthens itself by caving until its cur- 
rent is so reduced, that the banks can resist it. So when a cut- 
off is made the river is shortened, and as a consequence, the cur- , 
rent increased, and the river lengthens itself by caving until the 
current is the same as before, and until the river attains its ori- 
ginal length. 

From the great number of old river lakes that dot the imme- 
diate valley of the Mississippi, it is evident thatthere have been 
enough of cut-offs naturally made, to have straightened the river 
long ago, if other bends were not formed by consequent caving. 
Were the Mississippi valley prolonged into the Gulf, to the dis- 
tance of 700 miles, and the descent from the mouth of the Ohio, 
gradual caving would céase, and the river might be straighten- 
ed permanently, for then no cut-off could increase the current 
beyond the capability of resistance possessed by the banks. If 
ihe cut-off at Belle Point is made, the water will rise higher and 
the channel be changed below, while above, the water will be 
lowered and the current increased, consequently we should lose 
our levees much sooner in the bends above, and below no cal- 
culations could be made regarding the changes that might oc- 
cur, as the bars might become caving banks, and the bends be- 
come bars; and in the marking out and construction of the levees, 
no such freaks of the river were considered, so there again would 
arise the necessity of enlarging the levees from the higher wa- 
ter, even if the changes of channel did not work their total loss. 
The distance around the pointin questionis about twelve miles, 
with a total fall of three feet, while across it is about one mile. 
If the cut-off should be made, the three feet fall willbe distribut- 
ed along the channel between those points, above and below, 
at which the cut-off ceases to affect the river by raising or de- 
pressing it—that portion in the vicinity of the cut-off receiving 
the greatest share, so between those points will the river cave 
until it attains the same length and current as before, and so 
will the banks in the neighborhood of the cut-off yield the most 
in this lengthening process. To sum up the whole matter in an 
humble opinion, I would remark, that considering the good of 
the whole country, both above and below the contemplated cut- 
off, it would be better if it were not made.

mail route No. 7,683, from Aberdeen, in Monroe county, to 
Helena, in Phillips county. 

The Senate have ‘assented to the proposition of the House, to 
amend the constitution so that * no county now established by 
law, shall be déemed unconstitutional because it may contain 
a less number of square miles than 900." 

The Senate have passed the following Senate bills, to wit: 

No. 78, to be entitled “an act to prevent injuries to real es- ` 
tate." 

No. 79, to be entitled “ an act providing for a solicitor general 
for the State." 

No. 72, to be entitled *an T to repeal an act granting cor- 
porate powers for certain purposes.”

On motion of Mr. Williams of Pulaski the clerk of the House 
was directed to return said memorial back to the Senate, asthe ` 
bill against the passage of which it remonstrates has already 
passed this House, and is now awaiting the action of the Sen- 
ate; and therefore, the House cannot. properly take action on 
. the memorial. 

On motion of Mr. Gbison, a petition presented by Mr. Wil- 
liams of Pulaski, and which he read from his place, and signed 
by many members of the Little Rock bar, petitioning for the 
passage of the law, was also ordered to be sent with said memo- 
rial to the Senate. 

Senate proposed amendment to the constitution of this State 
No. 1, “proposing the election of auditor and treasurer of the 
State by the qualified electors of the State," was taken up and 
read the first time. 

Senate proposed amendment to the constitution of this State 
No. 2, * proposing the election of the judges of the supreme 


court by the qualified electors of this State," wastaken up and 
read the first time. 


Senate proposed amendment to the constitution of this State 
No. 3, “proposing the election of secretary of state by the 
qualified electors of this State," was táken up and read the 
second time. 

Senate bill No. 77, to be entitled “an act providing for a so- 
licitor general for the State," was taken up and read the first 
time. 

Mr. Mitchell moved a suspension of the rules, and that the 
bill be read the second time. l 

Mr. Montgomery objected, and two-thirds of the members 
not voting in the affirmative, the rules were not suspended. 

Senate bill No. 112, to be entitled “an act to amend an act to 
incorporate the town of Hot Springs,” approved January 10th, 
1851, was taken up and read the first time. 

Senate bill No. 72, to be entitled “an act to repeal an act 
entitled an act granting corporate powers for certain purposes," 
was taken up and read the first time. 

Senate bill No. 87, to be entitled * an act for the relief of 
Ebenezer Clawson of Lawrence county," was taken up, and 
read the first time. 

Mr. Williams of Lawrence moved a suspension of the rules, 
and that the bill be read the second time. 

Mr. Anderson objected, and two-thirds of the members not 
voting in the affirmative; the rules were not suspended. 

House bill No. 167, entitled “ an act to incorporate the Arkan- 
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sas general insurance company, at Hopefield,” was taken up, 
and the Senate amendment to the 6th section of said bill was 
read. 

On motion of Mr. Mitchell the House refused to concur 
therein. 

The second amendment of the Senate—adding an additional 
section.to said bill was, on motion of Mr. Oates, concured in. 

Mr. Oates asked and obtained leave to introduce the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, 'That in eder to keep up vidi the business of this 
House, the clerk be, and he is hereby authorized to employ 
another clerk to assist him i in keeping up with his journals, if 
he should find it necessary .* 

Which was read and on motion of Mr. Mitchell was adopted. 

House bill No. 165, entitled “an act to amend section 46 of 
chapter 145 of the Digest of the Statutes of the State of Ar- 
kansas,” was taken up and read the second time. 

On motion of Mr. James the rules were suspended and the 
bill read the third time, and passed. 

Mr. Pettigrew moved that the House adjourn until to-mor- 
row morning at 9 o'clock; on which motion the vote was 
taken, and a division called for, and on a count 26 voted in 
the affirmative and 32 in the negative. 

So the House refused to adjourn. 

Mr. Williams of Marion moved to suspend the regular busi- 
ness of the day, and to take up Senate bill No. 79, to be entitled 
*an an act to provide for revising and digesting the statute 
laws of Arkansas;" on which motion the vote was taken and a 
division called for, and on a count 42 voted in the affirmative 
and 12 in the negative. 

So the motion prevailed, and the clerk was proceeding to 
read the bill, when Mr. Gibson moved that the House adjourn 
until to-morrow morning at 9 o'clock; which motion did not 
prevail, and the clerk was proceeding with the reading, when - 
Mr. Gibson moved that the House adjourn until to-night at 9 
o'clock; which motion Mr. Speaker pro tem decided to be out 
of order; and Mr. Gibson appealed from the decision of the 
chair to the House. 

Mr. Speaker pro tem stated the question, “ shall the decision 
of the chair be sustained as the decision of the House?” on 
which Mr. Gibson called for the ayes and nays, and the call 
was sustained; but before the roll could be called Mr. Childers 
moved that the House adjourn until to-morrow morning at 9 
o'clock; on which motion the vote was taken and decided in 
the affitmative.

before entering upon the duties of his office, shall give bond, 
with sufficient security, to be approved by the Governor, in the 
penal sum of thousand dollars, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of all the duties required of him by law, and 
shall also take and subscribe an oath in due form of law, that 
he will diligently, honestly and impartially discharge. all the 
duties of his office according to law, and to the best of his abil- 
ity, and said engineers shall each receive as a compensation, 
the same per diem pay as now provided for by the original act 
to which this is a supplement. 

Sec. 9. That in order to close up the gaps in the levees on 
the rivers Mississippi and Arkansas, it shall be the duty of said 
engineers in the Little Rock and Helena districts, after being 
duly qualified as aforesaid, to proceed immediately to let out 
contracts for the construction of such levees, after having ex- 
amined and located the same in the most eligible places, to 
close up said gaps, and also for repairing existing levees on 
said rivers, as may require additional work upon them, to ren- 
der them strong enough, and high enough to resist the water, 
““and prevent it from overflowing the bottom lands in the rear 
of said levees, and upon the completion of said work, or any 
part thereof, aecording to contract, it shall be the duty of said 
engineers to examine and measure the same, each in their re-

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the enginee? appointed 
for the Batesville district, to proceed immediately after first 
being qualified as aforesaid, to let to contract all levees and 
ditches that may be necessary to reclaim the swamp and over- 
flowed lands in his said district, after first having examined 
and located the same, with a view to the greatest amount of 
reclamation, and upon the completion of the same, or any part 
thereof, in accordance to contract, report what amount is due 
therefor, and to whom due, under oath to the Governor, who 
shall certify the same to the auditor, and the auditor shall 
therenpon, draw his warrant therefor upon the treasurer, whose 
duty it shall be to issue swamp land. scrip for said amount, in 
favor of the person to whom the same is due, showing upon its 
face that said scrip was issued for levee work, or ditching done 
in said Batesville district, and the same shall only be located 
on any of the unappropriated swamp or overflowed lands in 
said district; Provided, That said engineer shall not let to con- 
tract any more work in said district than there may be con- 
- firmed swamp or overflowed lands therein to pay for. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said engineers before letting 
to contract any work contemplated by this act, to give at least 
thirty days’ notice of the time, place, and character of the work 
to be let, by putting up advertisements, one at the door of the 
court-house of the county in which said work is to be done, 
and one in the vicinity of the work, which said advertisements 
shall specify that he will proceed, at the court-house door of 
said county, on a certain day therein named, between the hours 
of 10 o'clock, a. m., and 4 o'clock, p. m., of said day, to offer 
to let to contract said work publicly, to the lowest bidder for 
swamp land scrip; Provided, That no bid shall be taken at 
more than 15 cents per cubic yard in eleared land, and 25 cents 
per cubic yard in wild land; And, provided further, That in all 
cases when said engineer shall let to contract any work as 
aforesaid, it shall be his duty to take from the contractor a good 
and sufficient bond to secure the completion of said work with- 
in a reasonable time; but in case no bid is made within said

Sec. 5. That [the] offices of swamp land agents established

tion of the court trying the case, not less than [dollars,] 
nor more than years. 

Sec. 7. That any contractor who shall cause or Knowingly 
permit any trees, logs, brush, stumps, or rubbish to be built, or 
covered up in any of his work, shall be guilty of a high misde- 
meanor, and shall on conviction, be sent to the penitentiary, 
and imprisoned therein fór years, and all white men em- 
ployed by any contractor, who may aid in building and covering 
up logs, trees, brush, stumps, or rubbish voluntarily, and with- 
out the contractor's knowledge in any levee work, shall be sub- 
ject to indictment, and on conviction, be imprisoned not more 
than years in the penitentiary, at the discretion of the 
court or jury trying the case. 

Sec. 8. That if any state land agent, or any clerk, or other 
person employed in his office, shall fraudulently misrepresent 
any thing connected with his business, or pretend that any tract 
of land designated on the books or maps of his office, has been 
. appropriated or entered when the same is vacant, or shall 
make false marks or entries on the books, maps, or plats of his 
office, with intent to deceive any person, or induce the belief 
that any vacant land therein is not vacant, or if such land 
agent shall permit any word, mark, or letter, to be put therein 
or remain therein, or shall issue any certificate of sale or entry, . 
when the purchase money or scrip has not, in fact, been paid 
in therefor, or shall record the entry of any land, for which the 
money or scrip, for the payment of the whole thereof, has not 
been paid in at the time of recording the same, or shall fraud- 
ulently omit all or any entry really made, or make to the audi- 
tor a false report of the records and transactions of his office, 
every person so offending shall be deemed guilty of a high 
crime, and be subject to indictment, and on conviction thereof, 
shall be imprisoned not less than years, nor more than 
. years, and be fined at the discretion of the court or 
jury trying the case, not exceeding $1,000.

Mr. Speaker pro tem. announced that reports from select com- 
mittees were in order. 

Mr. Anderson, from the joint select committee on the land- 
ed interest of this State, made the following 


REPORT: 


Mr. SrEAkER— 
The joint committee on the landed interests of this 
State, beg leave further and finally to report: 
That in pursuance of their duty, they proceeded to the exam- 
ination of the present condition of the swamp land interest. 
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They addressed a letter to the secretary of the board of 
swamp land commissioners, containing a series of interrogato- 
ries, who asked time to prepare his written answers thereto. 
But before he had prepared such answers, his office was abol- 
ished by the passage of an act of this General Assembly, enti- 
tled “an act to arrest in part the operations of the present laws 
on the subject of the swamp and overflowed lands," and up to 
this time, said secretary has made no report or presented writ- 
ten answers to your committee. Said secretary, Mr. Powers, 
however, was before the committee and made verbal replies, 
under oath, to many questions. Upon an examination of his 
books, records and accounts, your committee are'satisfied of the 
ability and integrity of that officer, and that, owing to his in- 
dustry and honesty, the books and papers have been dicia, 
filed, posted, arranged and kept. 

The interrogatories to, and answers of George W. ashes 
swamp land engineer, have heretofore been reported by the 
committee. 

The operations of the then existing laws upon the subject of 
swamp and overflowed lands, having been, in part, arrested by 
the passage of the act above referred to, the investigations of 
the committee into the manner of the operations of those laws, 
were in part süspended, and it was found that the time would 
be insufficient to send for persons at a distance, and to examine 
fully and fairly into alleged and suspected frauds. 

Enough proof was adduced to show the committee that the 
first, or “old board" of commissioners were careless and extra- 
vagant. — 

The amount of scrip issued by the commissioners, stated by 
the Governor in his message, on the authority of the report of 
the commissioners, at $370,760, it is believed by the committee 
to have been much larger. Itis stated that one of the “old 
board" issued scrip with the amount left blank, leaving it to the 
honesty of the holder to fill it up with the true amount of the 
value of the work to be peformed by him. 

From the message.and reports, the amount of scrip issued by 
the commissioners and unredeemed on the first day of October, 
1856, is stated at $3,560. Butit is believed by the committee 
that one individual of this State, had quite, or nearly that 
amount of such scrip in his possession at that time, and that 
other persons had other amounts, amounting in the aggregate, 
to at least double that sum, and perhaps to à yet greater sum. 

In looking over the accounts presented to and aHowed by the 
board of swamp land commissioners, your committee were sur- 
prised to find how little proof seemed to have been required to 
substantiate a claim, and that claim sometimes for thousands Of 
dollars. 

It is on record that claims, amounting to one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars, were examined, allowed and cer- 
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tified in the space of three days, and no other proof can be 
found on file than the estimate of an. engineer, or the oath of 
a, claimant. 

No account seems to have been kept of the personal property 
belonging to the swamp land fund, wagons, a horse, mule, har- 
ness, tents, skiffs and camp equippage, appear to have been 
bought and paid for, yet no account of the disposition of them 
has been made. 

Certain of such property was sold at auction, asit appears by 
a statement made to the committee, and bought by one of the 
commissioners, who left a quarter's salary undrawn to' pay 
therefor. The amount of salary thus undrawn was $500 in 
scrip; the cost of the wagon, horse, mule and harness, in scrip, 
as allowed by the board, wàs $548. Some instruments, one of 
them costing $240 in scrip, with other valuable property, were 
also purchased. "These, or such of them as have not been sold 
and accounted for, are certainly the property of the State, and 
should be delivered to her proper agents. 

Your committee have not had time to investigate the alleged 
frauds in certifying twice or thrice to the same levee work; and 
to certifying to levee work fraudulently executed. "That some 
such frauds were perpetrated is undeniable, but as adequate 
provision has been made for the prevention of the perpetration 
of such frauds in future, and as the amounts drawn could not, 
probably, be recovered, the committee did not pursue this branch 
of inquiry further. 

No uniform system seems to have been adopted in paying 
officers for services. Thus, one locating agent transmits, by 
mail, his report of lands located or selected by him, and his ac- 
count for 30 days’ services, at $2 a day, amounting to $60. 
While another brings his report, and charges for his thirty days’ 
services the like amount, then for the services of two assistants, 
say $120; for “incidental expenses," $100; for attending the 
meeting of the board, $60; and then for * depreciation of scrip," 
$560, swelling his claim to the sum of $900. 

The committee call attention to the fact that most of the ac- 
counts presented, except.accounts Tor salaries, are doubled, i. e. 
one hundred per cent. is added for discount, or depreciation in 
scrip. 

We find, too, that engineers and gue s, after presenting their 
accounts for their salaries and incidental expenses up to the date 
of the presentation of their accounts, under oath, on the same 
or succeeding day present an additional account for ** extra ser- 
vice" or for * extra incidental expenses," for other and large 
amounts; which second accounts, unsworn to and unproved, 
were forthwith allowed. 

It is to be regretted that a system had not been adopted of 
commencing at the upper part of a river and of building a con- 
tinuous levee, completing the same as the work progressed 
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down the river, instead of the course that was pursued of let- 
ting out contracts for building levees in front of plantations, for 
the immediate benefit of the owners thereof, and thus leaving 
gaps where levees were most needed. 

Upon the passage of the act of 1853, persons who had years 
before erected levees, had the same measured, certified to the 
commissioner, and enormous sums were paid therefor. Others 
took contracts to build levees that already existed, and upon a 
measurement of these old levees, they were paid for as if the 
work had been newly done. In sonie cases a foot of earth was 
added to the heighth or breadth of an old levee, and the whole 
measured, certified and paid for. É l 

From the highest estimates presented to us, from the reports 
of the engineers, and from all sources, your committee are 
satisfied the number of acres of land reclaimed by the work al- 
ready done, will not exceed two hundred thousand acres, and, 
it is likely‘ not more than one hundred thousand acres, to ef- 
fect which, it has cost the State at least three millions and five 
hundred thousand acres. l 

In the auditor's office, we find that the reportsof the sales of 
the swamp and overflowed lands, by agents and others, have 
been compared, and the lands sold or located arranged under 
their respective heads of townships and ranges, but the same 
are on slips and sheets of paper. The auditor informs us that 
he could not procure proper record books in which to have 
these lists properly entered. Itis obvious that these records 
“are, and will be for all time, among the most important belong- 
ing to the State, and should be at once, entered in well bound 
books, and carefully kept. In their present condition, they are 
subject to mutilation, and in a short time, by the very and ne- 
cessary handling of them, will be entirely destroyed, and con- 
sequent confusion and damage ensue. In view of these facts, 
the committee have prepared and herewith present a joint re- 
solution providing for the procurement of books, etc., for that 
purpose. | 

It appears from an examination of the records, that the inter- ` 
nal improvement lands granted to the State, were situated in 
the several land districts, as follows:

A record has been kept of the lands sold, but, owing to errors 
by the agents, or persons having control of the sales of said 
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lands; the sales of tracts selected but unconfirmed, and the for- 
feiture and resale of many of the lands, the committee were 
unable to find the exact number of acres yet unsold. But, af- 
ter an examination of the books, we find that about 486,050 
acres have been sold. Of these, 275,802 “acres were forfeited 
by the purchasers, leaving, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
289.641 acres liable to sale. l 

The contents of the grant of what is known as seminary 
lands, was 46,080 acres. Of these, only 39,856 -89-100 were 
selected and confirmed. There were 3,569 acres located by in- 
dividdals. It appears that when the selections were made, per- 
sons went on certain of the lands, or resided on them, and 
agreed that if these tracts were selected, they would comply 
with the requisitions of the law, whereupon, these tracts were 
classed as selected lands, and so marked on the books and plats . 
by the land agent. But when these persons failed to comply 
with the law, the agent neglected to erase the marks from the 
books and plats, and to report these tracts to the general land 
office for confirmation. Besides these, it appears that there yet 
remains to be selected by the State, 2,663 31-100 acres. Ofthe 
39,856 69-100 acres selected and confirmed, 32,899 91-100 acres 
have been sold, leaving subject to sale, 6,956 78-100 acres, to 
which is to be added 640 acres sold and forfeited. 

The whole number of acres of the saline lands was 41,879 
59-100 acres, of which 10,461 acres have been sold, leaving sub- 
ject to sale 31,418 59-100 acres, to which should be added 320 
acres yet to be selected; making in all, 31,738 59-100 acres. 

The landed interests of this State require an additioal force 
of clerks in the auditor's office, to post the books, carry forward 
the different entries and locations, and thereby prevent confu- 
sion, mistakes and losses. It is a mistaken policy and false 
economy to stint the appropriation for clerk hire, as the need of 
clerks has already been the source of neglect, confusion and 
losses to individuals as well to the State. 

]t has been suggested to your committee, that with the pro- 
ceeds of the seminary and saline funds, two colleges, one in the 
southern and one in the northern portion of the State, might be 
built and endowed. There may yetbe realized from these funds ` 
and lands, at least one quarter of a million of dollars, which 
will give to each institution at least $125,000. "The committee 
believe that the suggestion is worthy of consideration, and 
without adopting it, present it to your honorable body. 

It is too late in the session, and would, perhaps, be useless for 
the committee to make any further suggestions as to what they 
deem the line of policy to be pursued in relation to these inter- 
ests. "The General Assembly having acted in the premises, an 
expression of their opinion could not now effect anything. 

However, your committee are unanimously of the opinion 
that to expend the proceeds of the grants for the specific pur- 


- 
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poses and on the objects for which they were granted, would 
not only be acting in good faith, but for the highest and bestin- 
terests of the common wealth. 

The reclamation of her swamp lands—the making a rich, 
fertile and prosperous country of what is now fen and morass, 
and the very home of malaria—the adding of millions of acres 
of the richest lands in the world to the tillable portion of the 
earth—the devising and carrying out of a system of internal 
improvements, by which we.may hold speedy intercourse with 
all the world, develop the resources, and add to the wealth of 
our State—and finally, the establishment of schools and semi- 
naries—the education of our youth, and the diffüsion of know- 
ledge among all; surely no higher or more important subjects 
ever engaged the attention of a State, or was presented for the 
consideration of statesmen! And though much may have been 
lost by mismanagement, and squandered through carelessness, 
yet enough is left of these munificent grants, which, if rightly 
managed, will accomplish all of these desirable objects and re- 
sults.

The committee on internal improvements, to whom 
was referred divers reports from several internal improvement 
commissioners of several counties in this State, have had the 
same under consideration, and have instructed me to report 
that but ten counties have reported, to wit: 

Drew county, by Isaac B. Fryar, internal improvement com- - 
missioner for Drew, showiug in $aid county the aggregate 
amount which has come to the hands of the internal improve- 
ment commissioner, since Ist September, 1854, the sum of 
$7,022 09, all of which is loaned out except $996 31, amount 
of call on subscription of $6,000 00, paid out of said fund by 
the county of Drew,to the Ouachita, Mississippi and Red river 
railroad company, and the further sum of $288 74, expenses to 
commissioner, and $157 82 cash on hand. We cannot close 
here without paying a compliment to the internal improvement 
commissioner of Drew, for the accuracy and büsiness style of 
his report. 


The county of Arkansas, by C. W. Belknap, commissioner, 
showing in said county in the hands of the commissioner, at 
what date is not stated, the sum of $7,107 46. To be dimin- 
ished by internal improvements to be made and contracted for 
and expenses, $2,616 41. 

Yell county, by John C. Parker, commissioner, showing in 
his hands at the date of report, the sum of. $897 28; to be di- 
minished by internal improvements to be made, $374 00. 
There has been expended in said county for internal improve- 
ments, since 11th August, 1854, the sum of $3,413 16. 

Conway county, by Amos Kuydendall, showing the amount 
on hand on the 4th day of October, 1856, in notes $5,562 00. 
The report states $5,758 19, 2mount drawn from the state 
treasury. Your committee are unable to ascertain whether 
that is the same amount stated as being in notes or bonds, but 
suppose itis. There has been paid on calls on subscriptions to 
the Little Rock and Fort Smith branch of the Cairo and Fulton 
railroad, out of the amount drawn from the state treasurer 
$943 75, leaving in hands of commissioner of said county $4, - 
525 75. 


Pulaski county, by Josiah M. Giles, commissioner, showing 
in hands of commissioner the sum of $1,147 82. There ap- 
pears to have been nothing expended for internal improve- 
ments in last two years in Pulaski county, out of said fund. 

Perry county, by W. H. Ivy, commissioner, showing on hand 
on the 20th November, 1856, the sum of $433 45, and expend- 
ed in internal improvements in the last two years the sum of 
$159 00.. 


Saline county, by G. W. Chattin, commissioner, showing in 
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the hands of the commissioner in notes and bonds, on the 1st 
December, 1856, the sum of $6,401 07. There appears to have 
been nothing expended out of the internal improvement fund 
in this county, in the last two years. 

Scott county, by James Patterson, commissioner. From this 
county the report comes up very awkwardly, and your commit- 
tee can get no satisfactory information from it, but are satisfied 
to state that there appears to have been at the date of the re- 
port, 29th November, 1856, the sum of $4,111 58, in notes and 
bonds, in the hands of the commissioner, and $36 60 in cash. 
There is no showing of any expending whatever, in the report. 

Pike county, by Z. M. Covington, commissioner, showing in 
the hands of the commissioner, on the 97th of November, 1856, 
the sum of $431 00 in cash, $1,044 85 loaned out, excluding 

- expenses $64 36, thus leaving the sum of $1,476 72, net bal- 
ance in favor of the fund in said county. Therg appears to 
have been nothing expended in internal improvements in said 
county in the last two years. We will also state that the re- 
port from Pike, comes up full and in business style. 

Searcy county, by W. P. Hogan, commissioner, showing in 
the hands of the commissioner of said county, the sum of $6,- 
865 87,in bonds and notes clear of expenses. There appears 
to have been nothing expended for internal improvements out 
of this fund in this county. This is a good report and full in 
its statements.

Mr. SrzAkER— 


The joint standing committee on the auditor and 
treasurer's books, have performed the duties assigned them, 
and have instructed me to make the following report: 

Your committee have made a thorough examination of the 
records and vouchers, belonging to these offices, and compared. 
them with the reports recently submitted by the auditor and 
treasurer to the Governor, and by him reported to this General 
Assembly, and find the same correct, as in said report stated. 

Your committee have gone over all the additions, both in the . 
books of the auditor and treasurer, and examined all the entries 
in said books, for two years ending on the 30th day of Septem- 
ber, A. D. 1856, and finding no errors, deem it unnecessary to 
say more in regard to the very faithful and able mannerin 
Which these officers have discharged their duties. D. 

Your committee proceeded, on the 10th day of January, 1857, 
to count the cash in the treasury, and find the aggregate amount 
to be $142,672 75. 

On the 1st October, 1856, there was in the treasury $117; 226 
62, as shown by the report of the treasurer, and since that time, 
there has been paid into the treasury, from all sources, the sum 
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of $14,980 39, making the total amount of receiptsto date, the 
sum of $192,207 01; and in the same period, the amount dis- 
bursed in specie from all funds together,is $49,534 26; leaving 
in the treasury on this day the sum of $142,672 75. 

Also, there is in the treasury $534 24 of county scrip, due 
counties for the sale and redemption of forfeited lands, for the 
non-payment of taxes. The amount reported in the treasury on 
the 1st October, 1856, was $547 14, amount received since that 
time to date is $4 00, making the sum of $551 14; and the 
amount disbursed in the same time is $16 90; which leaves a 
balance in the treasury to the credit of counties, the sum of 
$534 24 in county scrip. 

Amount of Arkansas bank notes in the treasury on the Ist 
of October, 1856, was $250,000, making the total amount of 
$16,742 01, corresponding with the report of the auditor and . 
treasurer; but as the notes were not of a less denomination than 
$5, there was an excess in favor of the treasurer of $2 99. 

The committee, under a jointresolution of the General Assm- 
bly, were instructed to have the Arkansas money on hand on the 
1st October, 1856,registered and burned, and to carry into effect 
said resolution, they employed A. J. Smith, esq., to register the 
same in a well bound book, by number and date; and to register 
the bills of the principal bank and branches, separately, which 
was done, and the committee have carefully examined the bills 
as registered, and find them to agree, and correctly designated 
by letter, date and number, where they could be ascertained, 
but in some instances the date, number and letter could not be 
given; owing to the lapse of time they had become much de- 
faced, and in such cases the amount of the bill stated correctly 
on the register. 

The amount of the notes thus registered and burned by the 
committee is $16,495. The sum of $250 received since the 1st 
Octóber, 1856, is still in the treasury. 

It appears from the report of the auditor and treasurer, that 
several separate and distinct funds were embraced in said amount 
of Arkansas money burned by the committee, and to balance the 
books of these officers, on account of said separate funds, it is 
necessary that the following amounts be appropriated specially 
for that- purpose, viz: 

$504 10 to internal improvement fund—$18 14 to counties, 
for old balance of county taxes due from the State— $124 to 
,common school fund, under section 135 of revenue law— and 
: $2 99to A. H. Rutherford, for excess as above explained, which 
appropriation your committee recommends to be made. 

Your committee further recommend that an appropriation be 
made to Mr. A. J. Smith, to pay for registering the Arkansas 
money burned as above stated, which was executed by him in a 
neat manner; and from the age of the bills, and their torn con- 
dition, it was a difficult duty to perform, requiring a careful and 
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patient examination of each bill. Your committee recommend 
that he be allowed the sum of $35 for the same.

It appears from the examination of the committee, that there 
were canceled and filed in the treasury, during the two years 
ending on the 30th September, 1856, twelve five per cent. and 
one hundred and seventy-one six per cent. State Bank bonds. 
The former bonds were issued without, and the latter with cou- 
pons; and the agg gregate amount of these bonds, with cou- 
pons and interest, is $333,146 28; which the committee find 
correctly reported. Also during the same time, there were filed 
in the treasury, 370 bonds bearing six per cent. interest, issued 
to the Real Estate Bank, and amounting to the sum of $755,507 
10; these bonds also have coupons, and which were found cor- 
rect, and to correspond with the printed reports to the legisla- 

ture; amounting in the aggregate to the sum of $1,088,654 38. 


The system of registering the bonds and coupons canceled 
and filed in the treasury is a good one, and combines convenience 
with facility in their examination, enabling you at once to de- 
tect the least error, whilst it affords satisfaction upon the exam- 
ination of any particular bonds, or detached coupons that have 
been filed in the treasury, without labor or inconvenience. 

Under a joint resolution of the present session, your commit- 
tee were instructed to examine, and burn sundry bonds issued 
by the State, to the State and Real Estate banks, in the presence 
of the auditor and treasurer, which had never been sold. Some 
of those bonds had been perfected and offered in market, but 
returned unsold, while others were in different states of com- 
pleteness. 3 


For example, some were printed blanks, others signed by 
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the Governor and treasurer, while others were neither signed. 

nor numbered; and the following statement will furnish full in- 

formation of the number of bonds burned, and to what. bank 
issued. 

In aecordance with said joint resolution of the General As- 
sembly, your committee destroyed by burning, in the presence 
of the auditor and treasurer, State bank bonds and Real Estate 
bank bonds, particularly described in the statement below, 
to-wit: |

State bank bonds, some signed and oth- 
ers blank, never sold, but canceled and filed in the 
treasury. 

471 Five per cent. Real Estate bank bonds, neither signed 
nor numbered, but returned canceled and filed in the 
treasury. 

170 Five per cent. State bank bonds from No. 331 to 500, both 
numbers inelusive. 

506 Five per cent. Real Estate bank bonds, never sold but 
returned, canceled and filed in the treasury. 

500 Six per cent. State bank bonds never sold, but returned, 
canceled and filed in the treasury. 

Your committee have also examined about 14,000 pieces of 
swamp land scrip, upon the issue books, embracing abut three 
hundred and forty pages of a large record, being a heavy and 
laborious undertaking, requiring application and preseverence 
— to accomplish the calculations necessary in the examination. 

Your committee recommend that the salary of state treasurer 
be increased to $1,000 per annum, and that he be allowed the 
sum of $600 per annum for clerk hire in said office; and also 
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that the additional sum of six hundred dollars be allowed A. 
H. Rutherford for extra services in relation to the State bank 
and Real Estate bank bonds and coupons. All of which is re- 
spectfully submitted.

REPORT: 


Mr. Spsaker— 


The standing committee on agriculture has given 
much attention to the duty assigned them, and as an exhibit of 
the conclusion to which they have come in relation to this im- 
portant (and, as they believe, paramount interest of the State.) 
have insiructed me to make the following report: 

The iret object of the committee was to ascertain the pro- 
pertics of the soil of the high or hill lands and that of the low or 
bottom lands of the State in general, and their adaptation to the 
production of the great southern staple, cotton; also the seve- 
ral cercal grains and esculent roots, the raising of stock of the 
various kinds, fruits, etc., etc.; and the difference of production 
of the sever al agricultur al articles of the two described regions 
or topegr aphical localities of the State. 

With a view to the consummation of this desirable object, each 
membe: of the committee was furnished with a list of interroga- 
torie: , and requested to answer them in writing, to enable the 
committee to condence the opinion of the members in a brief 
and reliable form. 

From the embodied information which the committee has 
been able to obtain, the high or rolling lands of the northern 
and western counties of the State, which are susceptible of agri- 
cultural avocations, is a loamy clay mixed with a yellow sand- 
stone, gravel or, in geological language, a conglomorate of 
sand-stone, and is fertile and productive of most of the cere- 
al grains,s such as those that commonly come under the appella- 
tion of smal lgrain, esculent roots of all kinds in common use, 
and suited to a northern climate—flax and most of the domestic 
fruits. In the production of the above named crops the high 
or rolling lands surpass the bottom or aluvial lands of the wa- 
ter courses; but experience has proven this truth, that where the 
soil in question is based upon a substratum of gravel entire (or 
nearly 80.) or underlaid with rock near the surface they are 
much more affected with drouth, and consequently give a much 
greater deficient yield than the ‘lands on the water courses un- 
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der the like influence. But the committee desire to be 

understood to make two exceptions, that of maze (or Indian 

corn so called,) and Irish potatoes, in those products the bottom 

lands surpass, and the discrepency is from one-third to one-half 

more, except fertilizers are made use of, in that event they may 
erhaps be stimulated to equal production. 

The uplands are also better adapted to the production of the 
different fruits in common use, such as apples, .peaches, pears, 
and the grape, and recommend that the agriculturalists of the 
State in general, and the hill and mountain region in particu- 
lar, will give increased attention to this branch of agriculture, 
as a source of family comfort; and, in all probability, profitable 
in a commercial point of view. 

The bottom or alluvial lands of the water courses are desig- 
nated by two classes, stiff or heayy soil, and light and friable soil; 
this depends upon the quantity of sand that enters into itsscom- 
ponent parts. The heavy soil stands drouth the best, but in _ 
seasonable years the light soil is the most productive in maize, 
(or corn,) cotton, Irish potatoes and turnips. In average sea- 
sons, or in drouth,.the bottom lands are supposed. to excel the 
high lands in quantity of production,from one-third to one-half 
more of the last mentioned products, owing, as is supposed, to: 
the great quantity of humus (or vegetable matter-in a decom- 
posed state,) entering into their composition, together with the 
silicates and various salts in solution that constitute the nour- 
ishment of plants. The usual distance in planting corn on roll- 
ing lands, is to check off four and a half feet each way, and 
leave three stalks to the hill. Cotton is planted by bedding up 
four feet apart, and the plants left two feet apart in the drill. 
Wheat is usually sown on corn land, and plowed in with a 
small plow, from the first to the middle of October, to ensure 
the best crop, but wheat followed on oat stubble, well broke 
and put in with a light plow shallow, gives the greater yield. 
The bottoms will yield fifty to sixty bushels of corn per acre, 
and fifteen to twenty. bushels of wheat, according to the favora- 
bleness of the season for the production of each variety of grain. 

Arkansas may be properly divided into two distinct regions, 
the hill and mountain districts in the north and west, and the 
plains or champaign country on the south and east; the latter 
admitting of much the most dense population, and consequent- 
ly better adapted to consolidated agricultural pursuits, the area 
of the two districts probably about equal. The planis or cham- 
paign districts is divided into broad lines of vastly fertile lands, 
insterspersed with lines of similar size of lands of much less 
fertility, both productive of cotton, corn and wheat, and yield 
remunerating crops to the agriculturalist, and is entitled to the 
appellation of Egypt, of Arkansas. Those glands are sensibly 
affected by drouth. ‘In most of those lands all the esculent 
roots grow well, and the sweet potato to great perfection.

garden vegetables grow in great abundance with good culture, 
and tobacco of large size and superior quality. The peach and 
quince are of superior size and quality; apples, cherries and 
plums are not equal in flavor to those of more northern climes, 
but well worth attention. Your committee are of opinion, bas- 
ed on experience, that deep or subsoil plowing greatly over- 
comes the effect of douth, and at the same time, sustains the 
fertility of land, especially if done in the months of August and 
September. From a familiar oonference on the subject, your 
committee are of opinion, that Arkansas does, and will produce 
fine stock of all kinds, inferior, perhaps, to none of her sister 
States.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


“To His Excellency, Eus N. Conway, 


Governor of the State of Arkansas— 


- Sm: In compliance with law, the undersigned, auditor of public 
accounts of the State of Arkansas, has the honor to make bien- 
nial report of the condition of the revenue, and the receipts and 
expenditures for the two fiscal years, ending 30th September, 
1856. 

In the performance of this duty it is a gratifying privilege to 
be able to refer in terms of commendation to the almost univer- 
sal fidelity and promptness which continues to distinguish the 
various. public officers, specially charged with the collection of 
the revenue and its payment into the State treasury. But four 
exceptions are known to have occurred. The money on one of 
those cases was promptly paid by the securities of the sheriff; 
on another the greater portion has been paid, and the other two 
are for very small amounts, and I feel confident that the full 
amount charged to sheriffs for the years 1854 and 1855, will be 
finally paid into the State treasury. 

The tables accompanying this report, marked in alphabecical 
order, from ** A” to ** T” inclusive, and statements numbered from 
I to 5 inclusive, contain in a condensed form, information of a 
valuable character in regard to the operations of the treasury; 
the amount of taxable property in the State, and all other things 
necessary to a full understanding of the fiscal affairs of the State, 
required to be furnished by the auditor. 

Tabular statement “A” exhibits the amount of appropriations 
made at the session of the General Assembly, in November and 
December, 1854, and January, 1855, together with the unex- 
pended balances of former appropriations, reported as unex- 
pended 30th September, 1854, and amounts transferred or added 
thereto under acts as therein stated; the amount of warrants 
drawn thereon during the two years ending with the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1856, and the balances of appropriations unexpended at 
same date. 

Table * B" exhibits the entire receipts into the State treasury 
from all sources, during the two years ending 30th September, 
1856; the amount of treasury warrants reported by the State 
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treasurer as issued; and the amount of the expenditures through 
the State treasury during the same period, and the balance of 
each fund remaining in the treasur y. 

Statement “0” is an analysis of table “B” formed into five 
parts. No. 1 shows the balance of specie in the treasury appli- 
cable to State expenditures. No. 2 shows the balance of Arkan- 
sas bank paper in the treasury Ist October, 1856.

To His Excellency, Exzas N. Conway, 
Governor of the State of Arkansas. 


Sir: The swamp land commissioners for the State of Arkan- 
sas have the honor to submit, herewith, their report of the pro- 
ceedings of the board, for the past two years, which the law re- 
quires they should make on or before the first Monday in Octo- 
ber. . ; 

On the 3d day of April, 1855; Daniel E. Williams and James 
H. Hobbs, two ofthe present board of commissioners, convened 
at the office in the city of Helena, and organized as required by 
law, and having remained in session at that place a sufficient 
length of time to transact all business to the board presented, 
removed the domicil of the board to the city of Little Rock; be- 
lieving the last named place to be the most convenient to all 
persons desiring scrip, or information in relation to swamp and 
overflowed lands. | 

The board having concluded to remove said swamp land of- 
fice to the city of Little Rock, adopted the following order: 

“It is ordered that the office of the board of swamp land com- 
missioners be removed and established at the city of Little Rock, 
and that all papers, records, plats, diagrams, and all other pa- 
pers pertaining to said office, together with the scrip which may 
have been deposited in said office, be sent to said office hereby 
established and removed to the said city of Little Rock, and that 
William E. Butts, esq., be authorized to sell or dispose of all the 
furniture belonging to the office in the city of Helena, with the 
exception of the safe, which is to be sent to the office at Little 
Rock, the first convenient opportunity." 

Upon the adoption of the above order, the board adjourned to 
meet in the city of Little Rock, on Monday the 23d day of April, 
1855, at which time said board convened at their office, selected

James M. Brown, esq., secretary, appoifited the required num- 
ber of locating agents, and by an order, discontinued all former 
agents, sub-commissioners and engineers, believing that the 
swamp land fund had been greatly prejudiced by the appoint- 
ment of too many sub-officers, some of whom, the board were 
induced to believe, had been unfaithful, and others utterly in- 
competent to discharge the duties of their respective offices; and, 
that by so doing the State would save a large amount which 
said officers were constantly receiving. 

The State was then divided for the purpose of charging each 
swamp land commissioner with the personal supervision of his 
district—Daniel E. Williams taking the immediate charge and 
control of the location of levees, drains, the appointment of . 
agents, and other matter necessary and proper to the reclama- 
tion of the swamp and overflowed lands, in the following coun- 
ties, to wit: Ashley, Bradley, Calhoun, Clark, Columbia, Chicot, 
Dallas, Desha, Drew, Hempstead, Lafayette, Montgomery, Oua- 
chita, Pike, Polk; Sevier, Scott and Union. 

C. F. M. Noland, took charge and control of the counties of 
Arkansas, Carroll, Conway, Fulton, Hot Spring, Izard, Indepen- 
dence, Jefferson, Marion, Pulaski, Pope, Prairie, Perry, Randolph, 
Saline, Searcy, White and Van Buren, 

James H. Hobbs, the counties of Benton, Crawford, Critten- 
den, Franklin, Greene, Johnson, Jackson, Lawrence, Mississippi, 
Madison, Monroe, Newton, Phillips, Poinsett, St. Francis, Se- 
bastian, Yell and Washington. 

' After the State was districted, as above set forth, the commis- 
sioners being advised from authentic, and reliable sources that 
in many, if not in all the counties, there still remained many 
swamp and overflowed lands that had never been reported by 
the proper officers as such, deemed it their duty to obtain the 
services of good responsible and competent persons to go for- 
ward into the field and select such lands as speedily as possible, 
that they might be reported to the proper department at Wash- 
ington city, for confirmation, and to effect that object the com- 
missioners, without delay, appointed in all the counties in which : 
such lands were situate, locating agents, with proper instruc- 
tions. 

When the present board of commissioners entered upon the 
discharge of their duties, they found that near 600,000 acres of 
land had been, before that time, reported by agents as swamp 
and overflowed lands, which had not been confirmed to the 
State, because said agents had not complied with the instruc- 
tions of the Surveyor General. 

The commissioners at once caused to be made out true and 
correct lists of all of said lands and transmitted them to the 
agents in the different counties where such lands are situate. 
Most of said lands, which were found to be of the character con- 
templated in the act of 28th Sept., 1850, have been re-examined 
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and properly returned to this office as swamp or overflowed, 
and transmitted to your excellency. 

At the first meeting of the present board in the city of Little 
Rock, the board appointed one engineer for each of the districts, 
believing that it would be absolutely impossible for a less num- 
ber to attend to the onerous, burthensome and responsible du- 
ties confided to, and imposed onthem. Besides, it was believed 
to be an act of economy to have an engineer for each district 
and thereby save to the State the large amounts heretofore an- 
nually paid to sub-commissioners who would pretend to do the 
work which the board now requires at the hands of their re- 
_speciive engineers. 

The second section of an act concerning swamp and over- 
flowed lands, approved 22d January, 1855, required that no en- 
gineer should enter upon the discharge of his duties as such, 
without first having executed bond, payable to the State, with 
ample security for the faithful performance of his duty, and to 
carry out the requirements of said act, the board passed an or- 
dinance requiring each engineer to give bond as aforesaid in 
the sum of $30,000, which bonds said engineers, severally, ex- 
ecuted and the same are now on file in the office of the secre- 
tary of State. 

Under the first section of the above entitled act, the commis- 

sioners proceeded to make, a personal inspection of levees, ete., 
and found in many places that the levees heretofore constructed 
are deficient in heighth and base, and also, frequently located 
too near the caving banks of the river, and in many places the 
location of levees have been- made, following the meanderings 
of the rivers when they should have been, in the judgment of 
this board, placed at a greater distance from the river, and up- 
on a more direct route, thereby saving large amounts of money 
to the swamp land fund. 
. The commissioners found that some of the old levees had 
been constructed, in part, with logs, brush, wood, ete., which 
had been covered by throwing dirt upon the same for the pur- 
pose of concealment, and that levees so built, will, sooner or 
later, settle so much from the decay of such brush, ete., that they 
will be too low to resist the high ftoods of water so usual in the 
Mississippi river. 

The engineer, MeSheehey; employed by the old board, from 
the best information we have been able to obtain, practiced 
many frauds upon the State, by measuring and receiving levees 
built as before stated, and Eper ting them to the board for al- 
lownace. 

The commissioners are much indebted to the present engi- 
neers for the manner in which they have discharged their du- 
ties, and especially for their examination of levees, and their 
rejection of all work not done in good faith and according to 


- 
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the laws and ordinances of this State in reference to swamp 
lands. 

- In many places on the large rivers the citizens of the different 
counties are using the levees for roads, and from personal ex- 
amination, we know that such things should be prohibited; for, 
in a short time after they are so used they wear down below 
high water mark, and are in danger of being swept away by 
high floods. 

If levees belonging to the State are to be used for public 
roads, after so much money has been expended to build them, it 
is nothing but just that they should be kept up as other roads. 

The commissioners would further state that owing to the de- 
preciation of scrip, they have been unable to have all the gaps 
along the Mississippi and Arkansas rivers completed, but at the 
same time, the commissioners are much gratified to state to your 
excellency that the work has been steadily progressing, and if 
the fund is only properly applied, must be completed in a com- 
paratively, short time. 

_ Even if the gaps were all filled up,it would be impossible for 
the commissioners to report how much land has been reclaimed, 
for this fact could only be ascertained by an actual examination 
of all the swamp lands in the State. A vast amount of lands, 
however, have been reclaimed by the construction of levees and 
cutting ditches, and it is the opinion of this board that millions 
of acres of swamp lands which were, before the magnificent 
grant of the 28th September, 1850, regarded as worthless, will be 
thoroughly reclaimed, and become a source of great revenue to 
the State. 

^ For the condition of the levees on the foe and Missis- 
sippi rivers in Desha and Chicot counties, reference is made to 
the report of G. W. Hughes, esq., swamp land engineer, here- 
with, which was accompanied with a large topographical map, 
and profile of the levees. 

Reference is also made to the report of D. Dickson, esq., 
swamp land engineer, which was accompanied also with a map, 
for the condition of the levees on the Arkansas river, above 
Chicot county. The map, etc., of Davis Thompson, esq., of the 
levee on the Mississippi river above Chicot county, is expected 
to be completed in a short time. 

Statement A of this report shows the amount of levee work 
reported before the board for allowance—the amount at 15, 20 
and 25 cents per cubic yard—the amount allowed therefor, in 
dollars and cents—thename of the party to whom allowed, with 
"the date of the allowance.

OF THE SURVEY OF THE STATE LEVEE IN DESHA AND CHICOT 
COUNTIES, ARKANSAS, DY GEO. W. em SWAMP LAND 
ENGINEER. 


Orrice or Swamp LAND ENGINEER, 
Litile Rock, Ark., 5th May, 1855. 
Board of Swamp Land Commissionrs: 

GrntLemen—I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the survey of the state levee on the Arkansas and Mississippi 
rivers, in the counties of Desha and Chicot, which was made in 
accordance with.your instructions. 

I present with this report, a large topographical map of the 
rivers and adjacent country, on a scale of one foot to the town- 
ship, on which is laid down the route of the levee, and the gaps 
which it is necessary to close, in order to complete the line of- 
levee on those rivers in that district; and also a profile, showing 
the height of the levee in comparison with the high water line, 
and the depth of overflow where there is no levee.. This pro- 
file is on a scale of 16 rods to an inch horizontal, and 6 feet to 
an inch vertical. 

Having organized a party, Ireached the point where the levee 
crosses the line between Arkansas and Desha counties, on the 
25th of October, 1855, at which time and place I commenced 
the survey and proceeded down the Arkansas river. 

By reference to the accompanying map, you will see the 
course of the completed levee, and the route which I have sur-. 
veyed where none has ever been constructed. The deep red 
line denotes the finished levee, and the double lines represent 
the gaps. It winds along down the river, as represented, hug- 
ging it very closely in Brock's bend, above leffersonlake. The 
isthmus between this lake and the river is just fifty-seven yards 
wide; about midway along which the levee passes. It is gradu- 
ally becoming more narrow, and in a few yearsit will probably 
all fall into the river; thus establishing a connection between the 
lake and river, which cannot be cut off, and rendering useless all 
the work built on the river between this point and the outlet of 
the lake. To prevent this, however, a contract to make a cut- 
off, which will convert Brock's bend into a lake, was let out, a 
deep and wide ditch was dug across; butso far the river has re- 
fused to change its channel. Ifthis cut-off is not effected, the 
river will certainly cave into Jefferson lake. 
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From this point to Napoleon there i$ but little levee, and in 
some places the bank is low, and the. country back subject to 
inundation by an ordinary overflow. Especially i is this the case 
about three miles above the mouth of the river, ata place term- 
ed “Roaring Water.” At this point, during a flood, the water 
flows from the Arkansas into the Mississippi and Cypr ess creek, 
, with a strong current, since it reaches the same level by a much 
nearer route. Filling this gap would greatly assist in reclaim- 
ing a very extensive district of fine land, which is now subject 
to annual overflows. 

The levee on the Arkansas river is not well located, being 
placed generally too near caving banks; and except in very few | 
places, it does not comply with your ordinance in relation to the 
dimensions which were thought necessary to give it strength " 
sufficient to withstand the pressure of the water at the time 
when at its greatest height. 

It is deemed, by some, that the required size is too great; but 
as no experiments have ever been made testing the strength of 
different sizes and materials, and located at various distances 
from the river, it would be impossible to state what would be a 
combination of economy and strength. à 

There is no levee on the north bank except a short piece op- 
posite Belleville. à 

The distance from the point of commencement to the mouth 
of the river, by the surveyed route, is thirty-four miles, of which 
there are twenty-two and a half of completed levee, and eleven 
and a half of gaps. The estimated cost of filling these gaps, at 
the maximum prices paid for leveeing, and no contract can be 
let at any other, is $24,577. 

From the mouth of the Arkansas river, we proceeded down 
the Mississippi. The levee ceases one mile and a half, below 
Napoleon, àfter reaching to within 990 feet of the levee on the 
Arkansas, two miles and a half above that place. Leavingthe 
lower end of the levee, we marked out the route around Ozark 
bend, across Cork’s point, and around Cypress bend, crossing 
Cypress bayou and Cypress creek, and passing on until we 
reached the upper end of the state levee, on the line between 
Desha and Chicot counties, a short distance below the mouth of 
the creek. 

In presenting this route to you, a few words in regard to the 
advantages resulting from closing this gap, and building dams 
across the bayou and creek might not be out of place. 1t will 
require but a small amount of labor to enlar ge the communica- 
tion that already exists between the creek and bayon, so that. 
when the latter is levied its water will pass by the way of this 
channel into the former; which being levied also, the waters of. 
both the bayou and creek will pass through Opossum fork and 
the old channel of the creek into Boggy bay ou lake, and thence 
into Bayou Mason. ‘Thus all communication between the 
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river and creek would be cut off, and the overflow ,prevent- 
ed from passing to the back country through the channel of the 
creek. 

There is no doubt that this work can be done, since the sur- 
vey proves that there is sufficient fall from the creek to Boggy: 
lake to draw off all the rain water that may find its way into the 
bayou and ereek. Indeed, there was once no connection be- 
tween Cypress creek and the Mississippi. Bayou Red Fork put 
out of the Arkansas river,at Belleville, and emptied into the 
Mississippi in Cypress bend: : Cypress creek ran nearly parallel 
with it, and approached within a few yards of it near the corner 
of Ts. 10 and 11 S., Rs. 1 and 2 W., then turning sharply to the 
southwest joined with Amos bayou, and emptied into Boggy 
lake. In time a channel was worn across the narrow neck of 
land separating them; and the creek finding a lower level'in a 
shorter distance forsook its own channel and adopted that of 
Red Fork, emptying into the Mississippi, where it now does, by 
the bed of. Red Fork bayuu. Then, if Cypress creek once ran 
into Boggy lake and Bayou Mason, it can be made to do so 
again. The- most eligible point for a dam, to turn the creek, 
is on the cut-off between it and Red Fork. 

By referring to the map, you will be able to comprehend this 
plan without any further explanation. It is all important that 
this work should be done, since, during the annual overflows, the 
water of the Mississippi, running out of Ozark and Cypress 
bends, floods a great portion of those ranges of townships num- 
bered 1 and 2 west, from the fifth principal meridian, from those 
bends to Louisiana, and probably on to the Ouachita river. If 
the line of levee is not completed, it will benefit none but the 
land fronting the river. 

Passing on down, with the exception of one mile, on which - 
there is a private levee, we have a continuous State levee to 
Yellow bend, where there is à gap of three and a half miles. 
To close this, the interested citizens had succeeded in getting a 
man to undertake it, who, after having nearly finished the work, 
abandoned it, without receiving but a small allowance for the 
same. The front, along this bend, is also low, and it is very im- 
portant that the remainder should be completed. 

From this point to the State line, there are but two short 
openings, and they are filled by private levees; their length and 
location you will see exhibited on the map. "Though there are 
near twenty-one miles of river bank, which has heretofore been 
considered sufficiently above overflow as not to require levee- 
ing, but which, since the confinement of the river to the channel 
by embankments on both sides, will scarcely be above water 
should there come a flood like that in the spring and summer of 
1844. 

Finding a map, in the swamp land office delineating the levee 
on the Mississippi, above the moutb of White river, in Desha 


county, it was not considered necessary to survey it; but reach- 
P4 
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ing the boundary line between Arkansas and Louisiana on the 
7th Decembeis 1855, the party was immediately disbanded. 
The distance by the survey, from the mouth of the Arkansas 


to the boundary line, is 97 1-10 miles, of which there are 54 1 of | 


completed levee, 21 of high: bank, and 21 6-10 which require 
leveeing. The estimated cost of completing the work along the 
banks which are subject to overflow, is $95,136 00. The same 
could be done for near one-half this amount in cash. 

I found tlie levee more judiciously located on this river than 
on the Arkansas, though its original height and size are, in some 
places, much diminished by heavy rains, the tramping of live 
stock, and from having settled—so much so that but little of it, 
as you will discover from the profile, is now of proper height. 


Indeed, a great deal of it never was so. It would be well if. | 
some means were devised by which all the levees could be kept ' 


in repair, since so much is at stake upon their capability of 
. shielding our best lands from inundation, which always comes in 
that season of the year when it can do the most injury, and 
when the planters have less time to ward against it. 

For the fall of the rivers, the top of the levee composed with 
the line of highest water which was observed and noted in 1844, 
and the height to which the levee must be built in the gaps, you 
are referred to the profile, I may here remark that the line of 
high water, laid down, is not taken from the flood rings on the 
trees at a distance, from the river, which, except across some 
points, is always lówer than on the river bank, and I regretted 
to perceive that they had been the guides in the erection of much 


of the levee I have examined. I ould not but observe the evil. 


of not requiring the contractors to build their work sufficiently 
above the desired height as to counterbalance the “settling” or 
shrinkage. In some large levees this is so much as to leave 
them but a few inches above high water mark, where they have 


settled; though they may have been, when new, full 24 feet . 


above. This could be removed by adding the probable shrink- 
age to the required height of-a levee, in giving to the contractors 
the notes by which they are governed in the erection of their 
work. 'lhe quantity to be thus added should, of course, vary 
with the quality of soil. 

To the profile, your especial attention is invited, since, 
except the courses of the survey, it embodies all the informa- 
tion which was desired when the survey was ordered to be 
_ made.

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To the Honorable Board of. Swamp Land onmibus: 


GENTLEMEN—l have the honor of submitting for your couie: 
ration, my report of operation as one of the swamp land engi- 
heers of the State of Arkansas. - 

Having been appointed engineer by James M. Brown, one of 
the swamp land commissioners, and being duly obligated: in 
June, 1855, I immediately entered upon the discharge of my du- 
ty, Being informed that my field of operation would embrace 
the counties of Crawford, Sebastian, Franklin, Johnson, Yell, 
Pope, Perry, Conway, Searcy, Van Buren, White, Independence, 
Prairie, Saline, Hot Spring, Pulaski, J efferson and Arkansas, I 
proceeded according to instructions to examine and report*cer- 
tait levees and ditches which were under contract, in the coun- 
ties of Pulaski, Jefferson and Arkansas, and reported to the board 
at the October term. There is now on the north side of the Ar- 
kansas river, in the three counties alluded to, twenty and one- 
half miles of levee work completed and paid, for, and on the 
south side of the river, there is about fifty miles of levee work 
completed. 

1 herewith submit for your examination, a map marked A, of 
that part of the Arkansas river lying between Little Rock and 
the line of Desha county, with levee work laid down as finished, 
also some of the ditches. 

The most important part of the levee on the south side of the 
river, in these three counties, is finished or under contr act. 

Upon examination of old levees, on this side cf thé river, I 
find that many of them are now below the standard, some places 
as low, and some lower than high water mark, and, in many 
places they have been made too near the river; consequently, 
in some of the bends they have gone into the river, and will re- 
‘quire rebuilding. The most important cave in the levce, is be- 
low Mr. Brent's ferry, in a caving bend of the river, where there 
is a mile of levee which will go in soon, as the banks of the river 
are cavinz rapidly. The levees on the north side of the rive: ; 
as you w ill see on the map, have been finished in detached pi>- 
ces, and some of them would be of little use in time cf an over- 
flow, unless they are connected. 
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In the eighteen (18) counties in which my duty is assigned, 
there has been no work done by the State, except in the three 
counties alluded to. 

The decision of former commissioners and engineers was, that. 
no levees could be built of any extent on the river above Little 
Rock, on account of the hills coming too close to the river, in 
which I fully concur: but in all those counties there is some 
swamp land, consequeutly, there can be large bodies of land re- 
deemed by ditching. I have not explored all the district assign- 
ed me, but according to instructions, I have to some extent, ex- 
amined that part of the country lying east of the Arkansas river 
in Pulaski, Prairie and Jefferson counties, on the head waters of 
Plum Bayou, Wateseca and Little Bayou Metre, and find an 
immense body of good land lying low and subjeet to overflow 
from the Arkansas river, at a high stage of water. Itismy 
opinion that this part of the country claims your immediate at- 
tention., Uponexamination of map marked A, you will find that 
the overflow from the Arkansas river runs into the head waters 
of Plum Bayou, and from the backing up of the water from the 
mill-dam of Messrs. Mason & Brodie, a large body of good 
land is kept from reclamation. The water in this mill-pond is 
backed up about 25 miles, by the course of the bayou, and at a 
common rise of water in the spring season, the water from the ` 
mill-pond overflows a flat outlet, by some called Flat Bayou, 
thence into Wateseca and Little Bayou Metre. 

Mr. Hallaburton is the owner of a saw-mill on Little Bayou 
Metre. That gentleman informs me himself, that the water in | 
his mill-pond is raised back 25 miles, and that forty or fifty thou- 
sand acres of land is affected by it; the water being kept up in 
these mill-ponds, prevents to some extent, the communication 
from one side of the bayou to another; and if all the obstruc- 
tions were removed from those bayous, from my own knowledge 
of the country, and other reliable information, there can be an 
immense amount of land reclaimed, by ditching into those ba- 
yous, and open into market a large amount of swamp land, 
which otherwise would remain unsettled for many years; and 
when the levées are completed on the north side of the river, 

from the first overflow belów Little Rock to Pine Bluff, this will 
secure from overflow one of the finest districts Pe country in the 
State. 

Owing to the depreciation of swamp land scrip, there has not 
been many contracts let out in this district for the past year; 
but, at this time, there appears to be willingness on the part of 
contractors to cxiend their perna; and close up such open- 
ings as are necessary.

REPORT OF DAVIS THOMPSON, 
SWAMP LAND ENGINEER. 
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di the Honorable Board of Swamp Land 
Commissioners for the State of Arkansas: 


FE beg leave to submit for your consideration are- 
port of my official acts as engineer of the eastern district, to- 
gether with a statement touching the present condition of the 
levees already completed, and gaps remaining unfinished. 
Though laboring under serious difficulties, growing out of bad 
management on the part of my predecessor in office, I have 
been enabled, with kind assistance of citizens on the route, to 
distinguish the parts of levee work unpaid for, and to furnish 
notes necessary to repair insufficient sections. It is but right 
that I should state here, the fact, that in many places the levee 
was found to be deficient, both in height and base, and oc- 
casionally filled with logs and rubbish cf various kinds, render- 
ing the same almost worthless for purposes of protection. I 
have superintended ihe repairing of such work, as far as the 
same could be put under contract, at the depr eciated value of 
scrip; and I am pleased to say, that i in all cases where these ad- 
ditions and repairs have been made, thelevees have since with- 
stood the highest overflow of the Mississippi, without damage. 
In making instrumental surveys of gaps and work not under 
contract, and reporting upon the same, I have found it necessa- 
ry to recommend in some instances, an additional allowance, 
somewhat above the usual rates, especially on contraets to be 
taken across deep marshy bayous, or low swamp; in no instance : 
however have my recommendations exceeded ten cents per cu- 
bic yard more that the ordinary rates. 

In regard to the present condition of the general line of levee | 
on the Mississippi, as far as completed, I feel warranted in say- 
ing that it is good and secure, with an exception, perhaps, in 
Walnut bend, about four miles below Hopefield, and two in 
Mississippi county, amounting in all to about ten miles of levee, 
which will require additional earth. There are gaps yet unfin- 
ished, amounting in all to about twenty miles in the eastern die- 
trict, which I represent, and which I find upon examination, to 
be not only an absolute damage to the work already construct-

ed, owing to the liability of the present levee to be washed at 
the ends, by the exceeding rapid currents of the water, rushing 
as it does, to the lower lands in the rear; also in washing deep 
cuts, and thus rendering the surface uneven and unfit for culti- 
vation; besides, the present system of levee above the mouth of 
the St. Francis river, forms an entire connection, and a gap at | 
any immediate point would inundate the whole country, by col- 
lecting in the rear of the levee built. I deem it especially ad- 
visable to suggest to your honorable board, the extreme neces- 
sity therefore of encouraging to the fullest, the early completion 
of this portion of unfinished work. As to the system of drain- 
age by ditches, heretofore adopted, sanctioned and carried out 
for the purpose of relieving low, level and swampy lands of 
water, I have but little to say, as nothing has been done in that 
department worth noticing, under the present board. I think 
it expedient, however, to state that the greater part of such 
work done heretofore, has been secured and executed with mo- 
tives of selfish design, and intended for the express purpose of 
draining individual lands, ‘without regard to the quantity of | 
swamp lands reclaimed.  . 

I know of nothing more, gentlemen, that I could add at pre- 
sent, which would throw any additional light upon swamp land 
and levying interest in my district—suffice it to say that I con-. 
template a minute survey of the entire district at an early date, 
for the purpose of furnishing a map of the eastern district, a 
diagram of the levee route, with profiles, etc., etc.

on the part of the State, and the contractors have been paid in 
full for the work. .

REPORT 
OF THE 


KEEPERS OF THE PENITENTIARY, 


ARKANSAS PENITENTIARY, 
October 9th, 1856. 


To His Excellency, Eras N. Conway, 
Governor of the State of Arkansas: 


Sir—The undersigned, as contractors and keepers of the 
penitentiary, respectfully present the following report: 

Under a contract with the proper authorities, on the 25th day 
of January, 1855, we undertook to keep the penitentiary for 
two years, and construct, during that time, a certain brick 
building, to answer the purpose of a work-shop, 150 feet long, 
40 feet wide, 2 stories high, and covered with slate; also to 
make some repairs on the main building, for the sum of eighteen 
thousand dollars. The whole of the work, which we contracted 
to do, has been completed by us, and inspected and received by 
your appointed agent, Gen. John Hutt, and paid for by the 
proper officers of the State; and all our other duties, as keepers 
of the penitentiary, have been performed in a manner proper 
and satisfactory, we trust, to all parties, up to this time. Our 
subsisting contract will expire on the 12th of January next, 
when we shall be prepared to deliver up our trust to the proper 
State authority, or to turn it over to such other person as may 
be employed by them, as our successor. 

The occasion seems appropriate for submitting a few remarks, . 
such as our experience has suggested, in respect to the present. 
condition and future care of the establishment. The present 
exterior stone wall, built under a former contract, is substantial 
and durable, as far as it has been carried up, and affords good 
general security against the escape of prisoners; but, owing to 
the system of offsetts adopted in its construction, (to accommo- 
date it to the uneven surface of the ground,) deemed necessary 
to comply with the law under which it was built, the top of the 
wall is not only of unequal height, but also of unequal thiek- 
ness in several parts of its extent. It thus presents an unfin- 
ished and unsightly appearance. Indeed, it is unfinished as a - 
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piece of masonry, inasmuch as it lacks the usual and proper 
coping of stones. This was not provided for in the contract, 
under which it was built by us, and we did not feel authorized 
to add it on our own responsibility, as it would be hardly suit- 
able to the present inequality of the wallin height and thick- 
ness. Moreover, we expected, as intimated in our report of 
1854, that the carrying up the whole wall to the same height 
and thickness, would be provided for, and that this coping can 
then be more appropriately put on. In our opinion, this addi- 
tion, in order to give equality of height and thickness, and 
finish to the wall, is not'only desirable for the sake of appear- 
ance, but is necessary to give due stability and durability to the 
top of the whole structure. And as the present height of the 
wall (18 feet,) is not deemed quite high enough to ensure that 
perfect security for which it was intended, we think it would be 
advisable, while engaged in the additions above suggested, (if 
they should be provided for) to increase the present height of 
the wall some four or five feet^all around. 

Owing to the inereased number of convicts, it is necessary 
that the number of cells, for their confinement, should be in- 
creased. "There are now 90 prisoners, and only 84 cells. In 
consequence of this, we have to confine some of them in the old 
work-shops within the same building, which are not suitable or 
secure enough for such a purpose. In this building, if the par- 
tition walls and old work-shops be taken out, there will bespace 
enough left for another block of 84 cells, as large as the old one. 
But it is proper to remark, in this connection, that we have 
‘found the dimensions of the present cells too. small, and, even 
if these should not be enlarged, we think that the new ones, 
which are now necessary, should be made larger; sufficiently 
large, at least, to accommodate two persons, and to be so used 
in cases of sickness. This is almost indispensable indeed, 
unless a separate building, for a hospital, shall be erected. But : 
that a hospital should be built, we think there can be no rea- 
sonable question. Humanity, at least, requires it. A building, 
for this purpose, can be cónveniently constructed as a wing of 
the old building, and so arranged that the hospital shall occupy 
one side of it, and a kitehen (which is also needed) the other; 
or, what would, perhaps, be better for both purposes, it might 
have two stories, the kitchen below and the hospital above. 

The old building, containing the cells, old work-shops, ete., 
etc., needs a new roof—the present roof is in a decaying condi- 
tion. A new one of slate, such as that on the new building, is 
required. Besides the upper (3d) tier of cells, extending up 
close to the old roof, are not, and, as at present situated, can. 
not be sufficiently ventilated for the ordinary comfort and health 
of the convicts in summer-time; the closeness and heat of the 
air in those cells, make it improper and inhumane to put any 
one in them. This difficulty can be obviated, when the new 
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roof of the old building, now necessary, as above stated, comes 
to be put on, by adding about 8 feet to the present height of its 
outer walls, and putting in a row of upper windows. It would 
be proper, also, we think, to ceil or plaster the underside of the 
new roof to the block; then, with sash and glass windows, 
proper ventilation could be had in warm weather; and by the 
use of stoves, the whole building could be properly warmed in 
winter-time. 

We deem it our dúty to repeat the recommendation, made in 
our report of 1854, that an additional work-shop, 50 feet long 
by 35 feet wide, one story high, and roofed with slate, be pro- 
vided for; and to urge again, as then, respectfully but earnestly, ` 
that “a warden or keeper's house” is also very necessary to 
the comfort and even safety of the place—the immediate (and 
almost constant) presence of uial ofücer being imperatively 
demanded. 

While we are aware that there is no law which requires us 
to make any recommendation, we yet trust that such as we 
have made will not be regarded as either ill-timed or out of 
place. In the double capacity of builders and keepers of the 
penitentiary, for something more than four years past, our ex- 
perience has not only forcéd upon our serious attention the 
several matters of which we have spoken, but afforded us 
means and opportunity of judging of them practically, beyond the 
reach of other persons, and we have thus been convinced of the 
truth and importance of the views we have ventured to express. 

In respect, particularly, to the measures we have recom- 
mended, for improving the health and comfort of the prisoners, 
not only do we think they are demanded upon the general 
grounds of humanity and true economy, but we have good rea- 
son to believe that much of the sickness in the penitentiary, 
within the last few years, may be directly traced to a want of 
them. 

For a statement in detail, of the condition of the penitentiary, , 
the number of convicts received during the past two years, also 
those pardoned, restored to citizenship, discharged by sentence, 
those of escapes, died, etc., etc., we refer to the accompanying 
tables, marked A, B, C, D, E, F, G,H, and I. We also attach 
the medical report of the attending physician, enclosed.

Gentlemen: By your request, I respectfully submit the 
following report of the sanitary condition of the State peniten- 
tiary, for the two years ending 10th October, 1856: 

During the above period, but few mechanical injuries, or cas- 
ualties of a serious nature have occurred in the prison, and the 
convicts have generally enjoyed an immunity from general dis- 
eases, or the ordinary antumnal fevers, commensurate of that 
with the citizens of the surrounding country. 

The summer months of the present year were marked by an 
aggravated form of dysentary or flux, in an epidemic character; 
and was dependent, in my Opinion, not in errors of diet as is so 
frequently the case, but was attributable to atmospheric causes, 
the influence of which is severely felt by those who are subject 
to the disadvantages of confinement. I frequently visit the 
mess-room of the establishment, and always found the rations 
abundant, wholesome and nutritious, and notwithstanding the 
unusual number of cases, and in many instances, the violence 
of the attacks to this date, no deaths have occurred from the 
above disorder. . 

Since the last reports of the contractors, at least one hundred 
and fifty cases of disease have been under medical treatment, 
and of that number -but two have died, one from consumption, 
and the other from hemorrhage of the lungs. HET 

There are about thirty of the inmates of the prison, who from 
the infirmities of age and chronic disease are unable to perform 
any useful labor, and are generally to be seen at the hospi- 
tai. 
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The necessity of a suitable room for a hospital has been seri- 
ously felt—the shops which have been used for the purpose are 
entirely unfit without very great improvement. 

The sanitary police of the building and grounds has been 
thorough and efficient. 

I take pleasure in acknowledging the uniform curtesy of the 
clerk, and his zeal and efficiency in the administration of the 
remedies prescribed, and the promptness of the contractors in 
furnishing articles of medicines, etc. - r

RAILROAD REPORTS. 
CAIRO AND FULTON RAILROAD. 


Orrrce Carro AND Forros Rarroap Co, 
Little Rock, Arkansas, Oct. 30, 1856. 


Sm: This company has at all times regarded the Cairo and 
Fulton railroad as an improvement in which the State and its 
citizens have a deep concern, and in this view a concise state- 
ment of its affairs and prospects, is respectfully submitted. On 
the northern end, or that portion passing through the south- 
eastern counties of Missouri, an engineer corps has been engag- 
ed in locating the road, adjusting grades, ete., preparatory to 
the letting of the work, which was advertised for the 25th of 
the present month. Its construction account, therefore, may be, 
considered as fairly opened. Having means so ample for its 
prosecution, consisting of stock subscription, a loan of State cre- 
dk amounting to two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, alter- 
nate sections of land granted by Congress, and upwards of five 
hundred thousand acres of swamp lands, transferred to the com- 
pały by counties through which its passes, there is no reason to 
oe its completion from the mouth of the Ohio river to our 
northern boundary, in less than two years. The unrestricted 
maner in which the lands have been placed at the disposal of 
the company, will assure to it unembarrassed eredit; while un- 
der jidicious management, and with the rapid advance given 
by rairoad facilities to the value of lands, the means at the dis- 
posal cf that company may be regarded as more than sufficient 
for its completion and equipment. 

On th: 27th day of August, 1855, articles of agreement were 
entered into between that company and this, (a copy of which 
is herewith submitted,) from which it will be seen that consoli- 
dation for management, through the agency of a joint commit- 
tee, is provided for on the entire line. This measure, though 
not so effestive and desirable as a control of one board of direc- 
tors, has been found mutually advantageous, in conducing to 
economy as well as concert of action. 

At the las session of the legislature, a law was enacted, pro- 
viding for a transfer of the lands granted by Congress, to aid in. 
the construction of the Cairo and Fulton road, to this company. 
Its terms, however, were considered so exceptionable, that the

company determined not to accept the landsunderit. Therea- 
sons for this determination are fully presented in the accompa- 
nying copy of the proceedings of the executive committee of the 
board of directors. Thiscompany having assumed the respon- 
sibility and superintendency, at its own expense, of selecting the 
. lands appertaining to the road, under the grant of Congress, its 
attention has been directed mainly since that time to this ob- 
ject.’ Without those lands as a basis of credit, the expectations 
and hopes, either of the company or the country, could not be 
realized, and the time being limited, with a field of operations 
three hundred miles in length, by thirty in breadth, promptness 
and activity, were dictates both of duty and interest. It was 
important, and certainly just, that all the lands fairly embraced 
by the grant should be obtained; and with a view to that object, 
a strong force has been kept constantly employed.: The selec- 
tions have been greatly retarded, and the expenses of the com- 
pany increased by the careless manner in which agents have 
selected lands under the provisions of the swamp land laws. 

Conflicts, in many instances, have been ascertained, but, mea- 
sures have been adopted, which, it is believed, will prevent loss 
to any serious extent. This branch of our business, although 
actively prosecutéd, and now well advanced, is not yet com- 
pleted, nor can a time be safely indicated for its accomplish- 
ment. A more detailed statement of the operations of the 
company is deemed unnecessary, but were it otherwise, would 
be scarcely practicable at present. Such information as may 
be desired, if in the power of the company to communicaie, 
will at all times be afforded to the executive or legislative. de- 
partments of the government. It may be added that the enfer- 
prise is regarded as not only entirely practicable, but sur? of 
success, if sustained as it may well be by our citizens and the 
State. Though the resources which properly pertain to this work, 

and without which it cannot now proceed, are yet unavailable; ; 
and though much has occurred to postpone its consummation, 
entire confidence is entertained in the certainty of its comple 
tion. 

We have to lament the recent death, after a protracted ill- 
ness, of our presiding officer, RoswELL Berpe, esq., to whose efti- 
ciency in connection with this great public improvenent, he 
company and country are deeply indebted.

Articles of agreement entered into, by.and between the * Cairo 
and Fulton railroad company,” and “the Cairo and Fulton rail- 
road company of Missouri." os 

ArricLe 1. To facilitate the construction of this road as an 
entire line and to give increased efficiency in the conduct and 
administration of everything pertaining to its construction, use, 
and operation,.and providing means therefor, said companies 
hereby agree to unite and consolidate, and hereby do unite and 
consolidate, so far as to place the management of the business 
heretofore requisite to be done by said companies severally in 
the charge and control of a joint committee, each company re- 
taining its separate organization as prescribed by its charter. 

Art. 2. Said committee shall be selected or appointed from 
the respective boards of directors of each of said contracting 
parties. The representation of each of said respective compa- 
nies in said committee to be appointed as a basis, upon the re- 
lative distances of the Arkansas and Missouri divisions of said 
entire line, and the cost of the construction of each respective 
division, taking the surveys and estimates as now made by Capt. 
Williams, as chief engineer of each division, as the basis of 
such apportionment, and which is hereby adjusted by the re- 
spective parties, as follows, to wit: Seven members of said com- 
mittee shall be appointed by the Cairo and Fulton railroad com- 
pany, and two. members of said committee shall be appointed 
by the Cairo and Fulton railroad company of Missouri, and said 
committee, when so raised, shall consist of nine members, and is 
hereby vested with full power and authority to do and perform 
any and every act or thing. which lawfully may, or can be done, 
by the said companies respectively, and to use the corporate 
name and seal, or other appropriate means of authenticating 
any act or thing, or contract of said companies respectively. 
And all lawful acts done, or contracts entered into by such com- 
mittee, shall have the like force and effect, as if done or execut- 
ed severally by said companies respectively. 

Art. 3. Said joint committee shall be appointed forthwith by 
the respective companies hereby contracting, and shall hold 
their first stated meeting at the city Little Rock, in the State of 
Arkansas, on the third Monday in September next, A. D. 1855, 
and ever thereafter hold their office, at such places, and meet at 
such times as may be indicated by the said committee; a ma- 
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jority of whom shall constitute a quorum, with power to sit and 
transact business. The several members of said committee and 
their suecessors in office, shall hold their office for the term of 
twelve months, and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified to succeed them. 

Art. 4. Each respective company hereby contracting, shall 
be bound only by such acts or contracts of said committee, as 
may be done or made in its name, or have relation to the: por- 
tion of said road, now subject to its separate control, and all 
moneys, securities or means raised, or provided by, for, or in the 
hame of said companies respectively, shall be apportioned and 
applied exclusively to the advancement of that portion of the 
road now subject to the separate control of the company, by 
which, or in the name of which, they shall be raised or provid- 
ed. Each company hereby binding itself to pay such proportion 
of all the expenses of the management and administration of 
the business of said road as shall be équitable, due regard be- 
ing paid to the fact of the accrual of such liability, or expendi- 
tures, whether it has relation to the separate business or the 
joint or common interest of both of said companies, all which. 
expenses shall be definitely and definitively adjusted, and ap- 
pointed by said committee. i 

Art. 5. Said committee shall keep a full and faithful record 
of its proceedings, distinguishing appropriately such acts or con- 
tracts as relate to that portion of said road, subjectto the sepa- 
rate control of said companies respectively. That is, such as 
have relation to the road in the State of Missouri, from such as 
have relation to the road in the State of Arkansas, and report 
the same to said companies respectively, quarterly, at least, ón 
the first Mondays of January, April, July and October, and 
such other times as said eompanies respectively shall require. 
In testimony whereof, we, the undersigned, Edward Cross and 
William C. Bevens, acting for and in behalf of the Cairo and Ful-

REPORT OF THE 
CAIRO & FULTON RAILROAD COMPANY. 


Resolved, That it is inexpedient for the stockholders to take 
any definite action, at this time, respecting the act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of.this State, approved January 16th, 1855, en- 
titled “ an act to aid in the construction of the Cairo and Fulton rail- 
road,” and that the same be and is hereby referred back to the 
board of directors, with full authority to take such action, in re- 
gard thereto, as they shall, under this resolution and the pro- 
visions of the charter of the company, deem most conducive to 
the interests of the State and the rights of this company. 

In pursuance of the foregoing resolution, adopted at the an- 
nual meeting of the stockkholders of the Cairo and Fulton rail- 
road company, held in Little Rock on 7th May last, a meeting 
of the board of directors was appointed for the 14th inst., for the 
purpose of considering the matters contemplated by said reso- 
lution, at which time a quorum was not present. In these cir- 
cumstances, by a rule of the board, that duty properly devolved 
upon the executive committee, in the performance of which, 
they present the following report:

To the stockholders of the Cairo and Fulton R. R. Company: 


By the provisions of the charter of 12th January, 1853, incor- 
porating the. Cairo and Fulton railroad company, it will be seen, 
they are authorized and empowered to survey, locate, construct, 
alter, maintain and operate a railroad upon the route of the 
main line road described in the act of Congress granting the 
right of way through the public lands of the United States, for 
said railroad, and every alternate section thereof for six miles 
in width on each side of such line to aid in the construction of 
a railroad “from a point on the ‘Mississippi river opposite the 
mouth of the Ohio, in the State of Missouri, via Little Rock, to 
the Texas boundary line, near Fulton, in Arkansas.” 

By the provisions of said charter the right of way for the road 
through the lands belonging to the State was specially granted 
to this corporation on the line, as that same might be surveyed 
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“and selected by it, which the company now owns, as well as the 
right of way through the government .lands, under a general 
law of Congress, enacted previous to that of February 9th; 1853, 

` and through individual property by special relinquishments. 

The route of the road was surveyed by the company, and the 
right of way obtained through individual property in 1853-—54 
and at an expense to this company of about $25,000. Theline 
of this route has been carefully examined and surveyed and 
minute estimates made of the cost of the constructing such road 
by the most reliable authority. "This survey was approved and 
adopted by the company and thereafter reported to the Gov- 
ernor of the State, and by him laid before the legislature at the 
opening of its session on the 6th of November, 1854. 

From a careful consideration of the provisions of the * act. to 
aid in the construction of the Cairo and Fulton railroad," approved 
January 16th, 1855, it appears to us manifest, that no company 
accepting the lands granted by Congress to aid in the construc- 
tion of this road, subject to the restrictions and conditions there- 
in prescribed, or assenting to abide by them, by agreeing to take 
said lands, subject to such restrictions and conditions, could, un- 
der the most favorable view which can be taken of the subject, 
* sell or use them," until twenty years shall have expired, after 
the completion of the road; for the second section of said act 
expressly declares * that after the expiration of twenty years 
from the date of the completion of the said Cairo and Fulton 
railroad, from the Missouri line, to the Texas boundary line, or 
to the point where said road shall eross Red river near Fulton, 
said company shall pay into the State Treasury an annual tax 
upon the road, fixtures, lands, tenements, and houses, equal to 
that paid upon other taxable property in this State, for the time 
being, and for the purposes of taxation, the road, fixtures, lands, 
ténements and houses shall be considered separate and distinet 
from the capital stock, whether all the-eapital stock shall be ex- 
pended in building said road, fixtures, houses, tenements or not, 
and the capital stock shall be exempt from taxation, as provid- 
ed for in the eleventh section of said Cairo and Fulton railroad 
charter, approved the twelfth January, 1853; Provided however, 
That in case the whole of said road is not completed within the 
time, as required by the act of Congress making said grant of 
land for the purpose of building said road, then and in that 
event, so much of said road as shall be completed, together with 
the fixtures, lands, tenements, houses, etc., pertaining and be- 
longing to said completed part, after the expiration of twenty 
years from the date of the completion of said part, shall be sub- 
ject to taxation in the same manner as is provided for in this 
section, in case the whole of said road had been completed; 
Provided, Such tax map be assessed at any time when said com- 
pany, by their directors, shall declare a dividend of ten per cent. 
per annum upon the capital stock”— Provided, That said com- 
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pany shall not sell or use any portion of the lands hereby ap- 
propriated until after they have complied with the provisions of 
this section." l 

These provisions may well be regarded as in conflict with, 
and repugnant to the obvious policy and express provisions of 
the law of the United States, making the grantof said land, and 
considered as an act of State legislation simply, as void, on ac- 
count of such repugnancy. Yet, if this company should yield 
its assent thereto, and voluntarily agree to take said lands, on 
the conditions and subject to the restriction in said act prescribed, 
a different result might well be expected, and the act, by such 
agreement, become valid and binding upon both the company 
and the State, and thereby all the lands acquired under it, be 
placed as it were in abeyance, neither subject to “ sale or use,” 
or taxation even, for an indefinite period of time, certainly not 
less than 20 years, after the completion of the road, or the ex- 
piration of the time limited therefor by the act of Congress, or 
of the declaration by the company of a dividend on its capital 
stock of ten per cent. per annum—the right to sell or use the 
same, being expressly made dependent upon the happening of 
some one of these contingencies. If this understanding of the 
act in question, is not the true one; what other or different in- 
terpetation will it legitimately bear? If it be the true in- 
terpretation (it certainly accords with the literal reading of its 
provisions, in the language of which, nothing ambiguous is per- 
ceived,) it not only perverts the grant from the purpose for 
whish it was made, by explicitly and peremptorily forbidding 
the sale or use of any of the lands for a period of 20 years after 
the completion of the road, but thereby inhibiting also all set- 
tlement or improvement of them, (if the road shall be built) for 
a quarter of a century atleast. If they may not be sold or used, 
while the road is being constructed, how, we enquire, can they 
be considered an aid in its construction? And what could be 
more prejudicial to the common interests of the country and the 
company, than the withholding from sale, settlement and taxa- 
tion of so large a body of productive lands, along the route of 
the road, traversing the State through its centre, from north- 
east to south-west, for a period equal to the average of human 
life? We trust this company may never be justly chargeable 
with inflicting, or in the remotest degree aiding or assenting to 
the infliction of any such injury upon the country. l 

We have thus referred to, and presented specially, extracts 
from the second section of said act, not because it contains the 
only provision calculated to prejudice seriously, if acceded to, 
the interests of the company, but mainly because its provisions 
appear to us so palpably opposed to the design of Congress in . 
granting the lands, and the progress of the improvements, to 
facilitate and expedite which, the grant was made, as well as 
to the true interests of this company, and the country at large,

as to exclude the possibility of any company of ordinary intelli- 
gence and integrity adopting or acting under them. | 

We feel constrained by a sense of duty to you, to ourselves, 
as stockholders and your agents charged temporarily with the 
preservation of your interests in an enterprise of importance, | 
affecting alike the common interests of our State, counties, towns 
and people, as well as the promotion of that enterprise, by every 
appropriate available means in our power, to decline taking the 
lands granted by Congress to aid in the construetion of this road, 
in virtue of any provision in said: act of the. General Assembly 
of this State, approved January 16, 1855, granting or purporting 
to grant the same to this company, on conditions and subject to 
restrictions as therein specified and prescribed. 


With the view of obviating any real or imaginary obstacle to 
the progress. of this great work, arising from any action or want 
of action, on the part of either the last General Assembly, or of 
this company, so far asitis competent, advance the same by 
every legitimate means, not involving the sacrifice of their cap- 
ital invested therein, this company will hold itself ready at the 
meeting of the next General Assembly, to renew substantially 
its proposition submitted to the last, to surrender to the State, 
being first re-imbursed its actual expenditures made or ineur- 
red, the franchises with which it is invested. 

In this view of the subject, the said act may well be regarded 
as important for the interests of the State; although it prohibits 
the lands from sale or use as therein provided, inasmuch as there- 
by the line or route of the road is definitely fixed, the lands 
granted by Congress accepted by the State in such manner that 
their selection can be made; theresidue of the government lands 
released and restored to market, and those granted, be held as 
contemplated by the act of Congress making the grant .and be 
ultimately appropriated in aid of the construction of the.road— 
securing thereby the construction of this important link in the 
great national lines of railway, traversing and destined to trav- 
erse this union of States through their center from north-east to 
south-west; from the Atlantie to the Pacifie oceans, as well as 
from the great chain of lakes on their northern, to the gulf of 
Mexico on their southern border, connecting with and intersect- 
ing at the center of the great inland lines of travel and com- 
merce, both by land and water—and radiating thence to the 
circumference in every direction—the programme of which, as 
of no other connected system of roads, has obtained the ap- 
proval of the whole country, as is evidenced by the acts of Con- 
gress granting public lands in aid of the construction of the most 
important of these lines, viz: the Illinois Central, the Mobile and 
Ohio and the Cairo and Fulton roads. 

It will not be cut of place for the committee to say that they 
remain unshaken in the confidence they have always felt and 
expressed in the great value and ultimate success of this under- 
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taking, and they are satisfied that its value and importance will 
appear the more clear, the more thoroughly itis examined and 
understood. 

]t is a road that must stand without a rival in construction or - 
the value of its stock and income. It will run fora greater dis- 
tance through the State, than any other railroad projected by our 
citizens or penetrating our borders from abroad. Its importance 
in this respect, is evidenced by the consideration that every ad- 
ditional mile of road constructed within the State that can be 
profitably worked, not only adds to thé aggregate of its internal 
improvement, but increases the amount of its taxable property, 
by enhancing the value of real estate, and augmenting in various 
ways the sum of its personal property; hence all things being 
equal, the longest line of railroad running over its own soil is the 
one most beneficial to the State, and in the construction of whieh 
it has the largest interest. j l

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| REPORT OF THE 
Mississippi, Ouachita and Red River. R. R. 


Orrick or tHE M. O. & R. R. R. Co., 
Camden, Arks., October Ist, 1856. 


Dear Sm: Yours of the 17th ult., came duly te hand, asking 
information in regard to the prospects of the Mississippi, Ouachita 
and. Red river railroad. I regret that it is out of my power, at 
the present, to furnish you with any thing like an official report, 
. as I am at present engaged in reviewing that portion of the road 
between this point and the Mississippi river, preparatory to sub- 
mitting my annual report to the stockholders at their next 
meeting, on the 19th of November next. | 

I will merely state that the road, between the Mississippi river 
and Camden, is under contract, and at least two-thirds of that 
ready for the iron. The contractors are all at work and pushing 
it forward rapidly to completion, and think the whole will be 
ready for the iron by spring. We have a committee now in 
New York negotiating for iron, and the last accounts are favo- 
rable for a purchase, on good terms, and the policy pursued in 
the management of the affairs of our company, highly approv- - 
ed of by the capitalists of the east. 

Our cash liabilities are considerably less than they were twelve 
months ago, notwithstanding we have had a large force upon 
the work during the past year, and we are not only doing the 
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work, but paying forthe same; and think will be able to do the 
whole of the local work on the eastern division, from the Missis- 
sippi river to Camden, and not exhaust more than fifty cents on 
the dollar of our present stock; still leaving unappropriated the 
remaining fifty cents on the dollar, in connection with the valu- 
able real estate in town property, and the eastern terminus of 
the road, and in the city of Camden, which will act as a basis for 
raising means and equipping and placing the road in running 
order. If the legislature should make us: a liberal donation of 
swamp land, it would assist us very materially in pushing óur 
road through to an early completion. The friends of the enter- 
prise, in this portion of the State, are looking forward to your 
message with great interest, believing that you will recommend 
something very liberal, and the legislature will adopt the same.

REPORT OF THE 


PROGRESS AND FUTURE PROSPECTS OF THE LITTLE ROCK AND 
NAPOLEON RAILROAD. 


Soutu Benp, October 15th, 1856. 


Sig: I have the honor to submit a report, written at your re- 
quest, and in conformity with your letter, of the 17th ultimo. 
The obstacles which this company in common with other rail- 
road enterprises in this State, has had necessarily to encounter, 
such as the great scarcity of money, and general embarrassment 
of the country since our organization, the entire absence of bank- 
ing facilities at home, to relieve a community whose credit and 
resources abroad were cramped, from their inability to get their 
produce to market; the want of experience in railroad building, 
or the knowledge of the vast benefits which they invariably be- 
stow on every department of business, and the many foolish pre- 
judices, incident to all work. of the kind, were well calculated to 
retard the progress of the most favorable enterpise; but to a com- 
pany like ours, unaided by any foreign means whatever, our fail- 
ure to procure State aid—either by the adoption of our road as 
the eastern branch of the * Cairo and Fulton railroad," or from 
the swamp land grants, asked for at the last session of the leg- 
islature—with our limited means, a less enterprising board of 
directors would have abandoned thé project in despair. 
‘But deprived of navigation two-thirds of the year, and some- 
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times the whole year, except an occasional small boat, the high 
tariff of freights, i insurance, storage, etc., and the enormous in- 
terest to which every department of business in our State is 
subject, for the want of adequate means of transportation, and 
shut out as we are from all convenient communication with the 
world—with the calculation that every three year’s losses is 
sufficient to build this road, were strong incentives to action; 
therefore, the board of directors ordered a re-survey and location 
of the eastern division from Napoleon to Pine Bluff, and resolved 
to apply all our means first to this end of the line, and tolet out 
contracts, payable in stock, and where that could not be effected, 
to stockholders to work out their subscriptions. Our chief engi- 
neer caused the re-survey and location to be made, and reported 
the following result: “The total distance from Pine Bluff to the 
Mississippi river, by this located line is found to be 58 miles, 
1900 feet. Of this, 300 feet only is curved with a radius of half 
a mile in length. The total fall from the Bluff to high-water 
mark at the Mississippi river, is found to be just 70 feet. This 


gives the average fall by the railroad route, one foot and a quar- 


ter per mile.” He also says: “In order to secure a road-bed, 
entirely in embankment; (a great object), I have assumed a 
grade of five feet to the mile, as the maximum. This grade is 
used but seldom, and enables us to effect a thorough drainage. 
The characteristics of the route may be stated, for all practical 
purposes, to be an air line, with a maximum grade of five feet 
tothe mile; the average grade being one foot and a quarter 
per mile." 

This division was put under contract, to responsible contrac- 
tors, and the work commenced on the 5th of August, 1855; but, 
most of the road was taken by planters, who only worked their 
hands a short time, that summer, before they were compelled to 
return to their farms. 

Only one-half of theroad-way was cut out, four miles graded, 
and the earth-work partially done on three miles. Às that esti- 
mate was made up to 1st July last, on the eve of the resuption 
of the work by the planters, and no estimate has, as: yet, been 
made of their work of the past summer, I can only say that 
nearly the entire road-way has been cut eut and grubbed, a large 
addition made to the earth work, several thousand cross-ties got 
out, part of them delivered on the road, and the contractors for 
all the trestle work on this division are progressing rapidly with 
their work, and are expected to completeit this winter. There 
are several contractors at work, with from seven to fifteen hands 
each, and a large additional Irish force is to be placed on the line 
in a few weeks. Some of the planters have re-let the earth- 
work on their contracts. 

As we bring up the work from the Mississippi river, not one of 
the contractors will delay; but, when they find they cannot do 
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the earth-work in time with their own hands, will employ Irish, 
or re-let their contracts. 

Such is now the condition of the work, that we feel confident 
that the road-bed from Napoleon to A. O. Douglass’ contract, (a 
distance of 39 miles), will be ready for the iron next spring, and 
that the laying of the iron might be commenced in January or 
February, and proceeded with uninterruptedl¥ to Pine Bluff, as 
the local work will progress with increased rapidity as soon 
as that process is commenced.

operation, with sufficient rolling stock and plain substantial 
buildings for present use, $500,000. 

Tf our people would unite, how easily and speedily the local 
work of this division could be prepared for the iron? 

By estimate, it is ascertained that the negro force on the south 
side of the Arkansas river, from Napoleon to Pine Bluff, could 
accomplish it in fourteen days. 

Under all the cireumstances, we have just cause to be satis- 
fied with the progress we have made and the brilliant prospects 
before us. | 

Our enterprise is rapidly gaining on the confidence of the 
people, and many who have stood idly by, now promise us their 
support, and will soon come to our aid. 

We confidently expect the next legislature to provide for the 
payment of our ditches, which, in their unfinished state, have 
already reclaimed large bodies of land, otherwise of no value; 
but thus reclaimed, are superior cotton lands, and when complet- 
ed; will effectually drain a large portion of the country through 
which it passes, by means of the leading ditches cutting outlets 
to the main bayous; making an aggregate as taken from the 
field notes by our chief engineer, of 312,500 cubic yards. This 
drainage, at the rates paid per cubic yard by the State, amounts 
to $62,5000, to which sum we think the company is clearly en- 
titled. B 
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I must respectfully call your attention to this subject, as well 
as to the fact that there are several gaps iu the levee from Pine 
Bluff to Napoleon, on the south side of the river, which, if left 
open, greatly endanger the safety of this road, as well as the 
property of a large portion of the country; and the levee itself, 
which has been erected at great cost to the State, is subject, at 
any high rise in the river, to be swept away.- 

These considerations, I hope, will cause some prompt and 
adequate action on the part of our nextlegislature to insure the 
filling of those gaps this winter. 

A liberal grant of the swamp lands to this company, will in- - 
sure the rapid completion of this division, and enable us to push 
forward the, forty miles from Pine Bluff to Little Rock; and up- 
on that portion of our road we may expect the general govern- 
ment to give us the right of way, and a donation of the usual 
amount of land. 

We were led from newspaper information, to believe that the 
last Congress would have donated to Arkansas, lands as liber- 
ally as to other States; and as this road has not participated in 
former grants, we confidently expect to come in for a'share. I 
still hope that the next Congress will not overlook our State. 

This road completed to Little Rock, will give such value to 
the lands on the Fort Smith line as to insure the building of that 
road, and give a continuoüs line of railroad from the Mississippi 
river, to our north-western border, and furnish facilities of trans- 
portation and travel for nearly half the State. 

No one, who will take the pains to inform themselves of the 
productions of the country dependent upon this line of road, 
and the great travel it will command, with the large increase of 
business the road will necessarily create. can doubt for a mo- 
ment, that it will be one of the best paying roads in the south- 
west, requiring, from its remarkable small cost, less business to 
give a fair dividend, than any other road being constructed in 
the State. 

The present low price of iron and equipments, with the local 
work, all contracted for, and a large portion completed and paid 
for, at the chief engineer's estimates, silences all doubt as to 
cost, and he confidently believes that the entire road to Little | 
Rock can be put into successful operation at his first estimate of 
$12,669 per mile; making an aggregate of $1,257,402, and I 
have no doubt of it. | 

My acknowledgments are due to our chief engineer, Capt. 
Lloyd Tilghman, for the use I have made of his reports in mak- 
ing up estimates, ete.

COMMON SCHOOLS, 
IN THE STATE OF ARKANSAS. 


OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE, : 


E Little Rock, 94th November, 1856 
To His Excellency Eras N. Conway: 


SIR—Às ex-offieio state commissioner of common schools, it 
is made the duty of the secretary of state to report annually to 
the governor, the * condition of common schools" in the State, 
by the first Monday in November. 

The law contemplating that my report is founded upon data, 
furnished to me by the county commissioners, this communica- 
tion has been voluntarily delayed in the vain hope of receiving 
from them such information as would enable me to present 
something like a reliable statement of the condition of me com- 
mon schools in Arkansas. 

‘In July last, I addressed aletterto the several ETE 
sioners, urging upon them the importance of a punctual observ- 
ance of their duties, and calling their attention, specifically, to 
each point of information designated by the law, and which 
they are required to embrace in their reports to the state ¢om- 


missioner. These reports have been received from about one- 


half of the counties; some of them within the last few days; 
but in nearly every instance they are vague, inexplicit and un- 
satisfactory; in many cases failing entirely to touch the inquiry 
upon which information was sought. 


I am enabled, however, to collect from the reports of the coun- ^. 


ty commissioners, that there are in the State, about twenty-five 
common schools, organized and sustained by the common school 


fund. "This exhibits a state of things which all must deplore, 


and is a discouraging commentary upon our “ common school 
system," if system it may be called, under its present practical 
operation. 

The commissioners, in some of the counties, state that they 
cannot tell the precise condition of their school fund; that they 
have received from their predecessors in office obligations upon 
persons indebted-for the school fund, whom they believe to be 
insolvent, and that the fund is in such a confused condition that 
they are unable to make any definite statement upon the sub- 
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ject. The sacred obligation to preserve the school fund is re- 
cognized by all, and the General Assembly should protect it by 
every possible legislative guard within the scope of their au- 
thority. 

The present minimum price of lands, in my opinion, is fixed 
toolow. In the upland portion of the State, two dollars per 
acre may be considered their fair value, but in the fertile bottom 
lands, to sell them at that price is a manifest sacrifice. "These 
lands are being rapily sold. "This is especially the case in the 
cotton planting region of the State. They are generally sold 
at the minimum, and the result is, we see the cotton field flour- 
ish upon them, but not even a log school-house is reared for the 
education of the poor youth of the township. However, there 
are cases where the school sections have been sold at a. high price. 
In one county on the Mississippi river, the commissioner reports 
` that there is a township fund of about $25,000. In this town- 
ship, he says there are few children to be educated, and these 
few are sent to school in other States. He says a school at pre- 
sent is not needed, but the township is mostly owned by planters, 
whose families are non-resident, and thatnearly all the children ` 
in the county live in the uplands, whose soil is less fertile, and 
consequently the township fund is small and insufficient for the | 
establishment of schools, and suggests that, in such cases, the 
fund of the rich townships should be divided with the poorer 
ones. The proposition seems reasonable and just, butis beyond 
the power of the General Assembly, without a modification of 
our compact with the general government. 

By the laws of this State an individual can contract to pay. 
10 per cent. for the use of money, and I think the commissioners 
should be authorized to charge that per centage for the loan of 
the school fund. It can readily be let out at that rate of inte- 
rest, without any detriment or danger to the fund that does not 
now exist. 

An act of the last legislature exempted the counties of Pu- 
laski, Izard, Fulton, Marion, Searcy, Bradley and Van Buren 
from the operation ‘of the law, revising the common school sys- 
tem, and a special law enacted for the conduct of all school . 
matters in those counties. Aside from the general objection to 
the practice of special and pan alle gislation, I am not aware 
of the existence of any local cause in the counties named that 
calls for this exemption, which does not exist in the other coun- 
ties of the State. Our school system, if a good one, surely : 
should be uniform and extend to all, if not the cause of educa- 
tion demands that it should no longer be permitted to stand 
upon the statute book. 

Considering-the almost entire failure, successfully to organize 
and establish common schools in Arkansas, at present, I am in- 
clined to believe that the interests of education would, in the 
end, be promoted by a suspension of the sales of the schoo] 
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lands. If the legislature, in its wisdom, does not deem this step 
expediént, the imperative duty is imposed upon them to enact 
every precautionary guard for the preservation of the fund de- 
‘voted to the noble cause of education. 

I repeat, there is no question that the school-lands are daily 
being sacrificed. It seems that the commissioners, in many in- 
stances, are eager for a wholesale disposal of the lands. They 
do not wait for the people to move in behalf of the organization 
of schools; but, at their instance, petitions for thesale of the 16th 
section are circulated in the townships, and the assent of the 
required number of inhabitants, generally indifferent on the 
subject, is obtained. "The lands are thus converted into money, 
but no schools are established, as the fruit of this zeal. The . 
law should impose additionalrestrictions on the manner of mak- 
ing these sales;—as it now stands, if a section offered for sale 
does not bring the minimum price, it can be offered again in a 
short time and sold at $1 25 per acre. By a combination of 
interested persons it may be frequently sacrificed at the lower 
price.. The same land should not be offered for sale more than 
once in the same year. Additional legislation is needed em- 
powering and requiring the county courts to enforce the com- 
missioners to make punctual and rigid annual settlements. 
There are complaints that. in some counties these settlements 
are not, or cannot be had. 

Although required by law to make such recommendations on 
the subject of “ education throughout the State,’ as may be deemed 
beneficial, yet I do not consider that any general remarks of 
mine, in relation thereto, would tend to arouse the public leth- 
argy on the subject. "The vital importance and necessity of 
popular education are felt and acknowledged by every citizen, 
and to maintain a proposition so self-evident would, at this 
period of the world, be a reproach to the pnblic intelligence. 
Until the people are awakened from the general sleep on the 
gubject of education, no hope for its advancement can be re- 
alized. Every man will admit, individually, the importance of 
public schools, but what we want is a general, diffused and 
active public sentiment in their behalf. "This sentiment at the 
present time does not pervade the public mind in Arkansas, and 
until it be developed, all we can do is to foster our infant be- 
ginnings, and sacredly guard and preserve the educational re- 
sources that have been intrusted to the State. In good faith 
and for a noble purpose this trust has been confided to the State 
of Arkansas, and may we not hope, that in good faith it will be 
sacredly protected, and devoted to the great cause of popular 
education.

His Excellency, Eras N. Conway, : 
Governor of the State of Arkansas— 


Sir: In compliance with the order of the honorable the chan- 
cery court of Pulaski county, made on the 20th day of April, 
1855, the Receiver in Chancery of the assets of the Real Estate 
Bank has the honor to submit the accompanying statements in 
regard to the affairs and condition of said bank, viz: 

STATEMENT A—Contains a list of bonds, bills and notes 
turned over by trustees to Noland, as receiver, etc., a list of 
debts paid to him, and a list of new notes taken by him, and 
showing amount of principal turned over by him to Peay, as 
receiver; and a list of debts paid to Peay, and new notes taken 
by him; and showing balance of principal due and unpaid, on 
1st October, 1856; and amount of principal, of which the col- 

‘lection is considered certain, amount doubtful, and amount that 
cannot be collected, and interest to 1st October, 1856, on the 
amount considered certain. 

STATEMENT B—Exhibits the balance of circulation out- 
standing Ist October, 1856. id 

STATEMENT C—Exhibits balance of Real Estate bonds 
outstanding, with interest to 1st October, 1856. 

STATEMENT D—Exhibits the State and Real Estate Bank 
bonds, received in payment of debts, and from depositors, and 
from the financial receiver of State Bank, in exchange and de- 
posited in the state treasury by the receivers in chancery. 

STATEMENT E-— Exhibits amounts standing S credit of 
depositors. 

STATEMENT F—Exhibits balance of salaries due and un- 

aid on 1st October, 1856. 

STATEMENT G—Exhibits account of C. F. M. Noland, as 

receiver in chancery from 20th April, to 22d November, 1855. 
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STATEMENT H-Exhibits account of Gordon N. Peay, as 
receiver in chancery, from 22d November, 1855, to 1st October, 
1856. 

STATEMENT I—Exhibits the state of affairs of the bank 
and trust on 1st October, 1856. 

By order of the chancery court of Pulaski county, made at 
the August term, 1856, the receiver was. directed to suggest to 
your excellency, that a part of the assets turned over by the 
trustees, consists of lands bought by them under executions, de- 
crees of foreclosure of stock mortgages, and taken in payment 
of debts; which are scattered over the State, and subject, by 
law, to taxation, as other lands; some of them have been sold 
for taxes, and others are liable to besold. "Phat the lands mort- 
gaged for stock, together with the unincumbered lands held by 
the receiver in chancery, being the only means- to which the 
State can look for the payment of her bonds issued to the bank, 
after exhausting the assetts in the shape of debts due the trust, 
which, as will appear by statement A, the receiver estimates, 
from all the information that could be obtained, will yield not 
more than $600,000, leaving a large deficit, to be realized from 
the land mortgaged for stock; and as payments of taxes, out of 
the trust fund, are in effect payments out of the means of the 
State; therefore all the lands and property, held by the receiver, 
should be exempted by law from taxation. 

Several propositions having been made to the receiver to pur- 
chase stock lands, held by thé trustees, upon submitting them 
to the court for its action, E. Cummins, esq., attorney for the 
receiver, suggested that, “by the charter of the bank, all lands 
and mortgages for stock were transferred to the.State and the 
bondholders; that, so far as the interest of the State and bond- 
holders is concerned, the bank, while in existence, had no power 
whatever to affect or impair it, except in the single instance of 
allowing transfers of stock, and substituting new mortgages in 
lieu of former ones; and, therefore, by the deed of assignment 
to the trustees, the bank could not, and did not, transfer to them, 
the power to control or affect this interest; and this interest did 
not constitute a part of the trust fund, to be managed, collected 
and controled by the trustees; and the trust or power com- 
mitted to the receiver,is no broader, in this respect, than that 
possessed by the trustees; that the supreme court hold the effect 
of the stock mortgages to be precisely the same as if there had 
been two separate mortgages; the prior one to secure the State 
and bondholders; the junior and inferior one to secüre to the 
bank the money loaned to the stockholder on the faith of his 
stock. "Therefore, as to the lands subject to stock mortgages, 
which have been bought or received by the bank or trustees, 
the receiver nor the fund has any interest or estate which is 
not determined instanter by a foreclosure and sale of the lands, 
under the prior mortgage to secure the State and bondholders, 
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for principal or interest due on the bonds. And the question, 
as to the policy of selling the interest, held by the receiver, in 
these lands, having been fully argued, the court ordered that 
they ‘be withheld from sale, because, Ist. It is impracticable 
to fix any certain value upon an estate so uncertain. 2d. The 
State may deem it a measure, necessary to her protection and 
to her interest, to proceed to the foreclosure of the prior mort- 
gages, for the interest due on.original stock bonds, a sale, under 
which, would sweep away all other interests; and, 3d. In case 
the State should adopt this course, the prior disposition of the 
land by the receiver would cause additional expense and delay, 
for which the price of the lands, if sold, subject to the prior lien 
ofthe State and bondholders, would poorly compensate; the 
prices offered for the mere possessory right held by the receiver, 
being not greater in amount than the value of rents for three or 
four years.’ ^ 

The receiver submits, that these lands were obtained by the 
trustees after long and expensive litigation; that they yield but 
little revenue; that many of them are valuable, and if clear 
Aitles could be made, could be sold for fair prices; and, therefore, 
respectfully suggests that it would be to the interest of the State 
to proceed immediately to foreclose all mortgages of stockhold- 
ers, whose lands have been taken in payment of debts, or bought 
in by the trustees and receivers; or who have become insolvent, 
or died, their debts remaining unsatisfied; and to sell and pur- 
chase them in under the decrees of foreclosure. Good titles 
being thus acquired, they could be sold for large sums, and the 
proceeds applied to the payment of the bonds issued by the 
State to the Real Estate Bank. 

The receiver would, also, respectfully suggest that it would 
tend greatly to consolidate the business of the trust, and diminish 
the general expenses of its administration, by doing away with 
the necessity of numerous agencies, if all suits were authorized 
to be instituted in some one court, with power to send process 
to any part of the State. 

The receiver reports that, since his appointment, he has been 
constantly engaged in the preparation of the abstracts required 
by rule of the court to be prepared and filed as exhibits to the 
answers of the trustees; and, therefore, for want of time, has 
not been able to examine and report the condition of the lands 
held by the trustees, which will require some time to do, as a 
personal examination will have to be made of the records of 
the several counties in which they are situated. 

The receiver has endeavored to present the condition and 
affairs of the bank, in a form as condensed as possible, in the 
statements submitted, and if not deemed sufficiently explicit, 
will farnish to your excellency such other information as may 
be required.

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REPORT OF THE 


ACCOUNTANTS, 


OF THE 


REAL NA BANK OF ARKANSAS 


To His Excellency, Euras N. Conway, 
Governor of the State of Arkansas: 

Sm—-In compliance with the law under which we were ap- 
pointed, and of your requisitions made in'conformity with that 
law, we have diligently examined the books and papers relating 
to the Real Estate Bank of Arkansas. “The general result of 
our researches is to be found in our answers to the questions 
proposed by you, and in the various abstracts thereunto ap- 
pended. 

The work has been one of no small difficulty. The accounts 
extended through a period of fourteen years, and embraced the 
transactions of five banks, in some respects independent of, and 
in others involved in peculiar ways with one another: besides 
which, the accounts of different boards of trustees, and different 
members of said boards, as well as those of cashiers, clerks, and 
attorneys, had all to be examined. 

The labor has been not a little increased by the fact that the 
accounts at the different offices were not kept on uniform prin- 
ciples. And also, by the fact that, at some of the cffices, but 
little attention was paid to some of the plainest rules of book- 
keeping, such for example, as recording every business transac- 


tion as soon as possible after its occurrence, and of recording it 


in such a way that it could not be imisunderstood. 
In some instances transactions were not brought on the books 


till months, or even years, after their occurrence, In other in-. 
stances various items which ouglit to have been kept distinet, . 


were mixed together. Thus, at one of the offices, whatever was 
paid out for salaries and other expenses of the Trust, was, as-a 
general rule, stated as so much for * expenses," without specify- 
ing for what object those expenses had been incurred.' 


* 


— 
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If a note was renewed, though not one cent was paid on it, all 
the formalities were gone through with, of making entries under 
the heads of deposits, interest and notes discounted. Iri this 
way the accounts were unnecessarily complicated. 

Nor wàs this all. The trustees had two standards of value; 
the first the legal coin of the United States; the second, Arkansas 
bank paper, which was subject to great variation. Sometimes, 
when payments were made to them in specie, or its equivalent, 
“good money" as they called it, credits were granted on the 
books to those who paid it in, in Arkansas funds, at the rate of 
two or three of Arkansas for one of “ good money.” Sometimes, 
on the contrary, when payments were made in Arkansas funds, 
credits were entered on the books for what was regarded as the 
equivalent thereof in specie. 

What is most remarkable is, that the accounts of “good” and 
* bad money ” received and paid away, were not kept in distinct 
columns. If we suppose a merchant to have receipts and pay- 
ments in French francs, English sovereigns, and American dol- 
lars, and to carry all out in one column, without regard to their 
different values, we shall have a correct notion of the principles 
on which were kept the cash accounts of the trustees of the Real 
Estate Dank. 

[n some cases it is left to inference whether receipts and pay- 
ments and settlements were in “good money,” or in Arkansas 
funds. In most cases we have been able, by a careful colla- 
tion of particulars to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion as to 
the medium used; but not in all. The records of the bank are 
not only very complicate: in.some respects they are very defi- 
cient. 

The assignment of the effects of the Real Estate Bank was 
made on the 2d & April, 1842. No pains were then taken to 
ascertain the exact condition of the principal bank and its 
branches; but, from the best accounts we can gather, their assets 
and liabilities were as follows:

According to this account; there was at that time a deficit of 
$25,932 90, in the means of the bank. But if the lands which 
the stockholders had pledged for their stock subscriptions be ta- 
ken into the account, there was a surplus of $3,354,839 48: the 
said lands amounting to 207,101 acres, and having been - valued 
by commissioners, under oath, at $3,380,772 38. 

Under the powers granted to them by the deed of assignment, 
the trustees proceeded to collect the debts due to the bank; but, 
according to a statement made by the cashier and secretary, 
they proceeded so slowly in the work, that, in the first four or 
five years they collected at the rate of only about sixty thousand 
dollars a year. As these collections were made chiefly in Ar- 
kansas bank notes and Arkansas State bonds, then worth on an 
average only fifty cents in the dollar, if worth so much, the 
payments made by the debtors to the bank, were equal to ‘only 
about thirty thousand dollars a year in the legal coin of the 
United States. 

Under this mode of procedure, the specie and specie funds the 
bank had on hand at the time of the assignment, were exhaust- 
ed in paying the trustees and officers their salaries, in satisfying 
judgments obtained against the bank, and in defraying other 
expenses of the trust. To raise more specie, the plan was then 
adopted of commuting debts due to the bank, by receiving in 
payment for them specie or specie funds, at the rate of one dol- | 
lar in specie for two or three in Arkansas paper. In other words, 
if a man owed one thousand dollars to the bank, he received a 
full acquittance on paying in five hundred dollars j in specie, if 
the rate of Arkansas paper in the market was then two for one 
of specie, or on paying in $3334 if the rate was three to one. 
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In this way were the assets of the bank diminished, without a pro- 
portionate decrease in its outstanding liabilities. 

After this policy was adopted, the trustees. proceeded more 
rapidly in the collection of the debts due to the bank. But, even 
under this system, enough “good money” was not collected to 
pay the trustees and officers their salaries and the other expenses 
of the trust. Then the expedient was resorted to of selling Ar- 
kansas State bonds and Arkansas bank notes at a discount. On 
one occasion. they sold bonds and coupons of the face value of 
$20,362 for $4,000 in specie, or for less than twenty cents in the 
dollar. On the same day they sold $12,150 in Arkansas’ bank 
notes for $3,645, or at the rate of thirty cents in the dollar. The 
loss to the bank was, by this transaction, (including seventy-five 
dollars paid for brokerage,) twenty-four thousand nine hundred 
and forty-two dollars. 

On other occasions, the trustees and officers received in pay- 
ment of their salaries two or three dollars in Arkansas bank 
notes for one dollar due to them in specie. This was practically 
a scaling down of Arkansas bank notes, and by every transac- 
tion of this kind the outstanding liabilities of the bank were in- 
creased. 

The aggregate losses to the bank, by commuting debts for one 
half or one-third of their face amount in specie, by sales of Ar- 
kansas State bonds and Arkansas bank notes, and by paying 
various expenses of the trust in Arkansas funds at the rate of 
two or three in paper for one of specie, were according to an ac- 
count.that has been rendered, $220,250 26. In the total is not 
included what was lost in this way at Columbia, the accounts of 
that office having been kept on such principles as to make it im- 
possible to say what was there lost. 

From the manner in which. the books were kept, it is not prac- 
ticable to give the precise amount of the different kind of means 
in which the trustees received payment. But from the best ac- 
counts we can gather, between the 2d of April, 1842, when the 
assignment was made, up to the 25th of April, 1855, when the 
affairs of the bank passed into the. hands of a receiver, appoint- 
ed by the court of chancery, there was collected from the debtors

Making a total of $2,082,185. 25, received from debtors to the 
bank, since the day of the assignment. 

If to this amount be added the specie, the real estate, the 
State bonds, and other assets that were transferred under the 
deed of April 2, 1842, it will be found that the whole value that 
has passed into the .hands of the trustees and receivers, is, (in- 
.dependently of notes and bills discounted,) $2,263,056. 

The total collected bv the trustees and the receivers, exceeds 
the amount that was due on notes and bills when the bank was 
put into liquidation: but so great was the delay of most of the 
debtors in making payments, that the amounts due by those who 
paid in full were swelled greatly by increments of interest, while 
others made only partial payments, and some none atall In 
consequence of this, there is still due to the bank, for principal 
of notes and bills discounted, the sum of nine hundred and twen- 
ty-five thousand, seven hundred and eighty-four dollars. Of this 
sum, notes and bills of the amount of four hundred and twenty 
thousand, eight hundred and seventy-six dollars 'are judged by 
the receiver to be worthless; ninety-nine thousand six hundred 
and thirty dollars, to be doubtful; and four hundred and five 
thousand, two hundred and seventy-seven dollars to be good. 
On the good debts, one hundred and forty thousand, four hun- 
dred and fifteen dollars are due for interest. H the interest on 
the bad and doubtful debts be included in the estimate, the whole 
amount still due to the bank for principal and interest of notes 
and bills discounted, is, one million, and two hundred and forty 
thousand dollars. Of this amount, it is supposed, about six 
hundred thousand dollars may be collected; namely, five hun- 
dred and fifty-five thousand, six hundred and ninety-three dol- 
lars, for the principal and interest of the notes and bills, classed 
as good, and the residue for principal and interest of part of the 
notes classed as doubtful and worthless. 

In addition to these notes ‘and bills, tte bank has seventeen 
town lots, and upwards of eighty-three thousand acres of land; 
namely, sixty-one thousand and fourteen acres of stock lands, 
taken in payment of debts, or bought by the trustees under de- 
crees of foreclosure and execution, and twenty-twô thousand, 
one hundred and ninety-seven acres of other land, obtained in 
like manner. It has also the four lots in the town of Washing- 
ton, (bovght as a site for à banking house,) and the banking 
house and lots in the city of Little Rock. 
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Without investigations in the different counties, it is impos- 
sible to fix à value on these lands, but if we suppose them to 
be worth, on an average, as much as the stock lands were 
valued at, under oath, nineteen years ago, their aggregate value 
is one million three hundred and sixty-five. thousand dollars. 
_If we suppose their average value to be only half that officially 
given, their aggregate value is six hundred and eighty-two 
thousand dollars. 


In addition to these, there are one hundred and forty-six 
thousand and eighty-six acres of the lands pledged by stock- 
holders for the payment of their shares of stock. If they are 
of the worth officially affixed to them by the commissioners, 
their aggregate value is two million three hundred and eighty- 
four thousand dollars. . 

Supposing the lands taken in payment of debts, those pur- 
chased by the trustees under decrees of foreclosures and exe- 
cution, and the remaining stock lands, to be of the average 
worth-declared by the commissioners, the aggregate value of 
the real estate sechred and pledged for the payment of the debts 
of the bank is about three million seven hundred and forty-nine 
thousand dollars; or one million eight hundred and seventy-four 
thousand dollars, if the lands be of only one-half the value at 
which they were officially rated nineteen years ago. 

There are a few other assets, namely, Chicot county scrip of 

-the face value of four thousand four hundred dollars, swamp 
land scrip of the value of two thousand four hundred and eighty- 
two dollars, about five hundred dollars in specie, and six five 
per cent- bonds, amounting with the interest on them to ten 
thousand one hundred and twenty-five dollars. These bonds 
are not part of those that were issued to procure capital for the 
bank; but some of those issued by the State. for money bor- 
rowed from the bank for State purposes, soon after the bank 
commenced operations. 

If we include the notes and bills discounted of every descrip- 
tion, and the interest thereon, if we suppose the lands to be of 
the average worth they were when valued by the commissioners, 
and if we add the miscellaneous items, the gross value of what- 
ever is secured and pledged for the redemption of the bonds 
and the discharge of the other liabilities of the bank, is five 
million and six thousand dollars. 

If we suppose that only six hundred thousand dollars will be 
collected on account of what is due for notes and bills dis- 
counted, and that the lands are of only half the worth affixed 
to them by the commissioners, the net value of whatever is or 
may be made available for the discharge of the debts of the 
bank, is two million four hundred and ninety-two thousand dor 
lars. 

The debts due by the bank, at this time, excepting those due 
on the bond account, are of little importance. The notes in 
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circulation have all been redeemed, with the exception of notes 
amounting to fifteen thousand, two hundred and eighty dollars, 
most of whigh, it is presumable, have been lost or destroyed, 
and which cannot consequently be presented for payment. The 
amount due to depositors and on miscellaneous accounts is 
eighteen thousand three hundred and sixty-nine dollars. The 
whole of the outstanding obligations of the barik, exclusive of 
what is dug on the bond account, is only thirty-three thousand 
six hundred, and forty-nine dollars. 

Of the one thousand five hundred and thirty bonds that were 
sold to procure capital for the, bank, three hundred and seventy 
have been redeemed, leaving outstanding one thousand one 
hundred and sixty bonds for one thousand dollars each, amount- 
ing with the interest on them, October 1, 1856, to two million 
one hundred and forty-seven thousand nine hundred and thirty 
dollars. 

Besides this amount, there is due for money borrowed on five ` 
hundred bonds hypothecated with the North American Trust 
and Banking Company, and for interest on the same, the sum 
of two hundred and thirty-four thousand one hundred and 
seventy-nine dollars and sixty cents. 

. The total amount due on the bond" account, is, two million, 
three hundred and eighty-two thousand, one hundred and nine 
dollars and sixty cents. , l 

The tota! due by the bank, at the present time, on every 
account, is; two million, four hundred and fifteen thousand, 
seven hundred and fifty-nine dollars and twenty-six cents.

It is impossible for. us to say what is the true value of the 
lands; and even in rating them at one-half the price at: which 
they were rated by the commissioners, we may have rated them 
too high. Whatever their true worthmay be, only a partof that 
worth 1 may, owing to the legal and other obstacles chat may be 
interposed, be ultimately recovered. As a great part of the assets 
consists of lands, great care will be necessary to see that they 
are not lost te the State, through sales for taxes, and in other 
ways. 

The interest on the bonds remaining outstanding, and on the 
money borrowed on bonds hypothecated, is $76,880 per annum. 
To this must be added the necessary expenses of winding up 
the affairs of the bank. 

On the other hand, the interest of the bills and notes dis- 
counted, classed as “ good, ? and remaining unpaid, amounts, at 
8 per cent., to $32,400 a year. But in proportion as the prin- 
cipal of this class of debis is paid. the income from this source . 
will be diminished. . 

Some facts which are necessary for a full cndodtsdine: of 
the subject, but which could not be conveniently introduced 
into this report, are appended in the form of a historical sketch.

HISTORICAL SKETCH. 


About the year 1830, the banking interest was not pavarii 
in the west. The whole number of banks in the Mississippi 
valley was (if we except those of western Pennsylvania and 
western Virginia) only twenty. But owing toa concurrence of 
causes, which need not here be enumerated, the system, in the 
next few years rapidly extended itself, and reached its culmi- 
nating point just about the time that Arkansas was admitted 
into the Union. 

The constitution of the State provided for the establishment 
of two banks. The subject that first engaged the attention of 
the first legislature that assembled under this constitution, was 
that of banking. The first act that was passed by it was the 
act to establish the Real Estate Bank; and the second was the 
act to establish the State Bahk. 

The advantages that were expected to be derived from these 
institutions, are very distinctly.set forth in a report from the 
committee on banking, submitted to the legislatnre by Mr. 
Ringold, on the 4th of October, 1836. 

“The privilege of banking,” said the committee, “is certain- 
ly of infinite value, and it is doubtless suceptible of vast im- 
provements as well in regard to revenue as the interests of the 
people. * | # L * * * 

“The charter of the State Bank pledges the faith of the State 
for one million of dollars; and it has been the policy of other 
States to procure means from foreign capitalists, and little doubt 
remains but the present period of time is esteemed to be the 
most auspicious for such a purpose, as itis belived that the 
State could borrow any desirable amount of capital at an annual 
charge of five per centum, if not upon better terms. The capi- 
tal being loaned at eight per centum per annum, being three 
per centum in favor of the State, added to the banking privi- 
lege of issuing three for one on the actual capital so vested, will 
produce an accumulation sufficient to redeem the whole in less 
than twenty years. © * * * i ig 

“ Arkansas, should we not charter the bank asked for, will be 
at least twenty years behind where she would be, if a liberal 


, policy is extended by the present legislature. = * 


“There is no view of the abjad as regards the State Bank 
charter, but what the result is of infinite value to the State. * 

* All these things properly considered, will, in the opinion of 
the committe, do away all those idle prejudice es so commonly 
entertained against banking institutions, without any assign- 
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able reasons, other than those founded on want of sufficient in- 
formation as regards the beneficial effects.” 

When this legislature assembled the whole debt of .the State 
was less than nine thousand dollars. Before it adjourned, it 
passed acts to involve the State in debt to the amount of more 
than three mfllions, through the issue of bonds, by the sale of 
which capital was to be procured to put the banks in opera- 
tion. 

At this very moment, though Mr. Ringgold and his co-adju- 
tors were ignorant of it, the banking system of the Union had 
received a blow from the effects of which it did not recover for 

ears. 

E Among the causes of its extension was the free sale of Amer- 
ican securities in the London market. A failure in the harvest 
in England having created*a great demand in that country for 
gold for export to buy breadstuffs, the Bank of England found 
itself under the necessity of diminishing its issues, and especi- 
ally of curtailing the credits it had so liberally grânted to the 
“ American houses,” that is, to the private banking and broker- 
age firms in London that dealt largely in State bonds and other 
American securities. This curtailment of ther accommodations 
compelled the * American houses," in London to press on their 
connections in the United States, who in their turn pressed on the 
rest of the community. About the same time the Congress of 
the United States passed an act to distribute “ the surplusreve- 
nue" among the States. The measure would have been a wise 
one if “the surplus revenue ” had existed in the form of * sur- 
plus specie” in the vaults of the banks. But this “surplus 
revenue " never had an existence, except in the form of mere 
inscriptions of credit on the books of “the Pet Banks” and 
through the efforts that were made to transfer these book 
credits, from point to point, without any regard to the laws of 
trade, all the banks in the Union, in May, 1837, stopped specie 
payments. 

Under these circumstances, it was impossible to find a sale 
for Arkansas bonds bearing 5 per cent. interest, and the next 
legislature, which commenced its session, Nov. 7, 1837, took 
measures to raise the rate to six per cent. 

Great pains were taken to persuade the people that they would 
never be called on to pay either the principal or the interest of 
these bonds. Thus Mr. John Wilson, the first president of the 
Real Estate Bank, in a report made in November, 1837, after 
stating that the stockholders had mortgaged to the State 127,- 
500 acres of land, valued at $2,603,000, proceeded as follows: 

“When it is taken into consideration that the State has a lien 
on $603,900 worth of property, more than her own guarantee 
amounts to, and against which she could have recourse at any 
time, in the event of that necessity. And when itis further ta- 
ken into consideration that these lands which stand as a perma- 
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ment security to the State, are among the very best in the Unitéd 
States—that a large portion of them are highly improved—that 
nearly fifteen thousand acres:of them are already in a state of 
cultivation—that cultivation is rapidly extending, yearly en- 
hancing their value—that they arein a region of country where 
the production of cotton must ever make them valuable—that 
they must ever furnish the greater portion of the exports of the 
State, and add to its wealth—it cannot be doubted and the un- 
dersigned is convinced that every candid individual of this com- 
munity will be fully satisfied that the security furnished by the 
stockholders of the Real Estate Bank is so full and ample, that 
had it not been cheerfully offered by the stockholders themselves, 
it could in truth be said, it is so far beyond what is actually ne- 
cessary for that security, that it would be injustice in the State 
to ask it from the citizens—that, in fact, too large an amount of 
property has been locked up; and that the State has taken a se- 
curity, which individuals, in the ordinary transactions of men, 
would have deemed as unnecessary and oppressive—a policy 
which it is believed no government, when exercising its power 
to promote the individual interests of its citizens, should ever 
pursue. It is not, however, mentioned here, by the undersign- 
ed, as a matter of complaint, but that those who may have en- 
tertained fears for the safety of the State, may know their fears 
have been idle and unnecessary, and that those who have evinc- 
ed their hostility to the success of the institution over which he 
has the honor to preside, and have thrown obstacles in the way 
of its going into operation, may at last see that the founders of 
it have placed it on a basis of such permanent safety, both to the 
State and to individuals, as to leave themselves beyond the 
reach of suspicion or censure, and the security of the institution 
itself, beyond a doubt. 

«Tt has been estimated that the appraisers have over-valued 
the property which stands pledged as this security. To say such 
is the fact, would be hazarding an assertion which the under- 
signed is not willing to make. The individuals who were ap- 
pointed by the executive, as appraisers, to appraise the proper- 
ty of subscribers for stock in the Real Estate Bank, to fix upon 
its fair cash value, and furnish certificates of the same, were 
men personally known to the governor, as gentlemen of stand- 
ing, character and intelligence, or were recommended to him as 
such by members of this legislature, some of whom are mem- 
bers present. They were required, and did, in all cases, give 
their certificates under oath. Every appraisement has zppend- 
ed te the certificate of a magistrate, certifying that the apprais- 
ers, whose names were signed thereto, had appeared before 
him, and sworn to the facts there set forth. And every set of 
papers now in the possession of the Bank, has one or more of 
these certificates accompanying them. To say, or to doubt, that 
these gentlemen had not faithfully and to the best of their know- 
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ledge and belief, executed the duties to which they were: ap- 
pointed, would be casting a reflection on them, which no indi- 
vidual would be justified in doing—one at least, which the un- 
dersigned would consider as illiberal and unjust. It is neverthe- 
less, possible that the changes which have come over the 
country, within the last few months, may, in some instances, 
have depressed the value of property, and brought it for awhile 
below the estimate fixed upon it before these changes occurred. 
But it is knoyn that the very highest vauled piece of property 
mortgaged to the bank, and which stands as a security to the 
State at about $48 per acre, has been sold within a very few 
weeks past, to an individual entirely responsible for his con- 
tracts, at $70 per acre.’ 

The act to raise the rate of interest on the State bonds — 
date Dec. 19, 1837. In a few months afterwards, (May, 1838,) 
the banks of New York and New England, resumed specie pay- 
ments. This, in some degree, restored public confidence, but 
still no market could be found for the Arkansas State bonds, is- 
sued for the benefit of the Real Estate Bank, till September, 
1838, when five hundred of them for one thousand dollars each, 
were disposed of to the secretary of the treasury of the United 
States, and one thousand of them for one thousand dollars each, 
to the North American Trust and Banking Company; at New 
York. 

The delay in the sale of the bonds appears to bane been at- 
tended with no evil to the great body of the people of the State. 
For Mr. A. H. Davies, the second president of the Real Estate 
Bank, in a report dated Nov. 26, 1838, a few days before the 
bank commenced regular business, declared that— 

“Amid the general distress, the loss of credit, and want of 
confidence which followed the suspension of the banks through- 
out the Union, no State in it has stood up from out the general ruin 
nor with a better credit than the State of Arkansas. It has been al- 
most a guaranty to the business men of our northern cities to 
be known as one of her citizens, such has been the promptness 
and punctuality of her merchants during all the recent severe 
pressure.” 

“ A very short time," added Mr. Davies, “will elapse before 
the beneficial effects arising from the use of foreign capital in- 
troduced into the State through cur banking institutions will be 
felt and scen. They will be felt in the relief from pressing debts; 
in enabling us to comply with ail, or nearly all, our monied ob- 
ligations at home and abroad; and in the satisfaction of know- 
ing that we are free from embarrassments—and will be seen in 
the extension of our plantations and villages; in opening the 
numerous sources of wealth-scattered throughout the State; in 
the increase of our cultivation and exports; in the improvements 
and comforts added to our homes; and.inthe attention paid to 
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the education of the rising generation; and in the spread of in- 
telligence and refinement among:all classes of our citizens.” 

With these views and expectations, the office of the principal 
bank at Little Rock, opened its doors regularly for business on 
the 12th December, 1838, and so vigorous was its action, that 
in less than a month it made loans and discounts to the amount 
of $568,290 92. The Helena office was opened February 15th; 
the Columbia, March 5th, and the Washington, April 1st, 1839. 
By their combined action, the loans and discounts of the bank 
were by the 29th of May, made to amountto $1,990,339 92, and 
by the 31st of October, to $1,585,190 80. . 

Nov. 2, 1839, the principal bank at Little Rock suspended 
specie payments, and was quickly imitated therein by the 
branches. | | 

If reasons should be required why a bank that commenced 
operations with a solid capital of one million and a half of dol- 
lars, should, in less than one year suspend specie payments, and 
then when its loans and discounts exceeded its original capital ' 
in the sum of only $85,190. 80, none can be found except in the 
fact that the managers wished to extend their loans and dis- 
. counts further than would be-practicable, if they continued to 
pay specie. Thatthis was the true motive is evident, for a kind 
of proclamation which was, by order of the céntral board, issued 
by Carey A. Harris, the president of the principal bank, in 
which, among other things, he said: 

* As long as the bank paid specie, it was found impossible to 
keep out as much money as the publie wants and the business 
of the country rendered proper.” And again: “ It cannot but be 
proper that a prudent expansion of the currency of the State 
sHould be produced—an expansion which should, and itis hoped, 
will be so gradual and guarded as to avoid a too stinted accom- 
modation to the publie on the one hand, and an unduly depreci- 
ated currency on the other.". . 

It is true that the banks of Philadelphia, which had professed 
to resume specie payments in October, 1838, suspended them 
again in October, 1839, and were imitated therein by the banks 
of the south and west generally. l " 

]t is true that this second general suspension by the banks of 
the south and west, afforded the Real Estate Bank a pretext for 
suspending also. But the real causes of its suspension were 
such as are set forth in the extracts from the proclamation of 
the president of the principal bank. This second suspension, 
though general, did not embrace all-the banks of the south and 
west. None of the banks in the adjoining State of Missouri 
then suspended, and the Real Estate Bank of Arkansas was at 
that time as well able to maintain specie payments as were the 
banks of Missouri, or any of the banks of New York or New 
England. Its whole- outstanding circulation was then only 
$156,910, to meet which if had in specie $111,967 54, a propor-

tion of specie to paper which banks do not often possess. “This 
circulation was scattered all over the State, and over the adjoin- 
ing States, and could not be presented for payment in the mass, 
as part of it was payable at the principal bank, and the rest 
divided among the three branches. l 

Nothing could be easier than for a bank so situated, to main: 
tain specie payments. But if it did so, the directors and their 
friends could not be accommodated to the extent desired. The 
first instalment on the stock notes wasfalling due. The stock- 
holders and others owed also on accommodation notes many óf 
which were over-due: It had been very easy to borrow from the 
bank. It was not so easy to pay back even a part of what had 
been borrowed. The readiest way of meeting the emergency, 
was, by the bank itself suspending specie payments, in which 
case it need not press for payment of what had been lent; but, 
on the contrary, could grant new accommodations to its cus- 
tomers. ' 

The directors then proceeded to carry into execution their 
plan for * a prudent expansion of the currency," and between the 
1st of November, 1839, and the 1st of January, 1840, increased 
the circulation of the bank from $153,910 to $328,400. In 
other words; in the short period of two months, they more than 
douhled their issues. In the same time they increased their 
loans and discounts from $1,585,190 to $1,830,259. But even 
' this was in their opinion “too stinted an accommodation to the 
public,” and accordingly they added to their issues so much, 
that in May they amounted to about $759,000, being five fold 
what they were six months before when the bank suspended 
‘specie payment. bs 

This free emission of paper money, not redeemable in specie, 
of course diminished its value; and according to an entry in the 
Journal of the House of Representatives it fell at times to 35 
and 40 per cent. below par. How far, in the opinion of the di- 
rectors, a paper currency might sink below the specie standard 
without being “ unduly depreciated,” does not distinctly appear. 
But it is evident that they regarded 30 to 40 per cent, as too 
much, for on the 1st of May they resolved that “ a committee of 
four be appointed to devise the ways and means for securing, if 
practicable, the appreciation in value of the paper of this bank.” 
And, on the 11th of said month, they “resolved to appoint an 
agent to proceed to New Orleans for the purpose of making ar- 
rangements, if practicable, for the appreciation of our paper.” 
What these arrangements were, is not mentioned, but they 
seemed not to have been very effective, as in the latter part of 
September, 1840, by which time the circulation was consider- 
ably reduced, the cashier states that Real Estate Bank notes 
were then, at Little Rock, at 35 to 40 per cent. discount. Af 


terwards the notes appear to have increased in value, as an ; 
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entry in the House Journal ünder date of November 24, 1840, 
speak of them as being then at only 14 to 20 per cent. discount. 

Under this * prudent expansion of the currency" the «too 
stinted accommodation of the publie," was increased between 
November Ist, 1839, and May, 1840, in an amount not exactly 
known. After May.there was some reduction in the loans and 
discounts, yet they, on the 1st of November, 1840, amounted to 
$2,158,869 57, while on the 1st of November of the preceding 
year, they were only $1,585,190 80. l 

While the bank was thus extending its circulation and in- 
creasing its loans and discounts, it did not collect enough in 
bona fide fands to pay the interest on the State bonds. To meet 
this demand and some others of a pressing nature, it pledged 
the State bonds that remained unsold, to the amount of $500,- 
000, with the New York Trust and Banking Company, expect- 
ing to receive thereon $250,000, but obtaining in reality only 
$191,336 59. The North American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, by a breach of faith, passed over these same bonds to" 
James Holford, a banker of London, and received from him an 
advance of $35,000. This was a subject of much. after difficul- 
ty—the State justly contending that the bank had no right to 
dispose of the bonds in this way; and the bank as justly con- 
tending that the North American Trust and Banking Company 
had no right to part with them in the manner it did. 

After May, 1840, the directors reduced both their loans and 
discounts, as will appear from a comparison of the following 
returns:

Reductions so small as these could not, under the circum- 
stances then existing, restore the credit of the bank. On the 
2d of April, 1842, the executive board made an assignment of 
all the effeets of the institution, to certain of their own number, 
and other directors of the bank, fifteen in all, but carefully ex- 
eluding from the trust all the directors appointed on the part of 
the State. ' 

This proceeding did not give universal satisfaction. The io- 
cal boards at Little Rock and Washington refused to surrender 
such of the effects, of the bank as they held; and the board at 
Little Rock inscribed on their minutes fifteen reasons for so do- 
ing. Among the most prominent were, that the central board 
had done what they had no authority to do, the charter not hav- 
ing granted to them, and the stockholders not having delegated 
to them the power to make an assignment. Also, “that the 
trustees are indebted to said bank, in a large amount, at least 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and that no provision is 
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made in the deed by which the same can be collected, it being 
a well settled principle in law that trustees cannot sue them- 
selves." 

The trustees sought to compel the local board at Little Rock 
to surrender the assets in their hands by bringing the case be- 
fore Judge Clendenin, sitting as Chancellor of Pulaski circuit 
court; but he declined to interfere on the ground of want of 
jurisdiction. 

They then brought the case before the supreme court, and 
Judges Dickenson and Lacy decided that the assignment was 
both valid and expedient. Judge Ringo dissented from this 
opinion. 

Governor Yell had a motion made that the case should be re- 
considered. But this produced nothing but a flurish from Judge 
Dickenson, (himself a debtor to the bank) about the virtue and 
independence of the judiciary. 

In this way was an assignment made by debtors to them- 
'selves, for their own benefit, confirmed, and the State and the 
bondholders, the parties most deeply interested in its good man- 
agement, deprived of all share in the trust. 

When “the legislature met on the 7th of November, 1842, 
Governor Yell, in his message to them, denounced the whole 
banking system of the State as productive of nothing but evil; 
and as the Real Estate Bank had been guilty of wilful and pal- 
pable violations of its chartered privileges, he suggested the 
propriety of revoking its charter, if that could be constitutional- 
ly effected. 

“The effect upon the State under the assignment, is," he said, 
* to place the assets and management of the bank, beyond her 
control, and to throw the whole responsibility upon the State to 
pay the interest on the bonds now due." 

-'To the same legislature the trustees presented a memorial in 
which they stated that they were willing to surrender their 
charter, so far as related to banking privileges, and proposed 
that a board of commissioners should be appointed by the legis- 
lature with all the powers necessary to be exercised by a board 
of visitation and inspection. Also, that the powers of a cor- 
poration should be given them to wind up the affairs of the 
bank. 

The Assembly passed, and the Governor approved, January 
31st, 1843, “an act to settle and liquidate the affairs of the 
Real Estate Bank of Arkansas.” This act gave a sanction to 
al the important provisions of the deed of assignment, and 
granted the trustees all the additional powers they had asked 
for. Butit provided that instead of fifteen self-appointed trus- 
tees, there should be ten elected by the stockholders, and five 
by the General Assembly. 

It does not appear from the minutes that the trustees even so 
much as took the act into consideration. Rather than give up

their self-constituted trust, they chose to forfeit the charter of - 
the bank, which was accordingly .done by a decree of the su- 
preme court, July 29th, 1844. 

It was further provided that if the stockholders should rot ac- 
cept of the liquidation act, the circuit court of Pulaski county 
should appoint ten trustees who, with five elected by the Gen- 
` eral Assembly, should wind up the affairs of the bank. ` And, 
also, that the Governor should cause the several prosecuting 
attorneys for the State to sue every stockholder on his stock 
bond and mortgage. 

The General Assembly elected five trustees, but, through 
some unexplained reason, the other provisions of the law were 
never carried into effect; and the self-appointed trustees con- 
tinued to act as if no such law had been passed. 

In April, 1844, they chose five of their own number for re- 
giduary trustees, and committed to them the whole manage- 
ment of the trust. : 

At each successive session, from 1842 onwards, the attention 
. of the legislature was called to the Real Estate Bank, by the 
Governor, and committees were, from time to time, appointed 
to inquire into its affairs; but there was no further legislative 
action on the subject till 19th of J anuary, 1853, when an act 
was passed, *directing the attorney general to file a bill in 
chancery to divest the trustees of the Real Estate Bank of the 
assets of that institution." "This was followed by an act, pàssed 
January 15th, 1855, “to aid in bringing to light the true con- 
dition of the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas;” and, 
again, by another passed on the same day, “to establish a sep- 
arate court of chancery at the seat of government, so that the 
causes of the State, including that against the trustees and of- 
ficers of the Real Estate Bank, and those of individuals may be 
determined as early as practicable.” ` 

Under proceedings instituted under these acts, a decree was 
rendered in the court of chancery, on the 20th of April, 1855, 
by which the said trustees were divested of all the assets of thé 
Real Estate Bank, and the same were on the 25th day of the 
said month and year transferred to the receiver appointed by 

the court of chancery. 


INTERROGATORIES PROPOUNDED BY THE GOVER- 
NOR, WITH THE ANSWERS THEREUNTO. 


I. The amount of bonds outstanding and interest at the time 
of the assignment? The amount since taken in, and when, 
and by whom; and whether on account of debts due to the bank 
or by purchase or otherwise? 

Answer 1. The amount of Real Estate Bank bonds that hád 
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been sold was $1,530,000, on which, one-half year's interest, 
amounting to $45,900, was due on the 1st of January, 1842, and 
remained unpaid at the time of the assignment. The whole 
amount of interest that had accrued ón these bonds, up to April 
1, 1842, was $68,550; but, of this sum, $22,950 were not due, 
and could not be demanded before the Ist of July following. 

Besides the bonds sold, 500 bonds for $1,000 each had been 
pledged to the North American Trust and Banking Company, 
at New York, and money borrowed thereon to the amount of 
$121,336 59. The interest that had accrued thereon, was, ac- 
cording to a statement made by the cashier and the secretary . 
of the Real Estate Bank, $7,648. 

The total amount of bonds sold, of dividends due thereon, and. 
of money borrowed on bonds pledged, was, at the time of the 
assigninent, $1,607,936 59. The total, including interest that 
had accrued, both on bonds sold and on money borrowed on 
bonds pledged, was $1,727,834 59. 

2. The records of the bank do not, in all cases, distinguish 
between State Bank bonds and Real Estate Bank bonds, received 
by the trustees and their agents. But, as nearly as can be as- 
certained, from the time of the assignment, April 2, 1842, up to 
April 25, 1855, when the affairs of the bank passed into the 
hands of a receiver, appointed by the court of chancery, the 
sum of $491,148 63 was received in Real Estate Bank bonds 
and ‘coupons. 

In addition thereto, the receivers appointed by the court of 
chancery, have, between the 28th of April, 1855, and the 1st of 
October, 1856, received the sum of $81,827 49 in Real Estate 
Bank bonds and coupons, making the gross amount received 
since the date of the assignment, $572,976 19. : 

3. These bonds were, up to June, 1853, received by Mr. Thos. 

. W. Newton, as cashier and secretary, sometimes through the 
medium of the clerks of the different offices, or that of the trus- 
tees and and attorneys who collected them from the debtors of 
the bank. After that they were, up to April 15, 1855, received 
in the same way, by Mr. Gordon N. Peay, the successor of Mr. 
Newton, in the office of cashier and secretary. "Those subse- 
quently received have been taken in by the receiver appointed 
by the court of chancery. The sources from which the bonds 
were received, and on what account, are set forth in the ab- 
stract marked No. 1. 

4. In all cases the bonds and coupons appear to have been 
received in payment of debts due to the bank. In no cases 
were purchases made of them with Arkansas bank notes or the 
other funds of the bank. But, in a few instances, in which the 
amount of bonds and coupons paid in by individual debtors, ex- 
ceeded the amount due by them to the bank, the surplus was, 
as was necessary to adjust the accounts, refunded to them in Ar- 
kansas Dank notes. 
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II. The amount of the circulation of the bank at the time of 
the assignment? How much has since been taken in or re- 
deemed; and whether in payment of debts or otherwise; and 
when and by whom? What amount is still outstanding? 
Whether the amount taken in was taken in at par or scaled 
down? Whether any that has been taken in or redeemed, has 
again been put in circulation, and when, and by whom, and on 
what account; or been paid out; and when, or to whom, and on 
what account, and whether at par or at market value, and what 
value? è 

Answer 1. The gross circülation at the time of the assignment 
was, according to the accounts rendered, $495,725; but in this 
sum was included a large amount of Real Estate Bank notes on 
hand at the principal bank and the different offices. The net 
circulation, or the amount outstanding and in the hands of the 
people, it is impossible to tell; owing to some of the offices not 
having made the proper distinction between Real Estate Bank 
notes and other bank notes on hand. As well as can be aseer-  - 
tained, the net circulation did not exceed $394,869 56, and was - 
probably some $15,000 or $20,000 less. On this subject, see * 
“The Compendious View,” marked No. 31 B, where the ac- 
counts from the different offices are collated. 

2. The whole amount of notes issued, and prepared for issue, 
by the Real Estate Bank and its branches, was $854,650. Of 
this amount $50,000 were burned on the 25th of June, 1841. 
This left for the whole amount to be accounted for at the time 
of the assignment, $804,560, less than one-half of which were 
in circulation, and the residue of which were on hand at the 
different offices. Subsequently to this, various amounts were 
burnt at the dates following, viz:

At the last mentioned date; there were on hand, notes to the 
-amount of $14,040, and the amount in the hands of the people 
was $55,840. 

In the next two years, the outstanding circulation was re- 
duced in the amount of $3,860. After this the work of redemp- 
tion proceeded but slowly, as the whole amount redeemed in the 
year ending November, 1853, appéars to have been only twen- 
ty-five dollars. ‘As the successor of Mr. Newton, in the office 
of cashier and secretary, Mr. Peay redeemed outstanding notes 
to the amount of $2,585 in seventeen months; and Mr. Noland, 
as receiver, redeemed fifty dollars in seven months. 

According to this account, when Mr. Peay became receiver 
in November, 1855, the outstanding circulation was $49,320. - 
Of this amount he had redeemed, up to October 1, 1856, the 
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sum of $34,040; leaving $15,280 then outstanding. Of this last 
amount it is probable a great portion has been lost or destroyed. 

3. While the affairs of the bank were under the control of 
the trustees, circulating notes to the amount of $40,292 appear 
to have been redeemed with specie: the greater part thereof, 
$34,410 in consequence of suits brought against the trust. The 
residue redeemed by the trustees, say $300,000, were redeemed 
by receiving the circulating-notes in payment of debts due to 
the bank, except $32,666 67, which were redeemed by giving 
for them 32 five per cent. State bonds. In some instances the 
redemption was made in an indirect way, by giving,in exchange 
for Real Estate Bank notes, State bonds and coupons that had 
previously been received in payment of debts due to the bank. 
The amount redeemed in this way was $92,700. 

4' These redemptions were made chiefly by the cashier and 
secretary, and by the clerks at the different offices, at the times 
set forth in the respective accounts current herewith submitted 
and marked Nos. 10, 11, 12, 18,14, 15, and 30. In certain cases 
the immediate receipt of the notes was by the trustees and at- 
tórneys, who, in some instances, kept the sums thus collected 
for a long time in their hands, and in others paid them over to 
the cashier and secretary without unreasonable delay. 

5. When Real Estate Bank notes were received, it was as a 
general. rule at the rate of dollar for dollar of the debts due to 
the bank. There never wasa formal scaling down of Real Es- 
tate Bank notes when they were received, a few cases excepted 
in which such notes were taken in payment of special “good 
money” debts. But there was what amounted substantially to 
the same thing when ordinary debts due to the bank were com- 
muted for one-half of one-third of their face amount in “ good 
money.” l 


6. The notes that were taken in were re-issued again and 
* again, by the cashier and secretary, and by the clerks at the dif- 
ferent offices as often as occasion required; but to what extent 
it is impossible to say, as they did not in all cases distinguish 
between notes of the Real Estate Bank and notes of the State 
Bank. 


The notes thus paid out wẹre not regarded as at par with 
specie; but as worth one-half, one third, or one-fourth of their 
face amount in specie. There was thus a formal scaling down of 
Real Estate Bank notes when they were passed over to the trus- 
„tees in payment of their salaries, or otherwise used in defraying 
the expenses of the trust, two hundred, three hundred, or four 
hundred dollars, in Arkansas notes, being then regarded as the 
equivalent of one hundred dollars in specie. 

On one occasion, as appears from an entry in the trustees? 
journal, under date of January 30, 1848, the sum' of $12,150 ef 
rotes of the State Bank were disposed of in order to raise the 
sum of $3,645 in “good funds," as one of the ways of raising 
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means for the professed object of removing certain incum- 
brances from the lands of Rezin Bowie and Moses Burnett. The 
loss to the bank by this operation was $8,505. "The effect was 
the same as if this amount of Real Estate Bank notes had thus ` 
been disposed of: for these notes ($12,150) might have been ex- 
changed with the State Dank for an equal amount of Real Estate 
Bank notes. 

HI. Whether any of the Real Estate Bank notes taken in have, 
been exchanged for bonds or coupons, or State Bank paper, or 
other paper securities, and when and by whom? 

Answer. In a few instances, (as mentioned in reply to the first 
interrogatory,) when debtors paid in State bonds, amounting, 
with the interest thereon, to more than they owed to the bank, 
the surplus was refunded to them in Real Estate bank notes. 
The whole amount of Real Estate Bank notes exchanged in this 
way for State bonds and coupons, did not exeeed $1,200. 

In no other way do the trustees or their officers appear to have 
exchanged Real Estate Bank notes for bonds or coupons, State’ 
Bank paper, or other paper securities. 

IV. The debts due by said bank and interest at the time of the 
assignment? To whom due: whether in specie or otherwise? 

ow many have been discharged since; when and by whom; in 
what manner; in what kind of funds; and what amount of debts 
are still due by said bank or trustees; and how much interest 
has accumulated thereon; and what rate of interest du they bear? 
What debts have been created since; and how and how much 
has been paid on such debts; in what manner and what kind of 
funds, and what amount is still due? 


Answer 1. Measures were not taken at the time of the assign- 
ment to ascertain the exact condition of the bank. Returns have 
been found from the offices at Little Rock; Columbia and Wash- 
ington, of the date of March 31, 1842; from the office at Helena, 
of the date of March 23, and from the office at Van Buren, for 
some day in February, not designated. From these returns a 
synopsis has been prepared, which is herewith submitted, mark- 
ed No. 31. C. It fails in several respects to show the exact 
amount of the liabilities of the bank at the time of the assign- 
ment. l ' 

The assets of the different offices were transferred to the trus- 
tees at different dates, namely, Columbia, April 13, 1842, Hele- 
na; May 26, 1842, Little Rock, August 15, 1842, and Van Buren, 
September 9, 1842. But those at Washington, not till Decem- 
ber 18, 1843. , There is a compend in the hand writing of the 
cashier and secretary, apparently prepared some time afterwards, 
embracing the returns from the different offices at the time their 
assets were transferred to the trustees, except the Washington 
office, the returns for which are dated Nov. 3, 1842. But it is 
evident that this compend was never regarded as giving the ex- 
act condition of the bank, as Mr. Newton, in a letter to Gover- 
nor Drew, under date of October 16, 1846, speaks of the amount 
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of notes as shown by it to be in circulation, as “a rough esti- 
~ 


mate,” and “hastily prepared.” 

From returns of the dates given by Mr. Newton, and from such 
other sources as we could command, we have prepared a *Com- 
pendious View" which is submitted in conjunction with Mr. 
Newton's * Condensed Statement." 

We have also prepared, and herewith submit, “ À view, of the 
condition of the offices of the Real Estate Bank, according to 
the most explicit returns made by them in the year 1842.". 

None of these compends show the condition of the bank with 
all the exactness that is desirable, either at the time of the as- 
signment, or on any other day in the year 1842. 


According to Mr. Newton’s ** Condensed State- 
ment," the bank then owed for notes in circula-

The sums due on bond account; added to what was due for 
cireülation and to other banks, would make a total of $2,321,108 
22. But this amount was too great, as, among the notes stated 
to be in cireulation, were included notes of the Real Estate Dank 
on hand at the different offices, and among the sums due to 
other banks, was included what some of the offices of the Real 
Estate Bank owed to one another. 

According to our “ Compendious View,” the liabilities of the

This makes the total $2,257,558 32, which is $63,549 90 less 
than would be inferred from Mr. Newton's estimate. But, even 
eur amount is too great, as there is reason to believe that from 
$15,000 to $20,000 of notes of the Real Estate Bank were on 
hand at the Washington office, and that a large part of the de- 
posits were not demandable, but were part payments on notes 
discounted. l ~ 

The probability is, that, independently of what was due on 
bond account, the liabilities of the bank did not at the: time ef 
the assignment, exceed $456,000. 

2. Of the amount due for bonds, upwards of $500,000 was due 
to the U.S. treasury department for an investment made by it 
of the funds of the Smithsonian Institute. The residue was due 
to various parties in the Atlantic States and Europe. 

The amount due for notes in circulation and for deposits was 
chiefly owing to citizens of the State of Arkansas. 

The amount due on bonds was due in specie. The notes in 


* circulation, were, according to the obligation expressed on the 


face of them, payable in specie; but as the bank had been for 
about eighteen months in a state of suspension, gold or silver 
could not be obtained for the notes but by suing for it. A small 
portion of the deposits were payable in specie; the rest in Ar- 
kansas paper. s 

8. Of the debts due at the time of the assignment, those ow- 
ing to depositors have (with the exception of $1,678 52) been 
liquidated, partly by payments to them, and partly by passing 
the amounts to their credits on account of notes due by them. 
Of those owing to holders of the notes of the bank then in circu- 
lation, all were paid up to April 25, 1855, when the affairs of 
the bank passed into the hands of a receiver, except $49,905. 
Since that time, there have been redeemed up to October 1, 1856, 
$34,040, leaving then outstanding $15,980. 

The manner in which the notes were redeemed, is given in the 
answer to question 2. 

Of the debt due for bonds sold, and for interest thereon, the 
sum of $572,976 12 has been discharged by receiving bonds and 
coupons in payment of debts due to the bank. 

All the bonds bear six per cent. interest. 

4, Dy paying out Real Estate Bank notes in defraying the ex- 
penses of the trust, new debts were created to that amount; but 
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these have since been liquidated by reeeiving such notes back 
again in payments of debts due to the bank. 

Other debts were created by receiving Real Estate Bank notes 
on deposit, and allowing interest thereon. And again, others 
by judgments against the bank, obtained by private individuals, 
who held its notes, and sued for their payment in gold or silver. 

The debts remaining due by the bank, on the 1st of October, 
1856, may be summed up as follows:

‘pended specie payments, it was generally understood that these

debts could be discharged in the bank's own -notes, or other de- 
preciated paper. 

The stock notes, which were secured by bond and mortgage, 
at the Little Rock, Helena, Columbia, and Washington offices, 

amounted in the aggregate to $907, 962 33. Atthe Van Buren 

office, no stock notes were given. But the stockholders gave 
mortgages on their lands, which, it is presumable, are bound for 
their discounts, amounting to $119, 856 52. To this sum, add 
$12,935, for notes at the Helena office, secured by deeds of trust, 
and we shall have a total of $1,040,754 05 of debt secured by 
real estate. This will leave a debt of $882,489 41 resting on 
personal security alone.

This includes several items not embraced by Mr. Newton in 
either of his statements, as the corn and cotton account, and a 
certificate of deposit of à New York bank for $$8,000; but still 
makes the total less than it is made in either his “ Condensed 
Statement," or his letter to Gov. Drew; because we have ex- 
cluded notes on hand of the principal bank and branches; when 
we could ascertain the amount. This we have been able to do 
at all the offices except that at Washington, the returns from 
which are so indefinite as not to enable us to distinguish be- 
tween notes of other banks and notes of the Real Estate Bank 
on hand. "The total is given as $32,280. Of this amount it is 
prebable that $20,000 consisted of Real Estate Bank notes, 
which, if deducted from the sum given above, will make the 
net assets of the bank $2,211,625 42. 

These assets were disposed of as follows: 

Ist. A large amount of the notes and bills, included under the 
head of loans and discounts, were returned to the drawers and 
endorsers thereof, and Arkansas notes, specie at the rate of two 
or three for one, State bonds and coupons, and lands and ne- 
groes received in exchange. . 

2. Thirty-two of the five per cent. State bonds, amounting 
with the interest on them to $32,666 67, were exchanged by the 
cashier and secretary, on the 31st of May, 1843, for an equal 
amount of Real Estate Bank notes. "The six that remained 
were turned over to the receiver in April,.1855, and still remain 
on hand. 


3. Of the real estate included in the deed of assignment, the 
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banking houses and lots at Columbia and Helena have been sold. 
The lots at Washington, and the banking house and lots at Lit- 
tle Rock are still the property of the bank. 

4. The small amount due from banksin other States appears 
not to have been collected. 

5. The amount due from the State Bank and its branches, 
was duly settled for by those institutions. 

6. The notes of banks in other States proved to be unavaila- 
ble funds. 

7. The notes of the State Bank and its branches were ex- 
changed with those institutions for an equal amount of Real 
Estate Bank notes, or otherwise used in the business of the 
trust. 

8. The amount of two of the certificates of deposit of banks 
in New York, $5,948 56, and of the interest thereon, $424 69, 
was collected by Albert Pike, September 81, 1843, and duly ac- 
counted for by him. The third certificate, which was for $8,- 
000, was entrusted to John W. Edmunds, a lawyer of New 
York. He, on the 3d of June, 1843, drew the amount from the 
Phenix Bank, together with the interest thereon, making a to- 
tal of $8,476, and appropriated the same to his own use. Mr. 
Dudley Selden was employed to get it from him. From some 
papers in the banking house, it appeared that Mr. Selden re- 
ceived from Mr. Edmunds the sum of $3,599 98 in money, and 
a note for $1,838 48. Of the residue of the sum of $8,476, we 
have no account. Of the amount collected from Edmunds, only 
$1,800 was paid over to the cashier and secretary. The bal- 
ance was expended in paying Mr. Selden’s fees, and in defray- 
ing other legal expenses in New York. 

9. The sum due by the state treasurer was settled when the 
bank paid.the bonus for the year, 1841. 

10. The corn and the cotton were sold, and the obligations 
received therefor tended to swell the amount of bills receiva- 
ble. 

11.: The Chicot county warrants, (except a small amount used. 
in paying taxes,) remain on hand. 

42. The specie was used in paying the trustees and officers 
their salaries, and in defraying other expenses of the trust. A 
small part of it was employed in paying specie certificates of 
deposit; and another part in satisfying judgments against the 
bank. In the same way has gone what was subsequently col- 
lected from debtors to the bank, as is shown in the various ac- 
counts herewith presented. /

VII. A detailed statement of all good money received by the. 
trustees, the officers of the bank, or the agents of the trustees 
or officers, since the 2d April, 1842, or settled with the cashier 
and secretary; when received or settled, from what source or on 
what account? 

Answer. The abstracts herewith submitted, marked No.s 2, 
3 and 4, contain all the information we are able to give in an- 
swer to this interrogatory. In not a few instances it has been’ 
found impossible to distinguish between good money receipts 
and good money settlements; and, in many instances, when re- 
ceipts and settlements were entered on the books of the differ- 
ent offices, they were -entered again on the trustees’ books. 
Thus the net amount of receipts and payments was less than 
would appear from a summing up of the accounts.

The amounts received and settled for by the trustees and their 
agents, are so mixed up with their salary and other accounts 
that they cannot be separated therefrom.

This account, as it includes “good money settlements," ne- 
cessarily differs widely from the cash account of the cashier and 
secretary, as that embraces only “ good money receipts and pay- 
ments.”

The particulars as to whom paid, when paid, and and on what 
account, will so far as they could be ascertained, be found by 

reference to the abstracts marked 16 to 24 inclusive. 

It will be seen by a comparison of the: accounts, that while 
the good money receipts of the clerk at Van Buren, amounted 
to only $8,668 83, his good money payments amounted to $14,- 
528 37. This can be accounted for only on the supposition that 
many of the good money receipts at that office were not enter- 
ed as such, but mixed up with receipts of Arkansas funds, in 
such a manner that it is now impossible to tell what proportion 
of the receipts was in the’ one medium, and what in the other. 

IX. Detailed statement of bonds and coupons received by the 
trustees; whether State or Real Estate bonds; how many have 
been exchanged; and when, or again put into circulation, and 
sold or disposed of; and when, and by whom, and by what au- 
thority; and what number are now on hand; and what amount 
canceled and filed with the treasurer, and interest thereon? 

Answer 1. The abstract marked No. 1, herewith submitted, 
embraces the information called for in this interrogatory. From 
this it appears that, between April, 1844, when the receipt of 
bonds commenced, and the 25th of April, 1855, when the affairs 
of the trust passed into the hands of a receiver, there were ta-

2. The trustees do not appear to have exchanged any of the 
bonds received by them for other bonds. But 76 bonds. in all, 
(some of them ] Real Estate Bank bonds, and others State Bank 
bonds,) amounting, with the coupons, to $92,700 09, were by the 
cashier and secretary, exchanged for Real Estate Bank notes, 
namely, $6,827 92 with Wm. H. Gaines, and the residue, $85,- 
872 17, with the State Bank of Arkansas. 
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3. Of the bonds that were received, twenty-four amounting 
with the interest on them, at the time they were received, to 
$29,896 51, were again put into circulation. If the interest be 
added, that had accrued on some of the bonds, between the time 
in which they were received, and that in which they were 
passed away, the total will be $33,836 15. 


Fifteen were sold at New Orleans, December 21, 1847,to pay 
off Russel’s lien on lands of Rezin Bowie and Moses Burnett in 
Philips county. Two were, May 19, 1851, paid for the pur- 
chase of Adams’ land in Saline county, it being deemed expe- 
dient to purchase said land to secure a debt due to the bank. 
Wm. J. Vason, attorney at New Orleans, received two in com- 
pensation for professional services. And two were passed to 
Albert Pike, attorney, two to Luther Chase, trustee, and one to 
John Drennen, trustee, in payment of their salaries. 

The fifteen sold at New Orleans, and the two paid for Adams’ 
land, were so disposed of by order of the trustees. The others 
appear to have been applied to defray charges against the bank, 
without express directions from the board. 

4. When the assets of the bank were transferred to the re- 
ceiver, April 25, 1855, there were on hand—

According to the books, there ought to have been on. hand 
249 bonds, amounting, with the coupons, to $560,598 18. There 
is thus a deficiency of eight bonds and various coupons, 
amounting to $10,869 28, which cannot be accounted for. This 
does not affect Mr. Newton's cash account, as he debited that 
with the 349 bonds received, and credited it with only the 100 
exchanged for Real Estate Bank notes and used in defraying the 
expenses of the trust. 

Since the assets of the bank paed into the hands ọf the 
receiver, bonds and coupons to the amount of $755,507 00 have 
been canceled and filed with the treasurer. 


X. The indebtedness of each of the trustees of the bank or 
the ófficers thereof, and whether such indebtedness has been 
increased or diminished, and how secured, and on what accounts 
were their debts contracted, and » what manner, and with 
what funds discharged? 

Answer —The accounts current of the trustees d officers of 
the bank, herewith submitted, contain the bestinformation which 
the books and papers enable us to give in answer to these in- 
quiries. 

Carey A. Harris, the presidentof the principal bank, owed to 
it and to the branch at Helena, at the time of the assignment, 
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the sum of $1, 850. The whole of this debt was, in a few 
months, paid by himself or his representatives. ` 

Thos. W. Newton, the cashier of the principal bank, owed 
nothing to it at the time of the assignment. He afterwards i in-. 
curred obligations to the amount of $80,693 79 by the purchase 
of the Byrd estate in Jefferson county, but relieved himself 
from those obligations by transferring the estate to Hyner & 
Sutton, who became in their turn debtors to the bank. 

Wim. Van Dalsen, the cashier at Columbia, owed nothing to 
the bank. Edwin Brittin, the cashier at Washington, was 
equally free from debt to the bank. . 

The indebtedness of the other officers, is distinctly set forth 
in the reply to interrogatory 5: and whether such indebtedness 
. was increased or diminished, how secured, and in what manner 
and in what funds discharged, is shown in the accounts current 
herewith submitted. 

The most striking instance of the increase of debt due by a 
trustee to the bank, occurred in the case of Sandford C. Faulk- 
ner. He owed the bank, as principal, at the time of the assign- 
ment in 1842, a little less than $33,000. In various ways this 
debt was swelled by the 1st December, 1851, to about $180,000. 
It was discharged by his transferring to the trustees his real and 
personal estate in Chicot county. 


When the assets of the bank were transferred to the receiver, 
April 95th, 1855, the trustees and-officers owed the institution 
the following amounts:

In addition to the above, John Drennen owed $4,160 for lands 
purchased from the bank, but the title to which had not been 
secured to him. 

Albert Pike had, by payments to the receiver, reduced the 
amount due by Bun November 22, 1855, to $9,996 24. 

Messrs. Walker, Walters, Roane, Preston and Faulkner, all of . 
whom had acted as trustees, owed nothing to the bank at the 
time the assets were transferred to the receiver. 

XI. In settling or arranging debts due said bank or trustees, 
what means have been received, money, bonds, coupons, notes 
of the bank, slaves or personal property, or real estate; and if 
in good money at. what rate; and what encumbrances were or 
are on such property? 


Answer 1—All the above kind of means were received in 
payment of debts due to the bank; but owing to the manner in 
which the books were kept,it is impossible to tell the exact 
amount of each. Sometimes real and personal property were 
valued together as worth so much in the lump. Thus Mr. 
Faulkner transferred his lands in Chicot county, with his slaves, 
his cattle, his farming utensils, and sixty bales of cotton, in full 
satisfaction of the debts he owed to the bank. "The like mode 
- of settlement was resorted to in other cases. In some other 
instances it has not been found practicable to distinguish be- 
tween good money receipts and good money settlements; and 
in others where payments were made, it has not been found 
possible to tell what portion was in specie and what in, Arkan- 
sas funds.

2. The good money was received at various rates, at from 

two to three and nearly four to one of Arkansas, as set forth in 
the table marked No. 28. 
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3. For the real estate as much as $45 an aere was allowed 
in some instances as set forth in the abstract marked No. 7 
The value at which the negroes were received is given in E 
abstract marked No. 5. 

4. The chief encumbraces were mortgages on land given 
previously to pledging them for subscriptions of stock in the 
bank, and previous to borrowing money from thebank. So far 
as they could be ascertained; they are described in the schedule 
of lands received for debts due to thé bank. 

XII. Have the trustees or officers of the bank assumed debts 
in bank for debtors, and received from them moneys, notes, 
property, real or personal? , How were the debts assumed se- 
cured, if secured at all, and what profit or loss accrued to such 
officers or trustees by the transaction, and what profit or loss to 
the bank? 

Answer.—In all cases where the trustees or attorney collected 
moneys from debtors to the bank and did not pay them over im- 
mediately to the cashier and secretary, they may be said to have 
assumed such debts, at least temporarily. How far this was 
‘done will be seen by inspecting the accounts current of the 
attorney, and of the different trustees herewith submitted. 

In the following instances there was a more formal assump- 
tion of the debts owing to the bank: 

1. By Mr. Albert Pike, when he on the 1st'of J anuary, 1848, 
in consequence of an arrangement with Mr. Faulkner for the 
purchase of one half of his plantation in Chicot county, as- 
sumed $45,000 of the debt due by Faulkner to the bank. By 
way of security Mr. Pike gave a mortgage on his property in 
Little Rock. But the purchase was, as is s stated, not completed, 
and in July, 1850, Mr. Faulkner re-assumed. the debt of $45,- 
000, together with the interest that had accrued on it from the 
Ist of January, 1848.

These entered into Mr. Craig's general account. The balance 
due by his estate to the bank, is, as allowed by the propate 
court of Chicot county, $23,208 86. 

7. On the 13th of November, 1858, Daniel T. Witter as- 
sumed $154 80 on account of S. C. Wheat. This amount 
entered into Mr. Witter's general account, and as such formed . 
part of the balance of $3,552 40 due by him April 16th 1855. 

8. Mr. Thomas W. Newton having, on the 1st of January, 
1848, purchased R. C. Byrd's plantation in Jefferson county, as- 
sumed on this account the sum of $65,075 64 due by Byrd to 
the bank. For this he gave his note, secured by a mortgage on. 
the estate. 

_ He subsequently sold the place to Hy ner & Sutton, and the 

account was adjusted January 6th, 1851, by taking Hyner & 
Sutton's note for $70,000, by passing to Mr. Newton's credit 
$3,117 due to him in specie, as the equivalent, at 30 cents in 
the dollar, of $10,390, in Arkansas money, and by taking from 
him a new note for the balance, $308 79. 

When the settlement was made the debt had swelled by in- 
crements of interest, to $80,693 79. 

9. On the 26th of May, 1843, Lambert Reardon assumed 
part of a debt due by James DeBaun, amounting with the in- 
interest thereon to $2,272 18. Some payments on this account 
were made in the month of June following, and what remained 
due on the, 23d of February, 1844, was then paid. 

10. Mr. Drennen made the following assumptions: 

June 31st, 1844, note of J. L. Dawson, with interest

These sums, amounting to $39,232, entered into Mr. Dren- 
nen's general account. According to the books, there was due 
by him, April 16th, 1855, in specie $3,291 23, and $18,062 54 
in Arkansas funds, besides $4,160 in Arkansas funds for land 
sold to him by the bank, but the title to which has not yet been : 
perfected. i 

11. On the 27th of April, 1844, George Hill assumed the note 
of Tilghman Patterson for $300. This “entered into his general 
account. The balance due by him, April 16th, 1855, was $4,- 
926 39. 

. 19. Enoch J. Smith assumed H. Y. Smith's note for $324 79.

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All that E. J. Smith owed the bank on the 16th of April, 1855, 
was $125 51. 

XIII. Have the trustees and officers severally accounted for all 
assets and moneys that came to their’ hands, or for rents and 
profits of the bank property; and if not, who is deficient, and in 
what amount, and at what time? 


Answer. We have no reason to believe that the trustees and 
officers failed to report to the cashier and secretary for such 
money and other assets as came into their hands. But the whole 
amount of rents received by them was very small. The follow- 
ing embrace all that we have as yet found any notice oF on the 
books:

It does not appear that one dollar was ever received for the 
hire of negroes that came into the. possession of. the trustees, 


' and were retained by them sometimes for months if not for 
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years. But there are charges for the traveling expenses of some 
of these negroes, and for medical attendance on others. 

XIV. A detailed statement of lands taken for debts, and from 
whom, and to discharge what amount? And lands purchased 
by the trustees or officers, and of whom, when, and for what 
amount; and where they lie; and whether improved or unim- 
proved, and whether the persons for whom they were taken, 
were solvent or insolvent? Set forth the numbers and such 
other particulars as will afford a full understanding thereof. 

Adswer 1. In the accompanying abstracts, marked 6, 7, and 8, 
will be found all the information we have been able to gather 
from the books and papers in the banking house respecting 
lands purchased by the trustees, or received by them in pay- 
ment of debts. But to answer many parts of this interrogato- 
ry in a satisfactory manner, it would be necessary to institute 
investigations in the different counties in which the lands are 
situated. In but few e lands ap records in the banking 
house show whether the lands areimproved or unimproved, or, 
if improved, to what extent. Neither do the records show who 
are the present occupants -of the land, a few cases only ex- 
cepted. 

Whether the persons from whom the lands were taken, were 
solvent or insolvent, must, in many cases, be matter of opinion. 
Not a few of them have always had the reputation of being 
wealthy men; but, without a more partieular acquaintance with 
their personal affairs than we possess, it is impossible to say if 
their wealth was of a solid character. 

In a letter in the hand writing of Albert Pike, dated July 10, 
1851, the following passage occurs: 

as No lands will hereafter be taken from solvent men in pay- 
ment of debts: nor in any but desperate cases, and by unanimous 
vote of the board.” 

This would seem to imply, that, before that time, lands had 
been taken from solvent men, and in other than desperate cases. 

2. In payment of debts due to the bank, the trustees received 
15,008 acres of stock land, which had been valued when pledg- 
ed for stock, at $198, 708. These they received as full satisfac- 
tion of debts owing to the bank, amounting. in all to $163,646. 

Of other lands, they received 10,839 acres, which were re- 
garded at full satisfaction for debts of the amount of $161, 869. 

The whole number of acres received by the trustees in pay- 
ment, was 25,847, and they were regarded às the equivalent of 
$325,515 of debt due to the bank. 

3. By foréclesure of stock mortgages the trustees obtained a 
title to 49,989 acres of land, which had been valued at $856,335, 
when pledged for stock. For these they bid $80,235. But as 
92.914 acres of these lands, the stock valuation of which was 
$38,494, had previously been received in payment of debts, the

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net amount of aeres acquired in this way was 47,075, which 
had been valued when pledged for stock, at $817,841. 
4. In addition to the above, the trustees, in a settlement with 


Mr. Faulkner, allowed him $177,129, for 626 acres of stock 


land, 169 acres of other land, and the personal property on his 
lands. 

5. At sales under execution and foreclosure of mortgages, 
(other than stock mortgages,) they bought 5,482 acres of stock 
land, which had been valued, when pledged for stock, at $54,- 
456. For these they paid $5, 299. 

They bought in addition, at such sales, 13,697 acres of other 
land, for which they paid $14,093. 

The whole number of acres of lands bought in this way was 
19,179, and the price paid for them was $19,392. 

6. The whole number of acres of land acquired in all these 

ways was 92,888 acres, and the whole price paid and allowed for 
them, for 21 town lots, and for the personal property on the 
Faulkner plantation, was $602,273. 

Exclusive of the Faulkner lands, the trustees sold 6,942 acres 
of' stock land which had been valued when pledged. for 
stock, at upwards of $135,000. The price they had given, and 
allowed for these lands, was upwards of $39,000; and they sold 
for $4,249 in specie, and $61,413 in Arkansas funds, together, 
$65,661. 

8. For 2,109 acres of other lands sold by the trustees, and for 
one town lot, they had paid and allowed $9,919. They sold the 
same and five other town lots for $4,250 in specie, and $16,418 
in Arkansas funds; together, $20,668. . 

9. The stock lands of Mr. Faulkner, (626 acres) were, when 
pledged for stock, valued at $37,430. These, and oe acres of 
other lands were ‘sold together for $41,824. 

10. There remain on hand 60,623 acres of stock fnd which, 
when they were pledged for steck, were valued at $952,268. 

There also remain on hand 22,587 acres of other land, and 
nineteen town lots, for which the trustees paid and allowed 
$166,043. 

According to this account, 83,211 acres of land are now the 
property of the bank, and the 7,568 acres of stock land which 
have been sold, still remain subject to the stock mortgages. 


XV. Whether any of the trustees or officers, or which of them 
have speculated with the funds of the bank; and if so, in what. 
way, and with what profit or loss to the bank? 

Answer. On the 25th of May, 1842, the day on which the as- 
sets at Helena were transferred.to the trustees, but before the 
tiansfer was completed, Messrs. Wm. F. Moore and Henry L. 
Biscoe, two of the directors at that office, and also two of the 
newly appointed trustees, offered $6,561 36, payable in Arkan- 
sas paper, for the 121 bales of cotton then in the yard of the 
Helena banking house, and 50 cents a bushel for all the mer- 


a 
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chantable corn then in store, (about 1,600 bushels,) together» 
' with the charges thereon; the said cotton and corn to be paid 
for in 60 days, with interest from date at me rate of 7 per cent. 
per annum. 

To this their co-directors assented. The corn and the cotton 
passed into the hands of Messrs. Moore and Biscoe; but no 
note appears then to have been given, and no part of. the pur- 
chase money was paid at the end of the sixty days, as agreed 
upon. 

More than ten months after the purchase, the sum of $4,506: 
93 was paid on account, leaving $2,054 43 due for the cotton, 
- and $820 25 for the corn; together, $2,874 68, without counting 
interest. 

Notes were subsequently given for the balance, but they 
mained unpaid for years. 

Both the corn and the cotton were included in the assignment 
made at Little Rock, April 2, 1842; but through the arrange- 
ment made at Helena, on the 26th of May, of that year, they 
never passed into the hands of the trustees. 

As both the corn and the cotton were cash articles, a different 
disposition of them might have prevented some of those heavy 
sacrifices the bank was afterwards compelled.to make, through 
the sale of Arkansas bonds and bank notes, in order to raise 
specie to defray the expenses of the trust; and also have pre- 
vented that increase in the outstanding obligations of the bank 
which was made by paying the officers and trustees their com- 
pensation in Arkansas funds, atthe rate of two or three dollars 
in paper for one in specie. i 

In some instances, some of the trustees retained in their own 
hands different amounts of money they had collected from debt- 
ors fo the bank; and, in others, as when specie was put into 
their hands for special objects, they did not promptly pay it over. 
Such funds, it must be presumed, they employed in their own 
business. But the records contain no inference from which it | 
can be inferred that they, in any other way, speculated in the 
funds of the bank. 

XVI. What compensation did the trustees and officers re- 
ceive per annum or otherwise, and in what kind of funds, and 
did they draw it out whilst indebted to the bank? 


Answer. The deed of assignment provides that the members 
of the committees at the different offices “shall act without 
compensation, except when actually engaged in the perform- 
ance of the trust aforesaid, when each shall receive as his com- 
pensation the sum of three dollars per day, for every day dur- 
ing which he shall be engaged; Provided, however, That no 
member of said committee at Little Rock shall be entitled to 
charge for more than one hundred and eighty days in any one 
year; and that no member of any other committee shall be en- 
titled to charge for more than seventy-five days in one year.” 
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The same deed provides that “the executive board shall re- 


ceive in full pay, for their services, the same compensation as 
is now allowed to the members of the central board, and such 
other traveling expenses as may be necessarily incurred in the 
discharge of their duties.” The compensation of the central 
board was “four dollars per day for their services and attend- 
ance as members of the central board, and the sum of three 
dollars for each twenty miles in travelling to and from Little 
Rock. 

The deed further provides that the residuary trustees shall 
receive the same compensation as the members of the executive 
board. 

In the accounts of the executive board, as stated on the books, 
no distinction-is made between their traveling expenses and 
their per diem compensation, but the whole sum is given in 
gross. 

The committees at the offices, and the residuary trustees did 
not make distinct charges for each day they were engaged .in 
the business of the bank, or for the number of miles they tra- 
veled; but, instead thereof, took to themselves salaries, the for- 
mer at $225, the latter at $750 a year. 

The compensation that, under these arrangements, the trus- 
tees severally received, was, as well as can be ascertained, as 
follows:

To S. C. Faulkner $315, in Arkansas money, regarded as 
equal to $126, in specie. Faulkner also received a credit of 
$5,811 17 in Arkansas money, on his debts due to the bank, as 
the equivalent of $3,188 50 in specie due to him on his salary 
account. i l 

To John Drennen, $4,258 97 was paid in Arkansas money, 
and regarded as the equivalent of $1,866 16 in specie. A bond, 
with the coupons attached, amounting to $1,480 was paid to 
him as the equivalent of .$440 in'specie. And a credit of $4,- 
108 72 in Arkansas money, was allowed him on his debts due 
to the bank, as the equivalent of $2,255 41 due to him in specie 
on his salary account. 

To Ebenezer Walters, on account of $804 49 due to him in 
specie, a credit was allowed in Arkansas money of $3,608 99. 

By these manipulations, the bank increased its outstanding 
obligations in the sum of $12,245 25. : 

With the exceptions above noted, the trustees continued, 
while indebted to the bank, to draw their salaries in specie. 

Col. Drennen, while receiving pay as trustee, was allowed 
salary as president of the branch at Van Buren, at the rate of 
$750 a year, up to the 9th of September, 1842, when the assets 
of that office were transferred to the trustees. 

The other officers of the bank, received, as well-as can be as- 


certained, the following sums as compensation for their service. `

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At the Columbia office, the books were kept in such form, 
(various expenditures being lumped in one entry,) that the 
amounts paid to the clerk there, are, to some extent, necessarily 
conjectural. 

The special fee of $143 12, for which a credit was allowed 
Albert Pike, on the 30th of October, 1847, was for collecting in 
September, 1846, the sum of $1,431 29, from Whitfield & Nott, 
to whom had been sold some cotton belonging to the bank. 

This table gives the specie value allowed to the officers of the 
bank for their services, and they all drew the whole amount in 
specie set against their names, except the following: 

T. W. Newton, for $3,117 in specie due to him on salary ac- 
count, received a credit for $10,390 in Arkansas money, and 
thereby discharged debts of that amount due by him to the 
bank. On another occasion, $850 due to him on salary account, 
were applied to the payment of a note payable in specie, given 
for certain purchases made by him at the sale of the Faulkner 
property. l £ 

Johnson Chapman, for $1,812 50 due to him on salary ac- 
count, received a credit for $3,500, and thereby discharged that 
amount of debt due by him to the bank. 

On the 16th November, 1846, Charles W. Adams received 
the sum of $3,500 in Arkansas funds, equal at 36 cents in the 
dollar to $1,260 in specie, for amount due to him as attorney for 
the trustees, for the business of the Helena office, from the 
spring term of the Crittenden county court, 1844, to October 
term of said court, 1846, at $500 dollars in par funds per an- 
num. | 

With these exceptions, the officers, while indebted to the 
bank, drew from it their salaries in specie. But it is proper to 
. observe that Pike, Newton and Chapman, were the only ones 
among them that were largely indebted to the bank, and that 
Brittin and Van Dalsen never owed anything. 

By the payments above mentioned in Arkansas funds, and by 
the credits granted on the books in these funds, the loss to the 
bank was $11,700 50. | 

XVII. What have been the annual expenses of said bank, 
salaries, contingent expenses and all, per annum, since the deed 
of assignment?

In the table showing the compensation received by the dif- 
ferent trustees and officers, the specie value received by each is 
given, and it is stated in the note how much was paid to them 
in paper. 

In this compend what amount was paid to the trustees and 
officers in specie, and what amount in paper is distinctly 
stated. 

According to the accounts thus rendered, the expenses from 
April 2, 1842, to April 16th, 1855, a period of thirteen years and 
fourteen days, were on the average $12,489 69 in specie, and 
$4,064 73 in paper: together $16,554 42, for each year. 

XVIII. What amount of debts or demands due said bank 
have not been put in suit or collected, and what amount has 
been lost by neglect or statute of limitations or lapse of time, 
or will be lost probably on account of it? What is the amount 
“of good debts now due the bank, and what the amount of bad

Answer 1. The amount of the principal of debts that had not 
been collected by the trustees, when the affairs of the bank 
were turned over to the receiver in chancery, was $992,442 13 in 
Arkansas money, and $63,082 48 in specie; together $1,055,- 
526 61. The records of the bank do not show what part of the 


, amount had been put in suit. 


Since Mr. Peay was made receiver, he has placed in the 
hands of attorney s, for collection, all the notes and bills due to 
the bank and remaining unpaid. 

2. The amount lost by neglect or statute of limitation is ac- 
cording to Abstraet No. 27, herewith submitted, $32,912 98. 
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The amount appears very small on two millions of debts in 
fourteen years, but this is the whole amount which the books 
and papers in the banking house have enabled us to discover. 
This does not include the losses that were sustained, when 
judgments were obtained in favor ofthe bank, and nothing was 
made out of them. In addition to the above,the sum of $5,500 
* par funds" for negroes sold by the trustees to Wm. D. Fergu- 
son, has been lost to the bank, by their neglect, they having 
failed to bring an action against Ferguson, for the slaves or 
their value in proper time. See Abstract No. 5, for a history of 
this transaction. i 

3. The amount of good debtsdue the bank, October 1st, 1856, 
is as nearly as can be calculated $495,277 26: or, including in- 
terest, $545,693 11. : 

The amount classed as doubtful is $99,630 23; and as worth- 
less $420,876 59: together, $520,506 82 without including in- 
terest. 

XIX. How many tracts of land purchased by or mortgaged 
to the bank, have been sold for taxes, and thus lost to the bank? 

Answer—The multiplicity and complexity of the various ac- 
counts we have had to examine, has left us but little time for 
the subject of this interrogatory. To answer it fully it would 
be necessary to institute investigations in the different counties, 
a duty which, we understand, the receiver means to undertake. 
In a supplementary report, we propose to give, as soon as can 
be prepared, the best answer to this question which the booke 
and papers in the banking house and in the public offices at 
Little Rock, will enable us to make. 

XX. How often did the trustees meet per annum, and when, 
and who were present, and who was the chief manager or ad- 
viser to the acts of the trustees? 

Answer. The general board of trustees held their first meet- 
ing in November, 1842. It commenced on the 7th of that month 
and closed on the 18th. There were present, Messrs. Roane, 
Hill, Smith, Faulkner, Moore, Preston, Drennen, Clarke, Biscoe, 
-Craig and Davies. Their second meeting, (which was called 
specially for the election of residuary trustees,) was held on the 


2d of April, 1844, and lasted only one day. There were pres- 


ent, Messrs. Roane, Hill, Faulkner, Drennen, Clarke, Biscoe, 
Craig, Reardon, Walters and Walker. 
The executive board held four meetings in 1842, twoin 1843, 


and one in 1844. Some of the members assembled in April . . 


and December, 1843; but not-enough to form a quorum. 


The residuary trustees held four meetings in 1844, two in 
1845, two in 1846, two in 1847, one in 1848, one in 1849, three 


in 1850, four in 1851, two in 1852, three in 1853, and three in , 


1854. On some other occasions, some of the residuary trustees 
assembled; but not enough to form a quorum. 
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Some of these- meetings lagted four, five, closón or twelve 
days. Others for only one day. 


Besides the above, sundry meetings were held by the com- - 


mittees of the trustees at the different offices. ` 
The following table shows the number of days each trustee 
was present at the different meetings:

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Besides a just allowance for travelling expenses. 

It does not appear from the records who, among the trustees, 
was the chief manager and adviser. In but few instances are 
the names given of those who moved or seconded the resolutions - 
and orders that were adopted. Mr. Albert Pike says, in his an- 
swer to the bill in chancery, “that the trustees always reposed 
great confidence in him, and when the pressure of circumstan- 
ces, and public opinion would allow, almost always followed his 
advice, when given in his line of duty; and that, when his ad- 
vice was asked, he always gave it frankly and honestly, to the 
best of his judgment, and' endeavored at the same time not to 
interfere in matters with which he had no concern.”  . 

XXI. A full statement as to the manner in which the trust has 
been executed, and all violations thereof; and a full investiga- 
tion into the affairs of said bank since the deed of assignment, 
and its present condition. 

Answer 1. In schedule “A” Attached to the deed of assign- 
ment, are enumerated. 

- « All the cotton belonging 'to said bank being about 793 
bales.” 

We have been able to find traces of only 266 bales in the 
hands of Ward, Moffit & Co., at New Orleans, and of 123 bales 
on the lot belonging to the bank at Helena, besides a credit to 
the cotton aecount at the Washington office on the 31st of 
March, 1842, of $8,486 36. This would be the equivalent of 161 
bales if valued at the prices allowed at Helena: and would make 
a total of 550 bales, or 242 less than is mentioned in the sched- 
ule attached to the deed of assignment: 

The probability is that the bank had then less cotton on hand 
than the assignees supposed. In like manner they over estimat- 
eG the specie on hand, setting it down as $63, 000, when it was 
less than $48,000. 

2. The professed object of the assignment was that the credi- 
tors of the bank * should be secured, paid, and indemnified, and 
its circulation called in, and at the same time its debtors guard- 
ed against oppression and ruin, and enabled to discharge the 
debts due by them to the institution." 

The chief creditors of the bank were the holders of its notes, 
and the owners of the bonds. Little regard was paid to their 
interests. On the contrary, the value of the notes in circulation 
was reduced, by the trustees paying out others in defraying the 
expenses of the trust, as whatever increased the mass of notes 
in circulation, diminished their selling rate in the market. The 
value of both notes and bonds, was, moreover, diminished by 
the trustees receiving specie in payment of debts at the rate of 
one dollar in specie for two or three of Arkansas paper. Ifthey 
had pursued a different: policy, a new demand would have sprung 
up for the notes of the bank and for the bonds and coupons. 
They would not then have sunk so low in the market ‘as they 
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did, for there would have been an increased demand for them as 
a means of paying debts due to the bank. 

This usage did not begin till the trustees and officers having 
nearly exhausted the specie they had on hand at the time of the 
assignment, wanted more for the payment of their own salaries. 

3. It was made the express duty of the trustees thát they 
should “ diligently endeavor to call in and redeem the circulation 
or notes payable of said bank as speedily as may be possible.” 
And it was further provided in the deed of assignment that all 
the notes of the Real Estate Bank on hand at the different offi- 
ces, should forthwith be delivered to the trustees, and be by them 
burned, and that all the circulating notes of the Bank thereof be . 
collected should be burned ** whenever and as often as the sum 
of $25,000 should be on hand." 

These conditions were not complied with. The redemption of 
the circulation of the bank was postponed to other objects, and 
no burning took place till the 14th of November, and then only 
a part of the notes on hand, namely $190,220, were committed 
to the flames. "Thus matters remained till the 3d of April, 1844, 
when notes to the amount of $144,510 were destroyed by fire, 
still leaving on hand notes to a large amount. Then there was 
àn interval of six years, in which this provision of the deed of 
trust was utterly disregarded. . But a general conflagration took 
place on the 16th of November, 1852, in which notes to the 
amount of $400,000 were consumed. 

4. It was provided in the deed of assignment, that, the com- 
mon debtors to the bank should be allowed eight years in which 
to pay what they owed, they paying in each year one eighth . 
part of the principal and the interest in advance. And that 
those who owed on stock credits, should pay as provided for in 
the charter, that is, the interest annually in advance, and five 
|» per cent of the prineipal in each year. 

These conditions were but little regarded, if regarded at all, 
by either the debtors to the bank or the trustees. 

The trustees did not, however, herein violate the letter of the 
deed, for it was immediately afterwards provided that they might, 
* at their discretion, compound any debt or debts due or owing” 
to the bank, and might *enter into, sign and execute, seal and 
deliver, any bargain or deed of composition, compromise or as- 
signment, of or with any person who shall become or be insol- 
vent, or unable to make punctual payment.” 

This was, under the circumstances of those times, granting 
almost unlimited discretion to the trustees in regard to the col- 
lection of debts. 

In answer to an inquiry by Governor Drew, Mr. Newton, the 
cashier and secretary said, under date of Oct. 16, 1844. 

“The total amount paid in since the assignment is about 
$974,000? . As this embraced a period of five years and a half, 
the collections were equal to $60,000 per annum; and as they 
were in Arkansas money, then worth no more than fifty cents on 
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the dollar, the yearly payments by all the debtors of the bank 
were equal only to $30,000 in the legal coin of the United States. 
This was on a debt the principal of which was about two mil- 
lions, and the yearly interest of which at 8 per cent was, $160,- 
000. 

In reply to another enquir y by Governor Drew, Mr. Newton 
said: 

“The only reasons I can give in answer to this question for 
the “ seéming ” tardiness of the stockholders, are drawn from the 
following considerations and suppositions, the most of which are 

equally applicable to the other debtors to the bank. 

lst. “In most instances, | presume, it arises from inability: 
with seme there may be indisposition to pay. The great floods 
in '44 and '45, in all our rivers, destroyed the growing crops of 
the large stockholders, and many other debtors to the bank, and 
rendered it impossible for them to meet the demands upon them, 
and operated so injuriously on all the citizens of the State, as to 
require several years of prosperity to wipe out entirely the ef- 
fects of the general calamity. Five more years at least will be 
required for the State to recover from the disasters spoken of. 

2d. “The money borrowed from our banks, was, to a great 
extent, expended in the payment of prior debts out of the State; 
in the purchase of additional negroes, and in the clearing up and 
cultivation of our land. When notes fell due, new loans were 
needed to make payments, as some time must necessarily elapse 
before the increased expenditure would be reimbursed by the 
products of the soil. 

3d. * When the banks were discounting freely, credit was so 
cheap that many were induced to borrow more largely than pru- 
dence would ordinarily dictate, and they have not yet recovered 
from this imprudence. 

4th. * The stock of some was secured by land at an exorbi- 
tant valuation, who borrowed, no doubt intending in good faith 
to pay; but self interest now prompts them to surrender their 
lands in discharge of their debts. Others mortgaged estates, the 
value of which has increased by the clearing up and bringing 
more land into cultivation, who become alarmed when they 
found the bank in failing cireumstances, lest their estates might 
belostin making up the deficiency of the other class, in the 
final payment of the bonds, and, seeing the rapid decline in the 
value of Arkansas money, they supposed very naturally that 
when the bonds were thrown into the market for sale, a still 
further decline would take place, and enable them to pay on 
easier terms. In waiting thus, however, they seem to forget 
that the interest *like an eating moth," is still accumulating on 
their debt, and keeping pace with the decline in the value of the 
bonds. 

5th. “The excitement which grew eut of the assignment in 
1842, of the effects of the bank to the trustees, and the success- 
ful efforts which were made in many instances to frustrate their 
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attempts to make collections, with the difficulty experienced in 
parts of the State in getting judgments where the bank was.a 
party, led many to imagine that they might escape without pay- 
ing anything. "This delusion has happily passed away with the 
excitement which gave rise to it; and those heretofore the most 
“tardy ” in meeting the regular calls of the bank, are now mak- 
ing arrangements to pay largely out of their growing crops of 
cotton. The strange feeling which seems to have existed in the 
minds of a great many of the debtors to all the banks in the 
State, that, by some management or other, they would be en- 
tirely released from their indebtedness without an effort to pay, 
it is to be hoped, was but a momentary impulse growing out of 
the pecuniary embarrassments of the times, and that, as abund- 
ant crops shall crown their,labors, and prosperity once more 
smile upon them, they will remember that their bank liabilities 
are not only as obligatory upon them, but are as sacred debts as 
any other promises to pay." | 

_ About two years afterwards Governor Drew made further in- 
quiries, to which the cashier and secretary, replied as follows: 

“It was obvious in the beginning that only by one course: 
could the means of the bank ever be realised so as to take up its 
circulation and redeem the bonds, and that was to pursue the 
poliey of securing the debts so that they would ultimately be 
good. rather than to push collections by legal process when it 
could be avoided. Such was the distressed condition of the 
country, and the depreciation of all kinds of property that to sue 
on a debt and attempt to collect it by execution, could result 
only in sacrificing the debtor's property, and collecting nothing 
for the institution. Property worth thousands was every day 
seen to sell under the hammer for a few dollars, and the larger 
thé creditor, the more likely was he to be bankrupt by paying 
costs and expenses of litigation. . Had the trustees proceeded to 
enforce collections stringently, a large portion of the community 
would have been inevitably ruined, and an incalculable amount 
of indebtedness totally lost, which, by prudence, caution and 
indulgence has been saved. : 

“The condition of our laws, the misguided favor extended by 
them to debtors, the uncertainty of what legal decision would be, 
all combined to indicate to the trustees, the policy which they 
ought to pursue, and they have followed out that policy steadily 
and with the happiest results. 

* Many circumstances, however, have combined to thwart and 
embarass them in the discharge of their duties; the refusal of the 
stockholders at Washington to deliver over the property there 
till some of the debts were barred by limitation; the refusal of 
the legislature to authorise suit to be brought by the trustees at 
Little Rock, or the trustees to sue in their aggregate name, with- 
out regard to any change in the number of individual trustees: 
the change in the delivery bond law by which it was rendered so

‘ uncertain as to cause unexampled delay, and the total loss of 
many debts: the taking away of the charter by the State, by 
whieh the trustees were precluded from carrying on suits com- 
menced in the name of the bank, or enforcing judgments obtain- 
ed by her: thus compelling them to revive and carry on the one 
and to enforce the other by a multitude of suits in chancery 
all threw difficulties in the way of the trustees, with but few, 
and these the least important of which, has the State Bank had 
to struggle. 

“The decision of the supreme court that the mortgages of 
stockholders did not secure the money borrowed on stock credits, 
has lost to the creditors of the bank' some fifty thousand dollars. 
This question is again before the court, and hopes are entertain- 
ed that it will be decided differently and thereby prevent much 
heavier losses." | 

The account Mr. Newton gave of the condition of things in 
Arkansas was a gloomy one: but it should never be forgotten 
that it was by the operation of the banks themselves that this 
gloomy state of things was produced. Mr. John Wilson, the 
first President of the Real Estate Bank, said, on the 30th of 
Nov., 1837, in a report to the General Assembly, “in our own 
Siate there is not at present any embarrassment.” This was one 
year before the Real Estate Bank commenced operations. It 
was in operation less than four years before it (in conjunction 
with the State Bank,) produced all the evils so graphically des- 
cribed by its cashier and secretary. 

It is true, that, about the time the trustees got possession of. 
the assets at Little Rock, affairs were very gloomy, not only in 
Arkansas butin all the United States, and from one and the 
same cause, namely the operations of the banking system. In 
September, 1842, there was a tremendous convulsion of the 
banks in New Orleans, the effects of which were felt throughout 
the Union. But in May, 1843, things began to mend, and they 
have been gradnally improving ever since. : Arkansas being the 
last State to embark in the banking business, would naturally 
be the latest in recovering from its ill effects. There were sufhi- 
cient causes why the trustees should not be too rigorous at the 
beginning in enforcing the payment of debts. But there is rea- 
son in all things. They ought to have collected at least enough 
to have paid.the expenses of the trust. That they did not do so, 
was owing to the peculiar constitution of the board. "They, and 
their particular friends were among the greatest debtors to the 
bank. They paid nothing, or next to nothing, of what they 
themselves owed to the bank, and under these circumstances it 
was with ill grace that they could enforce payment on others. 

The assignment was one of debtors to the bank, to themselves, 
for their own benefit, and it was managed, as, under such cir- 
cumstances, might rationally have been expected. 

The result would have been different if the State and the bond- 
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holders had been faithfully represented in the board. Enough 
might then have been collected not only to pay the expenses of 
the trust, but to pay the coupons as they fell due.

A considerable time elapsed between the days when the ne- 
gros were received by the agents of the bank, and the days 
when they were sold: but in no one instance does their hire ap- 
pear to have been accounted for. In case of the Faulkner ne- 
grses, the trustees raised a crop upon the plantation taken from 
Mr. Faulkner, between the time of purchase and the time of sale 

of said negroes. Some expenses were incurred on account of 
these negroes, as appears from the Faulkner papers, and Hom 
entries in Mr. Newton's * debit and credit statement." 

In the Faulkner papers an account is given of 37 negroes; 
butit does not appear what became of one of them, Bill, aged 13. 

The 35 negroes of.Faulkner brought $19, 610. Eighteen 
others, received from different persons, brought $10,933 50. In 
all, $30,543 50. Four of the negroes died, namely, one, the 
name of which is not given, but which had belonged to E. Cross. 
Riley, who had belonged to George Conway; Granville, who 
had belonged to S. C. per and Judy, who had belonged 
to J. S. McKeil. 

One, who had belonged io Fleetwood Herndon, killed a negro 
of Col. Stuart's, and was removed out of the State to escape 
the penalty of the law; and was sold by James H. Walker, one 
of the trustees, for the sum of $1,000. 

One was returned to his former owner, J. S. McKeil, on com- 
promise. The amounts which three others brought were cre- 
dited to the account of J. S. MeKeil, though what that amount 
was is not stated. Others of Mr. McKeil’s negroes appear to 
have been transferred to the bank, and afterwards returned to 
him on compromise; but how many does not appear. 

One negro when purchased,swas in Tennessee, and may be 
there still for all that appears on the record. She belonged to 
A. J. Greer. 

At what rate Mrs. James’ negro woman and child were re- 
'ceived does not appear from the record. By order of the board, 
June 24th, 1853, Mr. Drennen was authorized to obtain from the - 
heirs of Mrs. J ames, a perfect title to these negroes, and to sell 
them for the highest price. What became of them after they 
passed into the hands of Mr. Drennen does not appear. 

In Faulkner's negroes there was an increase of six from natu- 
ral causes, between the dates e purchase and of sale by the 


bank.

Sixteen negroes in all, together with 1,069.33 acres of land. 
The mortgage was foreclosed for the benefit of the trustees, in 
Crittenden county, on the 14th October, 1845, and sale of the 
land and negroes ordered to be made on the 13th of April, 1846, 
for the payment of $11,218 76, the amount then of principal 
and interest on the above debt. At the sale the trustees pur- 
chased the land and negroes for the sum of $4,000. 

On the 28th of May, 1847, an agreement was entered into be- 
tween the trustees and Ferguson, by which it was understood 
that whenever the latter should pay off his indebtedness, the 
former would reconvey to him the property so purchased by 
them, orso much as should remain unsold. It was further 
agreed that if Ferguson should, at any time, pay off such an 
amount cf his indebtness, as in the discretion of the trustees, 
should be equivalent to the value of the slaves purchased, or as 
many of them as might be living, the trustees would reconvey 
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them to him: The slaves were then estimated to be worth $5,- 
500 par funds. e 

It was agreed that Ferguson might use the slaves, upon con- 
dition that he should not remove them out of the State, and 
should pay aH medical and other expenses; it was distinctly un- 
derstood that Ferguson should have no right or title to the slaves 
till he paid the sum of $5,500 in par funds. 

The slaves were left in possession of Mr. Ferguson, and are 
believed to be in his possession atthistime. It does not appear 
that Mr. Ferguson has ever paid, or made any arrangement to 
pay the amount agreed upon for the slaves. He has removed 
the greater part, if not all of them, out of the State into Ten- 
nessee. 

No efforts seem to have been made by the trustees, at any 
time, to obtain possession of the negroes, to prevent their re- 
moval, or.to secure the payment of the money for them. 

Mr. Ferguson now positively refuses to pay for them, relying 
upon the statute of limitation for title. 

On the 5th day of April, 1852, the trustees purchased under a 
decree of foreclosure of mortgage, against Wm. H. Patterson, 

the following slaves, to wit: Jennis, for the sum of $105; Bob,- 
for $200; and Tom, for $305. What became of these slaves, 
we have no'means of ascertaining. In his report to the trus- 
tees on the 1st September, 1852, ‘of the «present condition of 
the debts assigned by the Real Estate Bank of Arkansas, to the 
trustees of the same in Helena district," Mr. Adams says: “ De- 
cree forelosure of mortgage on negroes, they sold and purchas- 
ed by trustees, but not reduced to possession."

RECAPITULATION. 


The whole number of acres of land not mortgaged for stock, 
that were taken by the trustees in payment of debts due to the 
bank, was 10,839 68-100, and they were received by them as 
the equivalent of $161, 869 49. 

The whole number of acres that had been mortgaged for stock, 
and that were received by the trustees in payment for debts, 
was, (exclusive of the Faulkner lands,) 15,008 17-100. When 
pledged for stock, they were valued at $198, 708 65, and when 
received in payment of debts due to the bank, they were valued 
at $163,646 34. 

In addition to the above, 626 acres of land valued at $37,- 
430, had been pledged by Mr. Faulkner for his stock subscrip- 
tion. In a final settlement with him, the stock land, 160 acres 
of other lands, some 32 negroes, about 60 bales of cotton, and 
other personal property, valued in all at $177,199 33, were 
received from Mr. Faulkner in full satisfaction of his debts due 
to the bank.

The net circulation, or circulation in the hands of the people 
must have been less than is here stated, but the precise amount 
cannot be known, as it is impossible to tell what proportion of 
the notes on hand at the Washington office consisted of Real 
Estate Bank notes, and what of notes of other banks. 

In October, 1846, (more than four years after the date of the 
assignment,) Governor Drew addressed a letter to the cashier 
and secretary, inquiring as to “ the amount of the assets of the 
bank at the time it was placed in liquidation by the directors.” 
In answer to this Mr. Newton said, under date of October, 1846: 
“ As near as I can ascertain from the returns of the several 
offices, on a hurried examination, the amount was $2,405,966 15,” 

In another letter addressed to Governor Drew, in reply to 
similar inquiries, October 30th, 1848, he said: 

« When the deed of assignment was made, on the 2d of April, 
1842, the Real Estate Bank was indebted at a rough estimate, as 
follows:

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It will be seen that Mr. Newton makes the gross amounts of 
both means and liabilities greater than we make them. This 
is owing, 1st. To his allowing 10 per cent. for the exchange it 
would be necessary to buy to pay the bond holders their inter- 
est, thus increasing this item 6,885. 2d. To his including with 
the money borrowed on the hypothicated bonds, the sum of 
$1,053 18 which was received from a bank in New Orleans, for 
the use of part of that money. 3d. To his giving the gross 
amount of circtlation, $495, 725, instead of the net, $394,869 67. 
4th. To his’ including in the sum “due to banks and de- 
positors,” the sum of $35,555 83, due by offices of the Real Es- 
tate Bank, to one another. In these ways, Mr. Newton swelled 
the liabilities. On the other hand he swelled the assets. Ist. 
By allowing $76,958 61 for back interest on notes and bills dis- 
counted. 2d. By including in the sum due from other banks, 
the sum of $26,567 50 due by offices of the Real Estate Bank 
to one another. 3d. By including under the head of “notes of 
Arkansas banks and loans to the State,” all the notes of the. 
Real Estate Bank, and its offices, then -on hand, except a por- 
tion of those at the Washington office. It is plain that the can- 
celed notes received from New Orleans, could not be used “ to, 
meet demands against the bank,” and paying out other notes of 
the Real Estate Bank and branches would only increase out- 
standing liabilities. In this way, the sum of assets was swelled 
$273,353 89. Our account differs further from his: Ist. In 
charging among the liabilities $5,000 due to the State for bonus. 
2d. In enumerating among the assets, three certificates of de- 
posit at'New York, two of which, for $5,948 95, Mr. Newton 
classed with the specie, and the third of which for $8,000, he 
omitted. 3d. In including among the assets, the following 
items omitted by him: Due by State Treasurer, $550 00. 
Corn and cotton account $33,342 10. Chicot county warrants 
$5,584 16. Other investments, $1,154 31. 

It will be recollected, that Mr. Newton, never spoke of the ex- 
hibit he made to Governor Drew, as giving the exact condition 
of the bank, but, on the contrary, as “a rough estimate" and 
* hastily prepared. » 

According to Mr. Newton's exhibit to Governor Drew, the 
assets of the bank, at the time of the assignment, exceeded the 
liabilities in the sum of $86,008 99. According to our “com- 
pendious view,” the liabilities exceeded the assets in the sum 
of $102,883 51, which sum will be reduced to $25,932 90, if 
the back interest on notes and bills discounted, as estimated by 
Mr. Newton, $76, 950.61, be included among the assets.

LAND ATTORNEY AND STATE COLLECTOR. 


LrrrLe Rock, ARKANSAS, . 
15th January, 1857. $- 
To His Excellency, 
E. N. Conwar, Governor of Arkansas— 

Sir: In compliance with law, I make the following report of 
my official action as land attorney and state collector, since my 
report to the last legislature, to this date. 

This report has been delayed until this late day of the session, 
for the following reasons: Ist. I was absent from Little Rock, 
in discharge of official duty, on 10th October last, when State 
officers are required to furnish their reports to the Governor. and 
did not arrive at home until a day or two before the meeting of 
the present session; and 2d. Because I conceived it best to delay, 
in order to include any official transactions up to the closing of . 
the session, and my connection with this office. I will now pro- 
ceed to detail the matters about which I am required to report. 

During the last quarterof the year 1854, and the years 1855, 
1856, and up to this date—l have cellected and paid into the 
treasury: 


On account of the seminary fund, the sum of--..- $18,136 79 
On account of saline fund... ...... eese 2,957 32 
And on account of internal improvement fund. .... 79,444 61 

Total amount collected of these funds. . ...... $100,538 72 


I have also on hand drafts on New Orleans, taken on account 
of internal improvement fund, amounting to, say, $8,000, the 
proceeds of which have not yet been received; indeed most of 
them are not payable till 1st February next. I will pay into the 
treasury the proceeds of those drafts as fast as they are re- 
ceived. 

For the causes stated in the several acts of the legislature on 
the subject, I have, during the time I have held this office, caused 
to be forfeited to the State 1,925 34-100 acres of the seminary 
lands, and a large number of acres of the internal improvement 
land, but am not able to state the exact number of acres, from 
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the fact, that many of those lands having been forfeited a second 
and, in some in instances, a third time,it “will require a close and 
laborious investigation, on the part of the auditor, into the books 
of his office to acertain the number of acres which have fallen 
back to the State. I suppose the number of acres could not fall 
short of 150,000. 

I have thus, as briefly as I could, stated everything that seems 
to me to be necessary to be reported in connection with this 
office. :

On the 12th of September, 1836, the first General Assembly 
of the State of Arkansas began its session at Little Rock, and 
the first act it passed, being that to establish the Real Estate 
Bank, was approved by the Governor, on the 26th October, fol- 
lowing. ' 

This bank was to be of a peculiar constitution. It was tolend 
money; but the stockholders were not to pay in money. Instead 
thereof, they were;to give mortgages on lands, but small portions 
of which had then been brought into cultivation, and on this 
security the State was to issue bonds to the amount of two mil- 
lion dollars. "These bonds were to be sold and thus the neces- 
sary money was to be procured. Each stockholder was to be 
entitled to a loan equalto one half of the appraised value of his 
lands, which loan was to be repayable in twenty years in instal- 
ments of five per centaa year. There weie to be no annual ' 
dividends, but instead thereof the profits of each year wereto be 
added to the capital of the bank. When the charter expired a 
pro rata dividend was to be made among the stockholders of all 
the accumulated profits. NN i 

The benefits of the bank were not to be restricted to stock- 
holders. | Non-stockholders were to be allowed loans on mortgage 
repayable in ten years in instalments of ten per cent. a year. 

The State also was to share in the advantages of the institu- 
tion. The bank was to pay it an annual bonus of five thousand 
dollars a year for ten years; in all fifty thousand dollars, and 
besides this, to lend it at five per cent. per annum; fift, thousand 
dollars a year for ten years in succession; in all five hundred 
thousand dollars. | | 2l 

This bank was to quicken industry in all its departments, | 
especially agricultural industry, to supply capital to everybody, 
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to furnish the people with a sound circulating medium, to raise 

~ the value of land, and cause the desert to bud and blossom as 
the rose. All this was to be done by coining the wild lands of 
Arkansas into money, which miracle was to be wrought in the 
manner above described, by private individuals mortgaging their 
éstates and by the State issuing its bonds. A million of dollars 
of actual.capital borrowed from abroad, was to be made to per- 

. form the function of four millions **through the banking privilege 

“of issuing three for one.” -In this way were the.dwellers in 
Arkansas to be enriched much more rapidly than they could' be 
by the old-fashioned processes of industry and economy. (See re- 
port of Mr. Ringgold, from banking committee, Senate journal, 
October 4th, 1836. See, also, repórt of Mr. Wilson, first presi- 
dent of the Real Estate Bank, House journal, November 30th, 
1837, and report of Mr. Davies, the second president of the 
bank. Appendix to House journal for 1838, pages 1, 5.) 

For fear “ foreigners” should share in the inestimable bles- 
sings the bank was to bestow, it was expressly provided that 
none but citizens of Arkansas should be subscribers to the stock, 
though it was allowable, after the expiration of four years, to 
make transfers of the stock to any owner of Arkansas lands, 
even though he might not be a resident of the State. 

, Matters seem also to have been so managtd that but com- 
paratively few of even the citizens should share directly in the 
benefits expected from the bank. "The complaints about favorit- 

‘ism in the distribution of the stock were so strong, that at an 
early day, Mr. Izard introduced into the Senate a resolution, the 
preamble to which declared that the act incorporating the bank 
had “in its operation proved to be unequal, unfair and unjust, 
and was calculated from its nature to enrich the few at the ex- 
pense of the many." (SeeSenate journal, November 13th, 1837.) 
Whatever the cause. may have been, though there were, accord- 
ing to the census of 1838—without including the counties of 
Miller and Poinsett—11,567 white men in the State of the age 

` of twenty-one years and upwards, and ‘11,420 white women of 
the age of sixteen and upwards, yet only 282 of these men, and 
two of these women, became subscribers to the stock of the bank. 
For the benefit of these 284, were mortgaged the labor, land 
and capital of the remaining 22,703, and not only their labor 
and capital, but the labor and capital of all who have since be- 
come citizens or residents of the State, for a State bond is a 
mortgage on the wealth of the whole community. 

What difficulties the contrivers of this scheme had in selling 
the bonds, how they finally disposed of them, how in less than 
one year the bank suspended specie payment, how in less than 
two years afterwards it made an assignment, and how affairs 
were managed under this assignment during the long period of 
thirteen years, need not here be stated. The particulars are 
given in sufficient detail in the report of the accountants, and 
in their answers to the interrogatories propounded by the govei- 
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nor. There is one fact, however, to which we wish to call 
attetion, and that is the difficulty that has existed from the very 
beginning in ascertaining the true condition of the bank. 

After it had fairly commenced operation, its first report was 
made November 20th, 1840, and on the 3d December following, 
. Mr. Little submitted to the House a resolution, * That this legis- 
lature deem the report of the president of the principal bank not 
the most intelligible and satisfactory." (See House journal, 
December 3d, 1840.) This resolution was not adopted, but in- 
stead of it a report by the jüdiciary committee, that after an 
examination of the charter of the Real Estate Bank they had 
come to the conclusion that the legislature had not the power to 
examine said institution or its branches, but simply at the com- 
mencement of each session, to require the officers of said insti- 


tution to lay before the General Assembly a full and correct . 


statement of its condition. (See House journal, December 10, 
1840. 3 

T there were reasons sufficient for Mr. Little's resolution, 
afterwards became fully manifest. At the next session of the 
General Assembly, Governor Yell, in his message to them, used 
the following language: E 

* We.are in the midst of a great revolution on the subject of 
banking. The developments, glaring and startling, of the de- 
moralizing and ruinous consequences of the present system 
demand at your hands a radical reform. * * * The exami- 


nation of the branches of the State Bank and the developments . 


in relation to the ‘hypothecation’ by the Real Estate Bank of 
half a million of bonds, have fully demonstrated that all the 
exhibitions of figures setting forth the condition of banks by 
their reports, give no reliable information of their true circum- 
stances, but are too often calculated to mislead and deceive. 
The condition of the Fayetteville branch fully confirms this im- 
pression. And the report of the Real Estate Bank to the last 
legislature is conelusive, when they report that the five hundred 
State bonds are ‘on hand and unsold,’ whereasSubsequent facts 
have demonstrated that they had been hypothecated with the 
North American Trust and Banking Company near three months 
previous, for the nominal sum of about $125,000, without sanc- 
tion by law, and in express violation of charter.” (See page 2 
of appendix to House journal for 1842 and 43.) 


The bonds were hypothecated in September, 1840, but the fact 


did not leak out till July, 1841; and it was not the only important 
fact concealed from the legislature. The statement of the condi- 
tion of the bank was drawn up in such a way that it. wasimpos- 
sible to tell from it whether there was one dollar or one hundred 
thousand dollars in specie in its vaults. 
“At this session of the legislature, a joint committee was ap- 
.pointed to examine the bank. They reported that they had 
had much difficulty in answering many of the inquiries to which

their attention had been directed: that the bank had made no. 


*

report to the legislature as required by.its charter; that the 


branch banks were too distant for personal examination, and 
that one of them—that at Washington, had wholly neglected to 
render any account of its condition. Under these disadvanta- 
geous circumstances they had carefully examined into the condi- 
tion of the bank and its branches so far as the records and evi- 
dences of the bank would afford information, and from, all other 
attainable evidence. (See Senate journal, for 1842—43, p. 305.) 

Two years afterwards the darkness that hung over the affairs 
of the bank had not been dissipated, for Goveriior Adams said 
in his message of November 5th, 1844— 

“The condition of the Real Estate Bank is unknown to the 
community whose interest is so deeply concerned in its manage- 
ment. * * * Whether the property and assets of the bank 
are applied to the legitimate objects of its creation, I am unable 
to say. * * * Ihave but little doubt, however, that the want 
of confidence in the, operations of the bank as manifested in 
various portions of the State, proceeds more from the fact that 
all information in relation to it has been kept in the hands of 
a few individuals than from any corruption in its administration. 
The history of the bank already presents the most extraordinary 
picture ever exhibited to a free people. In the first place, a 
public corporation is created by the solemn act of the legislative 
department of the government, involving the rights and privi- 
leges of individuals as well as the State. In the next place, the 


‘act of incorporation giving existence to the bank, is destroyed 


by an ex parte operation of a few individuals, by which a deed 
of assignment was made to a few men denominated residua- 
ry trustees, whereby the assets of the bank of every descrip- 
tion were transferred into the hands of the said residuary trus- 


. tees and their officers. From that period the operations and 


management of the bank have been involved in profound mys- 
tery.” (See pages 53 and 54 of appendix to House journal, 
1844—45.) 4 

Gov. Adams was succeeded by Governor Drew. ‘ The limit- 
ed knowledge," said he, * which in common with the public, I 
possess of the affairs of the Real Estate Bank does not enable 
me to add much to the suggestions of my predecessor. Iconcur 
with him as to the propriety of an' investigation into the affairs 
of that institution. Itisa monstrous proposition which I have 
heard advanced, that the legislature has no rightful authority to | 
examine into the affairs of this institution." [See pages 90 and 
91 of appendix to House journal, 1844-45.] 

À committee of the House appointed to examine into the con- 
dition of the bank, reported through Mr. A. G. Mayers, their 
chairman, that it was not in their power to arrive at any correct, 
idea of the situation or condition of the Real Estate Bank." [See 


page 129 of appendix to House journal 1844—45.] 


Thus the matter remained for six years, and then we find Gov. 
Roane making complaints similar to those made by governors 


x 
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- Yell, Adams, and Drew. In his message of November, 1850, 
he said— 

« Since the date of her assignment the Real Estate Bank has 
been a sealed book to all those uninitiated in the banking ope- 
rations of the present day, whether private individuals or public 
officers, save so far as the native politeness and gentlemanly 
bearing of her worthy secretary, may prompt him to gratify the 
curious and enlighten the publie. History, prior to this date, 
unfortunately, however, for the State, reminds us of a few facts 

- in connection with this mystic monument of modern banking. 
- In 1836 and 1837, the State of Arkansas issued 1,530 bonds of 
$1,000 each, which were sold by the Real Estate Bank at their 
par value; subsequently 500 other' bonds for the like amount 
were issued to this bank, and by her hypothecated for the sum 
of $199,389 77; realizing in all from the sale of these bonds 
$1,652,389 77; which was to constitute her capital for the pur- 
pose of banking. We also know that after discounting heavily 
for a time she suspended payment, closed her doors, and made 
an assignment of all her assets, appointed trustees to take 
charge of them, with a clerk to keep the accounts, and an at- 
torney to-advise and control them, and then provide for their 
payment. 

* Here the authentic history of this institution ceases. What 
accounts may have reached üs of her transactions since, wear 
more the gaudy apparel of romance than the plain habiliments 
of reality. And although the State has such a deep interest in 
the correct management and final settlement/of this institution, 
she sets her authority at defiance, and claims the right to close 
her doors in the facé of her officers, acknowledging that when 
she shall be condemned to lay down the heavy debt which she 
has contracted, the State must take it up." (See page 23 of 
House journal, 1850—51.) 

At the session of 1852—53, the legislature resumed its efforts 
to arrive at a knowledge of the condition of the bank, and ap- 

, pointed a committee to inquire into its affairs. This committee 
made, through Mr. Lemoyne, its chairman, a report which em- 
braced much interesting matter. Among other things they 
said: 

* Your eommittee have been surprised and astonished at the 
fact that the people of this State have been kept in such pro- 
found ignorance on the subject of the Real Estate Bank since 
the session of 1842—43, for in vain have they examined the 
journals of the two houses of the General Assembly from that 
time to the present, with the desire and view of finding süch 
information as would render it unnecessary to extend their re-. 
searches over so wide a field, and embracing so long a time as 

that which we have already mentioned. Whether this has re- 
sulted from a derelection of duty on the part of former legisla- 
tures, or whether it proceeded from an unwillingness on the 
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part of the bank agents and trustees, to allow such investiga- 
tions as would be necessary to elicit the information desired, 
your committee are unable to say.” (See page 375 of Senate 
journal, 1852—53.) | 

More than ten years having elapsed without the trustees 
having brought the business to a close, an act was passed 
January 12th, 1853, directing the attorney general to file a bill 
in chancery to divest them of the assets of the institution. The 
reasons for this, as stated in the preamble, were, that there had 
been no thorqugh investigation of the affairs of the Real Estate 
Bank since the execution of the deed of assignment; that the 
trustees had in many respects violated the provisions of said 
deed; and that there was great reason to believe that great 
. losses had been sustained by their neglect and improper con- 
duct. 

Owing to the causes mentioned by the governor in his mes- 
sage of November 7, 1854, the bill in chancery was not filed 
till May 1st, 1854. Among the allegations it contained, were 
the following: 

* Your oratrix further represents that from the fact that said 
‘trustees and their agents and officers have always refused to 
recognize the right of the State. to inquire into’ their proceed- 
ings under said deed; and when any informatidn has been fur- 
nished to the officers of said State it has not been given as a 
right but as.a matter of grace and favor, your oratrix is unable 
to give any complete and specific statement and description of 
the assets which came.to the hands of said trustees, or of the 
present condition of the affairs of said trust. It is true that the 
cashier and secretary of said trustees, for form's sake, has at 
times made or pretended to make reports to the governor and 
legislature, but as such reports merely contained general state- 
ments of balances and aggregates without going into details or 
giving any such specifications as would enable any one to know 
or form any conclusion as to the manner in which said trust 
was being executed, and earefully avoiding any expose of or 
giving any clue to the many breaches of trust on the part of 
said trustees; and your oratrix charges that such reports were so 
framed by direction of said trustees for the purpose of making 
a show of fair dealing towards the State, and at the same time 
suppressing all such information as would lead to the detection 
of their wrongful acts and proceedings. (See page 334 of ap- 
pendix to Senate journal, 1854-55.) l 

In his message, Governor Conway said: “The executive is 
fully aware, from the history of the past, that a public officer 
can seldom or never perform his duties to the public against 
those controlling and having in charge millions of assets of a 
bank, without encountering through them and the presses and | 
individuals under their influence and control, all manner of 
opposition, and often vindictive hostility and abuse. The ex- 
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ecutive is also aware that the opposition springing from such a 
source ‘is active and untiring, and that it may often be the foun- 
dation, whilst other pretexts are given, for hostility to measures 
‘the best and most salutary for the public good, should it be 
thought that their adoption and establishment would yield any 
credit to the existing administration. 

* Notwithstanding all this, if the people of the. State do not 
ultirgately obtain full and correct information of the condition 
of the bank by means of the suit now pending it will not be 
the fault of the executive. To the General Assembly the ex- 
ecutive appeals for the necessary discretionary powers and 
means to enable him to have this suit faithfully and vigorously 
prosecuted, so that the laws on the subject may be effectively 
executed. Then the true condition of the bank will be known, 
the interests of the State and stockholders well looked to, 
and the mysteries which so long have hung around the institu- 
tion will be unveiled, and it is to be hoped that the day will 
never again come when the executive of the State, in his mes- 
sage to the General Assembly, will be compelled to compare 
an institution like this, involving the interests, credit and honor 
of the State in millions of dollars, to * a sealed book; so far 
as its transactions are known to the authorities of the State or 
the people." (See pages 30 and 31 of House journal, 1854—55.) 

Coinciding with the governor in these views, the legislature 
soon afterwards passed * an act to aid in bringing to light the 
true condition of the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and in holding to account and settlement those who have 
had charge of the assets under the deed of assignment of the 
second of April, 1842, and in having the trust executed." This 
act imposed on the governor great responsibilities, for it invested 
him with “full and discretionary power to have prosecuted 
the suits now pending against the teastees and officers of the 
Real Estate Bank, so that the object of the laws upon the ‘sub- 
ject, and of the bill filed in the cause may be accomplished, 
and the true condition of the bank ascertained." At the same 
time the legislature provided that the governor should have 
suitable aid in discharging these important duties, by authoriz- 
ing him to employ lawyers to prosecute the suit, and also “to 
appoint, dismiss and pay, according to his discretion, two ac- 
countants from time to time, to act under the direction of the 
governor, the lawyers prosecuting the suit, or the court, or the 
judge thereof in vacation, in investigating the books, accounts, 
and:all other matters connected with said suit.” 

Under authority of the clause just quoted, the governor first 
appointed as accountants, Judge J. Gould and Mr. Wm. R. Mil- 
ler, two gentlemen well known to the citizens of this State for 
their business capacity. When Judge Gould found that he could 


nolonger discharge this duty without suffering in his private ` | 


affairs, the governor succeeded with-some difficulty, in securing

the aid of Mr. Wm. M. Gouge, of the’ United States treasury - 
department. Mr. Gouge was preferred for this duty, as we are 
advised, on account of his long connection with the sub-treasu- 
ry system, of which he was one of the earliest advocates, and on 
account of his knowledge of banking, currency and finance, as 
displayed in his various writings, and especially in his “Short 
History of Paper Money and Banking in the United States," and 
in his * Fiscal History of Texas.” 5 

The report of the accountants and the documents thereto ap- 
pended, that have been printed, speak for themselves. But 
these embrace only à small part of the labor performed by the 
accountants. In addition, they have prepared accounts current . 
of the cashier and secretary, of the clerks at the different offices, 
and of each trustee. "These are accompanied by copious notes, 
without which, many of the transactions of the bank could not 
be easily or clearly understood. The particulars of these notes, 
which fill many pages, are not of interest enough to the gen- 
eral reader to induce us to extract them at length; but without 
them it would be impossible for the courts to come to a clear 
understanding of the cases to which they relate. - i 

So, most of the notes of the accountants are plain business 
notes, indispensable to the courts in winding up the affairs of 
the bank; but embracing a multitude of particulars, which need 
not engage the attention of the legislature or the people. 

So far as your committee have had means and .opportunity 
to judge, they feel free to state that the accountants have per- 
formed their duty faithfully and impartially, and as thoroughly 
as could be expected in the time allotted. To suppose that they 
have, in every particular, been able to avoid error, would be to 
suppose what few mortal men could do, in dealing with ac- 
counts so numerous and complicate, and kept on such peculiar 
principles as were those óf the R. E. Bank. If they should de- 
vote another year to the business, they would no doubt be every 
day finding out something new. But it is believed that the ac- 
counts already prepared by them, taken in conjunction with 
those prepared by the receiver, will enable the courts, without 
further delay, to carry into effect the act of 15th January, 1855, 
** to hold to account and settlement, those who have had charge 
of the assets of the bank, and to have the trust executed.” 

Such an examination has necessarily cost money; but it will 
save the State many times what it has cost. By it the legal 
expenses of winding up the institution will be greatly dimin- 
ished, and that will be done promptly, which, without such pre- 
liminary-examination, could not be done at all. 

The whole of the costs, including those of the court of chan- 
cery, will be small when compared with those of the trustees. 
They expended upwards of $16,000 a year, meking the enor- 
mous sum -of $215,000 in thirteen years, and yet were at the end 
of that period, as far, apparently, from winding up the affairs 
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of the bank as they were at the beginning. The costs of the 
examination are once for all; and besides facilitating the pro- 
ceedings of the court, will be a saving to the State, in saving 
the time of the legislature. Many sessions of the General 'As- 
sembly have been tediously prolonged, simply through fruitless 
efforts to arrive at a knowledge of the true condition of the 
bank, and determine what should be done in relation to it. 

The schedules of land originally pledged for stock, the ae- 
countants have carefully compared with the stock mortgages, 
and made the necessary corrections in the commissioners’ lists. 
To these they have added other schedules of land acquired in 


various ways by the bank. To use the language of the gover- . 


nor, .“the lands by this publication will be brought into notice, 
and persons who may wish to secure valuable plantations, will 


find in the report of the accountants, sufficient information to ex- ` 


amine the lands, and prepare to purchase them when sold at pub- 
lic sale, or to buy them from the bank at private sale, before the 
stock mortgages are foreclosed, subject to the liabilities under 
those mortgages, and depositstate bonds withthe state treasurer, 
to protect the lands ffom being sold at. all, should the policy of 


: depositing bonds be adopted by law." 


To all the interrogations propounded by the governor—one 
only excepted—the accountants have given satisfactory answers. 
The single question to which they have not had time to reply, 
is that relating to the lands that have been purchased by or 
mortgaged to the bank, and afterwards sold for taxes. As this 
is a subject of great moment, we trust it will not be neglected. 

In looking through the papers prepared by the accountants, 
we find some signed by Judge Gould and Mr. Miller, which, 
though they appear at first sight to contain nothing but dull de- 
tails, really convey information of much interest. 

On the 7th of November, 1854, Albert Pike and Ebenezer 
Cummins, solicitors, brought a suit in the name of the Bank of 
Washington, D. C., and of Wm. A. Platinus, admihistrator of 
James Holdford, against the State of Arkansas, and the trustees 
of the Real Estate Dank, on thirty bonds of the State, issued. 
to the Real Estate Bank, and dated the Ist of January, 1838. 
The suit was instituted by way of cross-bill in chancery, in the 
circuit court of Pulaski county, and its object was stated to be, 
to remove the trustees from office, place the assets of the bank 
in the hands of a receiver, and enjoin the State from meddling with 
the said assets. "HM 

On the 21st of November in the same year, the same solici- 
tors brought a suit in the circuit court of Pulaski county, in the 
name of Wm. A. Platinus, administrator of lames Holford, 
against the State of Arkansas, on the five huridred bonds that 


had been issued in January, 1840, to establish the western, 


branch, and which were afterwards pledged to the North Ame- 
rican Trust and Banking Company. The suit was for the pro- 
fessed object of recovering the interest due and unpaid on the 


e 


S 
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bonds. It was in the form of an action of covenant and the 
damages were laid at one million of dollars. On the same day 
a suit was instituted in same court, by the same solicitors, in 


. the name of the administrator of Mr. Holford, on two hundred 


and fourteen'bonds issued to the Real Estate Bank on the 1st 
of July, 1838. The professed object was to recover the interest 
due and unpaid. The form was an action of covenant, and the 
damages were laid at five hundred thousand dollars. 

It appears from the books of the Real Estate Bank, that Al- 
bert Pike, esq., was the regular attorney of the bank atthe very 
time he brought these suits against the trustees and against the 
State, and continued to draw his salary, as such, till the 2d of 
January, 1855. | 

If Messrs. Pike and Cummins had succeeded in these suits, 
the result would have been to deprive the State of all control 
of the mortgaged lands, and to throw on the people of the State, 
the burden of paying the principal and interest of the bonds 
that had been issued for the benefit of the stockholders in the 
Real Estate Bank. Prompt measures were necessasy for the 
protection of the people and of the State. And accordingly, on 
the 7th of. December, 1854, aniact was passed requiring that, 
in suits en state bonds and the interest thereon, the bonds them- 
selves should be filed with the clerk of the court, and remain so 


. filed until the determination of the suit, and full payment of the 
amount thus found due. Under this act the suit brought against 


the State on the 7th of November, 1854, was dismissed on the 
7th of April, 1855, as the solicitors engaged in ho cause had 
filed only copies of the bonds. 

On the same ground the suits brought in nica name of the ad- 
ministrator of Holford, on the 214 bonds of 1838, and on the 500 
hypothecated bonds, were dismissed on the 9th of J uly, 1855. 

In all these cases Pike and Cummins took up an appeal to the 
supreme court; but the supreme court sustained the decision of 


' the court below; and thus has happily been frustrated, an effort, 


which, if it had been successful, would have involved the State 
in great embarrassment. 

This movement convinced the General Assembly that further 
measures were necessary for the protection of the State and of 
the people; and they accordingly, on the 19th of J anuary, 1855, 
passed “an act to protect the interests of this State.” This last 
mentioned act contains various provisions to protect the State 
in the suits that might be brought against it by able and inge- 
nious lawyers, and these provisions will, it is hoped, have the 
“affect intended. 

Nearly thirteen years having elapsed since the assignment 


" had been made, and the trustees being apparently as far as ever 
— from bringing the affairs of the Real Estate Bank to a close; it 


was evident that additional action was necessary on the part of 
the legislature. A bill in chancery had been filed, but the trus- 
tees still retained posssession of the assets of the bank, the pres- 
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sure of other business not allowing the circuit court of Pulaski 


county due time to consider this important cause. To meet : 


this emergency, an act was passed January the 15th, 1855, “to 
establish a separate court of chancery at the seat of govern- 
ment, so that the causes of theState, including that against the 
trustees and officers of the Real Estate Bank, and those of in- 
dividuals, may be determined as early as practicable." 


It was high time something: should be done. If we. may 


judge by a single case that has come to our knowledge, the 
whole assets of the bank would, if there had been much further 
delay, have been consumed in the payment of expenses. 

+ Mr. James Gibson, wlio’ owed some thousands of dollars to 
the bank, emigrated to Texas. Mr. H. K. Brown, was appoint- 
ed to pay him a visit, and collect from him, if possible, what 
was due to the bank. From Mr. Gibson, Mr. Brown received 
$1,500 in cash, three negro men, valued at $3,600, and a bond 
of T. Smith for $933 331. He collected in all $6,033 334 in 
cash, negroes, and paper or parchment. He paid $800 to a 
lawyer in Texas, and he retained $3,194 26 in requital of his 
own services. All that he has paid over to the bank or the 
trustees, is $480 in specie, besides the bond of T. Smith. This 
leaves a balance due to the bank by Brown, according to his 
own account, amounting to $625 762. "Thus, while Gibson paid 
$6,033 331, all that the bank has yet received in money is $480, 
and all that it has any chance of receiving, according to an ac- 
count current rendered by Brown, is $2,039 10, supposing the 


.bond of Smith and the balance due by Brown to be paid. As 


this is an extreme case, it is no more than fair to introduce Mr. 
Brown's own view of it, as given in a letter from him, under 
date of September the 6th, 1854, addressed to Albert Pike, esq., 
the attorney of the bank: 

“As to the Gibson. matter, it is as you state, that you did not 
agree to give me half of what I could get from him; but you 
told me you would give me half in the Curll case, and as the 
Gibson and Spear claims were all put into my hands at the 
same time, I think the bank can well give me half, as I am sat- 
isfied that it was through me and my friends and acquaintances 
in Texas, that it was got at all. The job has paid well, but if 
I had failed, I should have lost a full year's time, as I could not 
undertake anything else on account of the bank business.. It 
is tolerably fat, but if old Jim had taken my scalp, it would not 


have been so fat. Ithink the bank men will say I should have. 


one half when they know all about it. The State Bank gave 
Crutchfield half, and gave him all the doubtful claims in the 
State, as well as those in Texas, and-he never wentto Texas at 
all He sent some of the claims by me to Texas, or a state- 
ment of them, that I might inquire for them. I shall be willing 
to do right in the matter, but would not undertake it again for 
less than half, all expenses paid." 

In a little more than six months. after this letter was written, 


--— 
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the assets of the Real Estate Bank were, by a decree of the 
court of chancery, transferred from the trustees to a receiver. 
“The bank men” have therefore no longer the power to decide 
what is justly due to Mr. Brown for his services in this case, 
"and for the personal danger to which he was exposed from the 
supposed ferocity of Mr. Gibson. "The assets of the institution 
have at length passed from under the control of the trustees, 
and it now remains to be seen what prospect there is of the 
liabilities of the bank and theState being ultimately discharged. 

Taking together the reports made by the receiver and the 
occountants and making use of such additional facts as the ac- 
countants have discovered since their report was printed, the 
following estimate may be given of the assets and liabilities of 
the Real Estate Bank:

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This estimate differs slightly in the general result, from that 
given by the accountants in their report. This is partly owing 
to our introducing into it the banking house and lots in the city 
of Little Rock, and the banking house lots in the town of Wash- 
ington; and partly owing to the accountants having—after their 
report was in type—made additional inquiries in regard to the 


lands pledged to and owned by the bank. The result of these. 


additional inquiries they have given in their answer to interro- 
gatory XIV, and we have been governed thereby in making this 
estimate. 

It is impossible to state the exact value of the assets of the 
bank. In regard to the lands the accounts could do no more 
than rate them at one half of their stock valuation, and then 
they added, that this might be estimating them too high.

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This estimate exceeds that of the accountants, in the sum of 
nearly $175,000. The difference is owing; partly to our pro- 
ceeding on different principles in calculating the value of the 
land, partly to our venturing to affix a value to the banking 
house and lots at Little Rock and the banking house lots at 
Washington, and partly to our introducing the additional bal- 
ances discovered hy the accountants, but which they did not see 
proper.to insert in their account, as they have not yet been 
sanctioned by the court. 

All such estimates are necessarily more or less conjectural. 
The net value of the assets of the bank, will depend on the. 
manner in which they are managed. "The amount of debts that 
will be collected will depend on the energy of the collecting 
officers. The amount the lands will bring, will depend in a 
great degree on the judgment that is shown in bringing them at 
a proper time into market. It is with satisfaction we state, 
that since the Receiver madé his report, he has collected about 
$90,000 of the debts due to the bank. ` 

There is no difficulty in ascertaining the liabilities of the 

/bank. "They were on the first of October, 1856, as follows:

To this sum should be added what was due by the bank to the 
State for annual bonus at the time the charter was forfeited. 

+ This was on an adjustment of the account by the auditor of State, 
found to be on the 29th day of July, 1844, twelve thousand, 
eight hundred and twenty dollars and thirty-seven cents. The 
accountants, so far as appears, found no note of this in any of 
the books or papers of thé trustees, but they have since met with 

_ it, in one of the State documents of the year 1844. If interest 
at six per cent. be added up to October Ist, 1856, it will increase 

, the liabilities of the bank in the sum of $22,189 62, and make 
the total $2,437,948 88. In addition to this, it is proper to state 

. that of the percentage on sales of public lands due to the State 
of Arkansas, the United States treasury department has—as 
appears from the. Governor's message—held back $59,142 31, 
on account of interest due on 500 Real Estate Bank bonds pur- 
chased for the use of the Smithsonian Institute. A summing up 
of these accounts will show that instead of the State being in bebt 
to the bankin the sum of $10,125, as would appear from the report 
of the receiver, the bank in reality, owes the State a balance of 
$71,206 93. . It is only, however, what the bank owes for an- 
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nual bonus and the interest thereon, that increases the total of 
its liabilities. The amount withheld by the United States trea- 
sury department is included in the sum reported by the receiver 
to be due for 1,169 bonds remaining unpaid and.for interest on 
the same. But $59,142 31 of the total amount of $2,147,930 
is due, not to the holders of the bonds, but to the State of Ar-

It is worthy of remark that whether we estimate the lands 
held by and pledged to the bank, as worth on an average, only 
one-half of their stock valuation, or whether we estimate them 
as worth, on an average, as much per acre as the lands that 
have been sold by the trustees, there will still be enough to dis- 
charge all the liabilities of the bank, and leave a surplus. It is 
true that time must elapse before the debts due to the bank can 
be collected, and before the lands ean be disposed of, and all 
this time interest will be accruing on the bonds and various ex- 
penses incurred in managing the affairs of the institution. But 
if the nation continues as prosperous as it now is; if Arkansas 
continues to advance in wealth and population as rapidly as 
she has of late yearé, and more especially if our railroads be 
completed, and a proper use be made of our swamp land fund, 
such an additional value may be given to the bank lands as 
will more than pay the interest that is yet to accrue on the 
bonds, and the expense that must necessarily be incurred in 
winding up the affairs of the bank. 

It is pleasing that we can arrive at this conclusion. It would 
be very hard to impose on the citizens and residents of Arkan- 
sas, the great body of whom earn their daily bread by their 
daily labor, the task of paying either the principal or interest of 
bonds which were issued for the benefit of a comparatively few 
speculators. We wish not to use the wordin an offensive 
sense. Many of those concerned in the Real Estate Bank have 
always been among our most - respectable citizens; but they 
themselves must admit that the whole affair was a speculation 
from its very beginning. If it had been successful the profits 
would have been theirs. If it has been unsuccessful others 
ought not to bear the loss. 

So great were the evils which the Real Estate Bank and the 
State Bank inflicted on the people, thãt both whigs and demo- 
crats united in making an amendment to the constitution by 
which it is declared that, * No bank or banking institution shall 
be hereafter incorporated or established in this State." All but 
one member of the Senate, and two members of the House 
united in proposing this amendment at the session of 1844—5; 
and it was ratified at the session of 1846-7, by the unanimons 
vote of both Houses. There was wisdom in this. Even sup- 
posing paper money banking to be theoretically correct, there 
is no proper place for such banks excepting where the people 
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have money to deposit, or bona fide commercial notes of short 
dates to offer for discount. 

It would be very easy indeed, to establish paper money manu- 
factories in our State, as has recently been exemplified by the 
. Cincinnati and Little Rock Slate Company. But Arkansas does 
not want paper money. What she wants is capital, and this 
can be created only by industry and economy.

The first act that was passed by the legislature, was the * act 
to establish the Real Estate Bank." "The second was the “ act 
to incorporate the Bank: of the State of Arkansas.” 

This, it was provided, should have a capital supplied exclu- 
sively by the State and be controlled by presidents and direc- 
tors appointed by the joint vote of the General Assembly. 

To supply the necessary capital, authority was given for the 
issue and sale of State bonds, to the amount of one million dol- 
lars: and it was further provided, that the fund arising from the 
sale of the seminary lands, the five per centum on the sales of 
the public lands, and the amount due and coming to the State 
under the act of Congress, distributing the surplus revenue 
among the several States, with all other funds in which the 
State was concerned, should be-deposited i in the principal bank, 
and constitute a part of the capital thereof. 

The principal bank was to be at Little Rock, with branches 
at Batesville and Fayetteville. By a subsequent act, a branch 
` was established at the Post of Arkansas. 

In the spring of 1837, an arrangement was made with the 
United States war department for the sale of bonds, to the 
amount of $300,000; but, before it could be carried into effect, 
the banks throughout the. country suspended specie payments, 
and only a part of this sum was realized. 

In August, 1837, the bank commenced operations with a paid 
up eapital of $396, 000, which was by November 6, increased to 
$413,105 29, derived from the tolowing souresg

As the banks throughout the Union were then in a state of 
suspension, the managers of the Bank of the State of Arkansas, 
did not deem it advisable to issue many notes payable on de- 
mand; but, instead thereof, issued notes payable twelve months 
after date. * One of the obj ects professedly in view in estaplish- 
ing this bank, was that of supplying the State with a sound cir- 
culating medium, and it commenced operations by circulating 
the notes of distant and non-specie paying banks, some of which: 
ultimately proved to be utterly worthless, arid by issues of its: 
own, which as they increased the mass of notes not redeemable 
in specie, served still further to depreciate the currency and in- 
crease the difficulty of resuming specie payments. The legis- 
lature at its next session sanctioned this policy by authorizing 
the president and directors of the principal bank to issue and 
lend to the citizens of the State $200,000 in post notes; and by 
authorizing each of the branches to issue post notes, not exceed- 
ing two for one of the capital paid in. 

Ín August, 1838, bonds, to the amount of one million dollars 
were sold to the North American Trust and Banking Company, 
for $300,000 in cash, and the residue in monthly instalments 
from January, 1839, to February, 1840. In three months after 
the sale was effected, the circulation of the State Bant and its 
branches amounted to $461,775, of which $83,840 consisted of 
notes payable on demand, and $377, 935 of post notes not yet 
arrived at maturity. The aggregate of the loans and discounts 
of the bank and its branches was $767,727. This was.the con- 
dition of the State Bank when the Real Estate Bank commenced 
operations. 

In January, 1839, the State Dank and its branches commenc- 
ed the regular payment of specie for their notes, and continued 
to pay specie until November in the.same year, when there was 
a general but not a universal suspension on the part of the 
banks of the south and west. In October, 1849, the principal 
bank at Little Lock, resumed specie payments, but was not im- 
itated therein by the branches. 

According to a statement dated October 31st, 1840, the capi- 
talof the bank and its three branches amounted then to $1,- 
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502,706, the loans and discounts to $1,679,825, the notes in cir- 
culation to $386,860, and the specie to. $203,813. Of the circula- 
tion only $26,395 consisted of notes of the principal bank. 

On the 22d of December, 1840, an act was passed, which, 
among other things, provided that the State Bank and its 
branches should resume and continue specie papments, simul- 


e 


taneously with the banks of Louisiana, Tennessee and Ala- - 


bama, and “that they should not again suspend, under any 
consideration whatever." This act did not prove effective, and 
on the 31st of January, 1843, an act was passed to place the 
State Bank in liquidation. ! 

Referring to this measure, Governor Adams said, in his mes- 
sage of Nov. 4th, 1844, “ that its soundness could not be ques- 
tioned. Sinee the bank has been undergoing the process of 
liquidation, its circulation has been reduced from a large to a 
comparatively small amount, producing at the same time as lit- 
tle oppression to the community as the General Assembly could 
have anticipated." E" : 

Two years afterwards the joint committee on banks, in a re- 
port dated December 23d, 1846, expressed a very different 
opinion: 

“The act of the legislature, passed at the session of 1842, 
placing the State Bank and branches in liquidation, has entirely 
failed to realize the expectations of its authors. Its operation 
has not beer. beacficial, but in a great measure disastrous to the 
best interests of the pank and the State. The very General As- 
sembly which passed the said act were the first to disregard its 
provisious by using from the vaults of the bank a large amount 
of specie to pay themselves, and for other purposes, thereby 
lessening the means of the bank to comply witk, the said law.” 

'And the next General Assembly followed suit, by also ordering 
to be taken from the vaults of the bank, to pay themselves and 
for ether purposes, every remaining silver dollar, being upwards 
- of $30,000—thereby setting at naught, the said act of liquidation 
which had pledged the faith of the State, thatsaid specie should 
be appropriated to pay the debts of said bank. The truth is the 
State mainly lived on the means of the bank from its commene- 
ment and as long as it had a dollar." 

In reply to this, it might have been said that the bank was 
entirely the creature of the State; that its whole capital had been 
supplied by the State; that it had swallowed up all the available 
means of the State government, and that without taking such 
specie as remained of the funds the State had supplied, there 
was no way of defraying the ordinary expenses of the govern- 
ment. To raise the amount at that time by taxation was im- 
possible. The two banks had by their joint operation, first 
driven specie out of circulation; then made paper money supera- 
bundant; then by their subsequent action produced such a state 
of things, that there was not a sufficiency of circulating medium, 


- 
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either specie or paper. There is no reason to regret that the 
State took the little specie that remained in íhe vaults of the 
bank to defray the ordinary expenses of government. If the 
money had not gone into the pockets of the members of the leg- 
islature, in payment of their per diem, it would have gone into 
the pockets of the managers of the bank, their officers and favor- 
ites. — 

On the 9th of January, 1849, the joint committee on banks 
made a report, in which they said: 

* That when the act of liquidation went into force in 1843, the 
Assets of the bank amounted to the sum of $1,832,120 45, and 
were sufficient at that time to redeem the circulation and pay off 
the bonds. On the 6th of November, 1848, according to the re- 
port, there was due for bonds, $1,486,847 50, the paper not yet 


` redeemed is $83,427 50, and according to the report of the agent, 


the whole amount of available assets does not exceed $750,000 
,or $800,000, leaving a deficit of at least $600,000, which will 
have to be-raised by taxation on the pockets of the people. 

“This is owing first to the withdrawal by the legislature of 
the funds of the bank in 1842, to pay themselves and the ordi- 
nary expenses of the government, by which the bank was de- 
prived of a large amount of money, and of the only means of 
defending herself against the judgments rendered against her, 
and by which all her real estate has been sold and sacrificed for 
one twentieth of its value. 

-* And secondly, that the Real Estate Bank paper (collected 
and owned by the State Bank,)has been sold at the market 
price to raise the means to pay the salaries of the bank officers, 
and the expenses of the bank. In the last two years, the ex- 
penses, salaries, etc., have been $13,425 36, for which $50,191 
of bank paper has been sold. 

“To raise the $9,500 appropriated for the rebuilding of the ' 
penitentiary, $37,690 of the bank paper has been sold, without 
the authority of law therefor, known to your committee, and to 
pay the printing of the acts, etc., of the last General Assembly, 
amounting to $4,667 19 in good funds, $18,149 36 of bank pa- 
per has been sold. 

** Whatever may be the value of the bank paper in the mar- 
ket, every dollar of it in the vaults of the bank is a dollar to the 
State, and to raise the amount of $13,425 36, for bank officers 
and expenses; $9,500 for the penitentiary, and $4,667 19 for 
printing, the means of the bank and the State to the amount of 
$104,030 36, have been used.” é 
- The committee then proceeded to descant, with considerable 
severity on the conduct of Mr. Abner E. Thornton, who was at 
that time the financial receiver of the bank: 

“Tt appears," they said, “ that the financial receiver exchang- 
ed notes, or in other words, traded with himself for bonds in ex- 
change for notes, and as in «other cases, no record of the trans- 
action was kept on the books of the bank. It also appears that 


A 
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the financial réceiver has been extensively engaged in a broker- 
age of notes and bonds, and while your. committee would not ^ 


funds, and particularly from trading with himself.” 


About two years later, Governor John S. Roane said in his: 
message, referring to a report just then received from Mr. J. M. 


Ross, the new financial receiver: 3E eg 


* Judging from the facts thus presented, it requires no extra- 
ordinary degree of mental acumen to determine that the history 
of this bank is but a catalogue of the grossest mismanagement 

and criminal negligence (to use no harsher term,) from the date 
of her charter until the present time, and that heavy loss to the 
State must be the conseqüence. JS = 

“To arrive at this conclusion, we need -go no further back 
than to the date of the act of liquidation, which, as I contend, 
was conceived in error and will result in misfortune, Among 
the nümerous objections that might be .urged .against the law, 
not the least: prominent is the unnecessary extension of time 
granted to the debtors of the bank. It is a well tested fact that .-

“The gross negligence will be found to exist in permitting 
móré'than two hundred thousand dollars of the notes due to the 
bank to remain in their hands, till they were barred by the stat- 
ute of limitations. 

"The dishonesty of Abner E. Thornton is manifest throughout 
his whole official career, exhibiting but a series of embezzlements 
and forgeries."

This is a condensation of the latest statement that was laid 
before the legislature, previous to the-passage of the liquidation 
act. 

The committee on banks say in their report of January 9th, 
1849, that “ when the liquidation act went into force 1843, the 
assets of the bank amounted to $1,832,120 45” But they do 
not state in what these assets then consisted, nor does the same 
any where distinctly appear. 

In his message of Nov. 8th, 1842, Governor Yell said, “the 
whole amount of bills receivable i is about $1,600,000.” 

The next statement we have of the condition of the bank and 
its branches is dated Oct. 24th, 1846, and is substanually as. 
follows:

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It does not appear what amounts, if any, were collected be- 
tween October 6th, 1844, and. April 6th, 1845; between Septem- 
ber 30th, 1848, and April.6th, 1849, or between December 14th,

The amounts collected between April 6th, 1845, and Septem- 
ber 30th, 1846, a period of eighteen months, were about equal to 
one year's interest on the notes and bills discounted, and then. 
remaining due. In this period, according to Governor Drew, the, 
expenses of winding up the institution were about $8,000 a year, 
* to say nothing of the costs of suit which are sàid to be consid- 
erable.? l l 

That is, the expenses were equal to ten per cent. on the 
amount collected, without counting the costs of suits.

We have no returns of the circulation of the bank of a later 
date than October 1st, 1852, but the amount of notes now out- 
standing is believed to be inconsiderable. 

According to a statement made by Mr. John M. Ross, finan- 
cial receiver, the notes and judgments remaining due to the bank. 
-on the Ist of October, 1850, amounted, with the interest on them, 
calculated up to that time, to $1,081,560 17.

Of this amount there was collected in the next two years, the - 
sum of $178,628 75, almost-entirely from the class of debts de- 
nominated solvent. ‘‘The amount that will yet be collected,” 
said Mr. Ross, under date of October. 1st, 1852; “will-not exceed 
$200,000.” 

Mr. Crutchfield, who succeeded Mr. Ross as financial receiver, 
said in his report of Dec. 16th, 1854, * the amount of debts col- 
lected by.my predecessor since his last report to the General As-. 
sembly of the Ist of October, 1852, and up to the:.time of his. 
death, amounted to $82,050 12. 

_ This sum, if deducted from the amount of debts estimated. by. 
him as solvent, would leave of solvent debts uncollected.at. the, 
time of his death, the aggregate sum of $117,949 -88. | 

“But itis highly probable that a considerable portion of the: 
above sum so collected by him, was collected from the amount 
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‘classed: by him “as “doubtful,” one-third of which lié éstimated 
would be collected. -If so the amount of solvent debts remaining - 
‘uncollected at the time of ‘his death, would be inereased in a 
proportionate natio. I know there was a small portion of the 
amount so collected by liim from debts-he deemed insolvent.” 

 In'the short time Mr. Crutchfield wais ‘in office, he collected . 
$25,326 79, and Mr. Fagan, his successor, has, aécording to his 
report of October 1st, 1856, collected '$50,643 64. These sums 
‘added to the amount collected by Mr. Ross between October Ist, 
1852, and the day-of his death in Augiist, 1854, will make a to- 
talof $158,020 55. Deduct this fróm the amount Mr. Ross süp- 
posed could be recovered and'$42;979 45 remain yet to be col- 

ected. `: - É 

What amount will ultimately be realized from the debts due 
to the bank is necessarily matter of conjecture. Mr.'Crutch- 
field states that part of the money collected from October, 1852, 
to August, 1854, was from debtors whom Mr. Ross classed with 
the insolvent. As times have improved since Mr. Ross made 
his estimate, we may venture to hope that a larger amount than 
he supposed may be collected from the debtors whom he classed 
as doubtful and insolvent. | 

On the other hand, unless prompt and*proper measures be 
taken, the amount may be less. Mr. John H. Crease, who was. 
cashier of the principal bank, from the time it commenced ope- 
ration till the act of liquidation was passed, and who was after 
that financial receiver for more than two years, was some time 
since requested by the Governor to make an examination of the 
books and accounts. Under date of October the 1st, 1856, he 
made report that he found every thing in confusion. His sub- 
sequent investigations have shown that the confusion is even 
greater than he supposed; and his statement of the condition of 
the books and accounts is confirmed by Mr. Fagan, the financial 
receiver, and by Mr. Woodward, his intelligent assistant. 

. There is no difficulty in ascertaining the liabilities of the bank. 
They amounted on the Ist of October last, according to the finan- 
cial receiver's report, to the sum of $1,420,488 38, that being 
the total then due on account of State bonds issued for the ben- 
efit of borrowers from the State Bank, and interest on the same. 
Against this there is an appatent offset of $216,845; that being 
the amount of Real Estate Bank bonds, coupons and notes, now 
the property of the State Bank. But this amount must be col- 
lected trom the Real Estate Bank before it can be made availa- 
ble in redeeming the bonds issued for the State Bank. 

Independently of these Real Estate Bank obligations, all the 
means the State Bank possessed on the Ist of October, 1856, 
consisted of $913 35 in specie, and of notes and bills discount- 
ed, of whieh Mr. Fagan supposed only $35,000 could be collect- 
ed. Allits real estate is gone,the same having been, according 
to a report made in 1849, *sold and sacrificed for one twentieth 
of its value.” 
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Tt is to be hoped that this dear-bought experience: will not be 
lost on the State. It isto behoped that due means will be state 
to prevent the land owned by and pledged to the Real Estate 
Bank being sacrificed in like manner. 

Such is the result of an experiment in banking, by — every 


..body was to gain, and nobody was to loose. Such is the result 


of a plan by which the people were to be relieved from the bur- 
den of taxation. At the end of twenty years we find it leaving 
the State with a debt of nearly a million and a half, and that 
annually increasing by increments of interest; with nothing to 
pay this debt but certain obligations of.the Real Fstate Bank, 
which mày or may not ultimately prove available, and with a 
mass of notes and bills discounted, amounting indeed in the ag- 
gregate to upwards of one million, but of which it is supposed, 
as the accounts stand at present, “only a small portion will be 
collected.

INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


OF 


GOVERNOR E. N. CONWAY. 


Fillow-citizens of the Senate and of the 
P House of Representatives: 


In our republican government where the people rule, the 

most grateful reward to one who serves them, is their approba- . 
tion. | 
As the high and responsible duties of governor of the State 
of Arkansas have devolved upon me for a second term, by. 
the legally expresséd will of a patriotic people, I shall seek to 


evince my gratitude for the confidence and honor,so generously . 


bestowed, by zealous efforts faithfully, firmly and efficiently to . 
execute the multifarious and complicated duties assigned me, in 
such a manner as to protect the interests of the State, advance 
dts prosperity, promote the welfare of the people, and merit 
their approbation. : 

I have no new principles:to announce, but point you to the 
constitutions of the United States and of this State, for an ex- 
position of the principles which I intend shall characterize and 
govefn my administration. These instruments embody the 
great and essential principles of liberty and free government. 
In section two of article six of the constitution of the United 
States of. America, it is provided that “this constitution and the - 
laws of the United States, which shall be made in pursuance 
thereof, and all treaties made, or which shall be made under the 
d of the United States, shall be the supreme law of the 

nd.” " ud 

“The federal government is limited in its powers, and all of 
these are derived solely from the constitution. “The powers 
not delegated to the United States by the constitution, nor pro- 
hibited by it to the States, are reserved to the States, respec- 
tively, or to the people.” . 

The States are equally independent, equally sovereign, and 
are entitled to equal protection and privileges; and the citizens 
of each State are entitled “to all the privileges and immunities 
of citizens in the several States." 

The people and the States having determined and fixed what 
shall be the supreme law of the land, until that supreme law is 
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abolished or overthrown, there can be no “higher law." The peo- 
ple have decided that their safety consists in the preservation of our 
republican government, by the faithful observanceand support of what 
has been established as the supreme law of the land, the fixed and 
written will of the people and of the States. This is manifest 
to all, and its great importance strongly impressed by the solemn 
oath or affirmation required of every officer of the state and 
federal governments. 

Those who appeal to a “ higher law,” and those who declare 
that “the safety of the people is the supreme law,” and set 
themselves up as judges of what that “higher law” shall be, 
and to determine for the people, in what their safety consists, 
must be placed in the same category, for whether their objects 
are the same or not, both evince the same spirit of unwilling- 
ness to sustain and submit to what the people and States have 
determined and established Jor. themselves as the supreme law of 
the republic. 

Although.the people rule by servants of their own choosing, 
yet however faithful and patriotic their servants may be, they 
„have not left them to determine by their own discretion, the mea- 
sure of their authority, but have “ bound them down from mis- 
chief by the chains of the constitution;” and this instrument is 
binding on every citizen. He who seeks to accomplish an ob- 
ject that is forbidden by the constitution, cannot, at his own dis- 
-cretion, create a “ higher law” o¥ a “ supreme Taw,” to warrant 
him in his efforts to seize upon or take away any of the consti- 
tutional rights and liberties of the States and péople. Those 
who set on foot such “ higher law" and “ supremé law” doctrines 
in opposition to the constitution of the United States, surely 
cannot be friends of our republican: institutions; “for free gov- 
ernment is founded in jealousy and not in confidence; it is jeal- 
ousy and not confidence which preserves limited constitutions 
to bind down those whom we are obliged to trust with power.” 

It seems to me that all patriotic people of the Union, should, 
with ceaseless vigilance, guard against the efforts and influence 
of those who openly or clandestinely assail the constitution; for 
it appears manifest that in different localities there are factions 
or parties warring upon, and seeking to nullify and overthrow 
different provisions of it; and that the efforts of presses and in- 
dividuals, co-operating with these factions and parties, in seek- 
. ing to bring the constitution of the United States, and those 
who sustain it, into disrepute, warrant the conclusion that there 
are traitors and demagogues, who, to gratify their own ambi- 
tion, would lead patriotic citizens on to such encroachments 
upon, and usurpations of the rights of the Státes and people, 
as could not fail to produce a dissolution of the Union, and the 
overthrow of the noblest republic on earth. 

The natural tendency of such factions and parties is to unite; 
for all being hostile to some provision of the constitution, and 
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It is hoped, since the result of the late presidential election, 
that patriotic men throughont the Union, will seek to restore to 
| the country, that quiet repose which sectionalism and aggres- . 
sions upon constitutional rights have so seriously disturbed. ` I. 
cannot but hold in the highest esteem those noble national men 
in the free States, who, in the midst-of fanaticism, and wild and 
reckless sectionalism, have, as patriots stood by the constitution 
2d the rights of the States and people of every section of our 

nion. e ? zo , 

The President of the United States, who will in a few weeks 
retire from the exalted. position tọ which he was called by the 
will of the American people, has nobly stood by the constitu- 
tion and Union, and shown that the people were not mistaken 
in his patriotic devotion to-our republican institutions. And 
patriotic men, I believe, cannot doubt the distinguished ability 
and unbending integrity of the accomplished statesman, who, 
on the fourth of March next, will be installed as President of 
the United States; and I have confidence that he will, like a 
patriot, seek to make his. administration the crowning glory of 
his long life of usefulness to our country. In the patriotism and 
devotion to the constitution and Union of the statesman who 
has been chosen Vice President, I have the fullest confidence, 
and believe that the' integrity of the Union will be preserved 
whilst: such a President and Vice President preside over the af- 
fairs of our government. 
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It has been demonstrated that the State of Arkansas, in com- 
mon with other southern States, is contented with the constitu- ` 
tion asitis; and whilst firmly standing upon that basis, and 
contending for such a Union as it was intended to form, will 
never yield her reserved rights, or submit to be merged into a 
consolidated government, which would swallow up the rights 
and liberties of the States and people. The concentration and 
centralization of power in the federal government should be 
averted by the rule of strictly construing the constitution in the 
administration of the general government, so that upon the re- 
served rights and liberties of the States and people, there may 
be no entrenchment by federal power. 

For my opinions and principles on political questions, to which 
I may not now allude, I point you to my past record, and give 
you assurance that they have not been changed, but remain 
firmly fixed. ` 

The policy which I have deemed best for the interests of the 
State, has been made known in my messages and public ad- 
dresses; and whilst I have, in the discharge of my duty, pointed 
out what I conceived necessary for the advancement and pros- 
perity of the State, I have so much confidence in the patriot- . 
ism and wisdom of the representatives of the people, that I 
have seldom exercised the power of the veto, and in nearly 
every instance when it was used, it was upon constitutional 
grounds. 

I regret that ill health during your session has delayed my 
qualification under my recent election until now. Permit me, 
senators and representatives, to offer to you my acknowledg- 
ments for that courteous attention which during your session | 
have found you ready to bestow upon me, as the chief magis- 
trate of the State, and to assure you that had my health per- 
mitted, nothing would have afforded me more pleasure than 
to have, by personal association with you, become better ac- 
quainted with such of you as I have notlong known personally; 
for as patriotic citizens and co-workers for the public good, Ire- 
cognize in you, faithful expositors of the will of our constitu- 
ents. I believe that the people will properly appreciate your 
efforts faithfully to serve them, and that many of the measures 
adopted will conduce to the interest of the State and advance 
its rapidly increasing prosperity. I shall endeavor to discharge 
the duties assigned me faithfully, and hope that I may succeed 
in fulfilling them all to the satisfaction of impartial, patriotic 
men, but I beg you to remember that the duties are various, 
complicated and important, and that we are all liable to occa 
sional error. 

The interests of the public confided to my hands have not 
been permitted to suffer during my indisposition; for, notwith- 
standing my ill health, I feel grateful to that Great and Good 
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Being, who controls the destinies of men and nations, that he 
has permitted me to perform them all in düe season. 

The delay of. my qualification under my second election until 
now, does not prolong my term,nor would I prolong it one hour 
had I the constitutional power to do so. The constitution of 
the State of Arkansas, in section four of article five, provides 
that “ The governor shall hold his office for the term of four 
years from the time of his installation, and until his successor . 
' shall be duly qualified; “but he shall not be eligible for more than 
eight years in any term of twelve years." 

Under my first election, my installation as governor took 
place on the 15th day of November, A.,D. 1852, and having 
been re-elected, it is palpably manifest to my mind that were 
my second installation prevented by sickness or delayed for 
twelve months or two years, the term could not, for that reason, 
be prolonged; for, after serving eight consecutive years, I would 
be ineligible under that provision of the cónstitution, which de- 
clares that the governor “shall not be eligible for more than eight . 
gears in any term of twelve years” It seems to me that no one 
can doubt this; but should there be any who do, I hereby de- 
clare that I will not serve as governor of the State of Arkan- 
sas, for one day “more than eight years in any term of twelve years,” 
and that my present term shall not extend one day beyond the 
15th day of November, 1860. To this declaration I sign my 
name, that it may be legally binding and perpetuated upon the 
record of the journals of your proceedings. -
